The Senator makes no secret of his firm 
conviction that annexation of the Philippines 
means the abandonment of the path of na- 
tional safety, and the beginning of an era 
of ill-considered and adventurous policy, 
dominated by brite force. 

Senator Davis, on the contrary, declared 
that the administration had won a great 
victory in the terms of peace, and had opened 
out a glorious path, through which the 


American republic would enter powerfuily |

Edward G. Mason died at St. Luke’s Hos- 
pital at 1:50 o’clock this morning.

Rios Is Dissatisfied. 
{BY ASSOCIATED PRESS.] 

London, Dec. 17.—In an interview today 
Montero Rios of the Spanish Peace com- 
mission said: 

“We signed on Aug. 12 a protocol sus- 
pending hostilities, and it was on the 14th 
that the American General demanded the 
surrender of Manfla. The archipelago had 
not been won and has not yet been con- 
quered. The fate of the Philippines re- 
mained undetermined and Spanish sove- 
reignty was still in force, since we were still 
waging war with considerable forces to sup- 
press the insurrection. But, after a jour- 
ney across a portion of the United States, 
President McKinley changed -his policy and 
decided upon claiming the Philippines by 
right of conquest. Yet, I repeat, the Philip- 
pines, even now, are still unconquered. The 
twdwhief islands—the two richest—Mindanao 
and Luzon—are not won. Mindanao and 
the Island of the Great Lake contain a 
population of half-breeds, half Malay and 
half Spanish, constituting a military oli- 
garchy which rules the rest of the islands 
and occupies the richest portion of the ter- 
ritory on the shores of the lake. They are 
proud, strong, and warlike, and not only 
are they unconquered, but their conquest 
will not be accomplished quickly. Yet the 
United States claimed them, as well as the 
other islands, as thought their conquest was 
complete, 

Honor Is Dear to Them. 

“ But what most pains me is that in this 
great whirlwind in which we have lost all, 
lost our last armada, there has been an at- 
tempt to deprive us of our honor as well. On 
Dec. 1 I proposed to the Americans to ap- 
point a technical ¢ommissicn to examine the 
question of the Maine, We proposed that 
America appoint an American, an English- 
man, and a Frenchman, and we appoint a 
Spaniard, an Englishman, and a Frenchman, 
all specialists, and that the commission, or 
the two governments, appoint a German, 
and that these seven men bring in a verdict. 
If they declared Spain innocent, the Presi- 
dent of the United States was to address a 
message to the Senate declaring Spanish 
honor intact and that Spain was falsely ac- 
cused of having betrayed the laws of hos- 
pitality by blowing up a vessel at anchor in 
one of her ports.

SENATOR G. F. EDMUNDS 
SAYS ANY STATE MAY 
LEGALIZE POLYGAMY. 


Declares Congress Cannot Refuse to 
Seat Roberts of Utah if He Is Legal- 
ly Elected, but It Has the Power to 
Expell Him if It Sees Fit.

New York, Dec. 17.—[Special.]—Two hun- 
dred women, enrolled in societies of the 
Presbyterian Church, are making a fight 
against Brigham H. Roberts, Representa- 
tive-elect of Utah, to prevent him from tak- 
ing his seat in Congress. Mr. Roberts’ wives 
are said to number three. : 

Senator George F. Edmunds, the author in 
the United States Senate of the anti-poly- 
gamy law, says the national government 
is powerless to prevent polygamy from being 
made lawful fn any Stat? if its lawmakers 
so choose to declare it. In a@ statement he 
says: 

“In my opinion the government of the 
United States has no constitutional power to 
suppress polygamy in @ State. Attention 
was called to this before Utah was admitted, 
but Congress chose to admit the State not- 
withstanding. 

“It is within the legal power of Utah and 
every other State to make polygamy law- 
ful if it chooses. 

** I think the House of Representatives can- 
not constitutiomally refuse a seat to a 
regularly elected polygamist from any State, 
but the House has the constitutional power 
by a vote of two-thirds to expel a member 
for any cause that it thinks just.” 

The sentiments of Senator Edmunds are 
striking in view of his prominence in the 
passage of the anti-polygamy law.

in 1860. Returning to Chicago he entered 
upon the practice of law, and within a short 
time became known as an authority in all 
matters pertaining to the legal side of realty 
matters. His practice along this line was 
remunerative, and in addition to professional 
routine he invested judiciously in real es- 
tate during a time when the purchase and 
turning over of such interests netted heavy 
returns. 4 


Brings Theodore Thomas Here. 

Law and realty matters did not, however, 
occupy Mr. Mason's time to the exclusion of 
everything else. He had long been a student 
of Illinois history and gave much time to 
the advancement of Chicago’s varied inter- 
ests, his culture bringing him in close con- 
tact with social, musical, and literary organ- 
izations. He was one of the organizers, in 
1881, of the Chicago Musical Festival associ- 
ation, which first brought Theodore Thomas 
prominently before the notice of Chicagoans. 
With Mr. Thomas as orchestral chief and 
William L. Tomlins as vocal director this 
association provided entertainment in the 
Exposition Building on the Lake Front, then 
one of the chief structures in the city. 

Though not prominent in politics, he wasa 
Republican, with independent leanings, hav- 
ing been a member of the local Executive 
committee of independents, or ‘** mug- 
wumps,” at the time of the Democratic Na- 
tional convention of 1884. 

In 1887 Mr. Mason succeeded Elihu B. 
Washburne as President of the Chicago His- 
torical society, of which he had been a Vice 
President. Thoroughly in love with all that 
pertained to general history, he was espe- 
cially interested in the preservation of all 
that will render complete the story of Chi- 
cago and Illinois. In the years of his presi- 
dency the active membership of the society 
increased from forty to its present numbers. 
Mr. Mason watched every stroke of the 
builders of the present magnificent structure 
at Dearborn avenue and Ontario street. It 
was largely through his exertions that gen- 
erous cash donations were secured towards 
defraying the cost of the building, $160,000. 


Contributions to State History. 

Many valuable contributions to the early 
history of Illinois, a branch of study of 
whioh he had made a specialty, were made 
by Mr. Mason. Among these are Illinois in 
the Eighteenth Century,” “ Kaskaskia and 
Its Parish Records,’’ and papers on La 
Salle, the first settlers of Chicago, and ““‘The 
Story of James Willing—An: Episode of the 
Revolution.” He was also the editor of 
Barly Chicago.and Illinois,”’ published by 
the Chicago Historical society. 

In 1867 Mr. Mason was married to Miss 
Julia E. Starkweather of Chicago. They 
had thirteen children—ten sons and three 
daughters, two of the sons having been his 
partners in his law and real estate business 
at 94 Washington street. The children are 
Henry E., Roswell B., Julian 8., Norman, 
Frederick, Ethel, Marjorie, Edward H., 
Huntington, Maurice, George F., l-awrence, 
and Edith. {

partment of the East last June General Mer- 
ritt has traveled around the globe. 

The General expects to remain in New 
York until Tuesday or Wednesday, when he 
will go to Washington to make his report 
to the President. He said he had no idea 
what orders he would receive or about his 
future movements. 

General Merritt was ordered from Manila 
to Paris to assist the Peacecommission. He 
left Manila on Aug. 20. He is in perfect 
health. 

Mrs. Merritt is convaiescing from a severe 
illness, and will probably go to the country 
for a few days. General Merritt says he 
does not know when he will go to Chicago, 
the home of Mrs. Merritt, as that will de- 
pend somewhat on the orders he gets when 
in Washington. 

General Merritt left San’Francisco for the 
Philippines on June 20, arriving in Manila 
harbor on July 30. With Admiral Dewey 
he received the surrender of Manila on 
Aug. 14. 


Tells of:the Campaign. 
General Merfitt gave an interview by ap- 


pointment in the Waldorf-Astoria this after- - 


noon. These &re some of the things he said: 

“When I was ordered to command the 
army of the Philippines I made up my mind 
that unless I took forces there thoroughly 
prepared for warfare there would be a deal 
of useless fighting. Therefore I did not 
hurry my departure at the expense of prep- 
aration. 

“I insisted upon having a strong nucleus 
of regulars. As it turned out, I did not get 
them. There were so many recruits among 
the regulars that the number of experienced 
and thoroughly trained men was compara- 
tively few. ¢ 

“ I set about whipping my forces Into shape 
in San l'rancisco. I had the flower of the 
volunteers, and the work was not difficult, 
for the men were not only willing, but anx- 
ious to learn. The first thing I did was to de- 
tach the members of my staff, and send them 
among the different regiments. They worked 
with great energy in instructing the officers 
and men in their duties, explaining the 
clerical work, the method of getting sup- 
plies, and the routine matters which are so 
important. 

“The officers were especially instructed 
how to care for their men in the field. Every 
posssible emergency that could be foreseen 


was considered. Experienced surgeons were . 


sent among the men, and they carefully ex- 


plained how to keep well in a tropical climate. © 


Precaution Saved Lives. 

“The men were told what to eat. I had 
stomach bands made for every man and I 
did not leave until every one was supplied. 
There was some difficulty in niaking the 
men understand the importance of these 
flannel bands, but they saved hundreds of 
lives. 

‘We were especially fortunate in the 
volunteer officers for the most part. There 
were California regiments having officers 
who served as sergeants in the regular army. 
There were several Colonels who had been 
educated at West Poirit. 

“There were some regiments commanded 
by men who were simply politicians. They 


did not go to Manila. Inasmuch as our trans- - 


portation facilities were limited we selected 
the best regiments. 

“ This explains what some people seemed 
to consider an unnecessarily long ddlay in 
making the start for the Philippines. «I 
would not give the order to embark until 
I felt_sure that the command was prepared 
for all conditions the expedition was likely 
to encounter. The result was that there 
was no suffering among the troops in the 
Philippines. They were practically as well 
off there as they would have been at home. 


Arrival at Manila. 
“T arrived at Manila shortly after the sec- 
ond expedition landed, Our forces were then 
in command of Brigadier General F. ‘y, 
Greene of New York. He is a magnificent 
soldier. I knaw of no man whom I would 
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MOB OF ITALIAN 


out of it. He is a natural soldier and @ 
thoroughly trained one. Much of the credit 
for the success of our arms in Manila is 
due to him. The conditions were such that 
the-commanding General could only plan 
theattack. 
We faced a problem entirely néw in war- 
fare. Our operations had to be confined to 
the coast so that we could have the aid of 
the navy. At low tide we could advance a 
considerable distance along the beach, but 
*at other times the only way.of reaching 
the intrenchments of the enemy was by two 
roads running through a swamp and bamboo 
thickets. These roads are about thirty feet 
wide. 

“When I. paid my respects to Admiral 
Dewey he told me he was giad to see me. 
He said that he had passed many sleepless 
nights and he was glad to turn the respon- 
sibility over to me. 

‘“‘The insurgents were the greatest causes 
of dnxiety. Time and time again they made 


’ the situation extrémely critical, and I was 


in doubt whether to treat them as enemies 
or allies. I did not meet Aguinaldo person- 
ally, but I heard much about him and I had 
some correspondence with him that showed 
him to me a master of diplomacy. 


Aguinaldo Shows Shrewdness. 
“*T made up my mind that the insurgents 
should withdraw. their. lines between our 


forces and those of the Spaniards. I so no- 


tified. Aguinaldo. His replies were exceed- 
ingly. politic. He. said. that. he .could not. 
obey the order at once because of the feel- 
ing among his forces, and that at that time

“ Aguinaldo is a shrewd young man. I 
think hé possesses any great ability, 
himsejf, but he has the cleverness to sur- 
round himself with..advisers .who are able 
and clearheaded men.

**In tre fight the volunteers did good work.

Native Army Not Formidable. . 
“I do not believe jhat the Filipino army 
will give us any trouble. As a matter of 
fact the insurgents have virtually no mili- 
tary organization and certainly not an effi- 
cient one. They are armed principally with 
Mauser rifles, which they got from Spanish 
deserters and by capture. As nearly as I 
could arrive ‘at it when I wae there, they had 
about 15,000 stands of arms. 

‘‘They had a couple of Krupp guns of an 
early pattern, but they had neither the 
means nor skill to mount them. It was im- 
‘possible for me to learn how many men were 
bearing arms. I never was able to find a 
Captain who could tell me how many men he 
had in his company. There was a total lack 
of military system or organization. 

“T do not think they had a normal fight- 
ing strength of more than 15,000 or 80,000 
men. I saw in their ranks many boys not 
more than 10 or 11 years old, who had scarce- 
ly strength enough to handle @ nine-pound 
‘rifle. 

“They are but not good 
fighters. For the most part they did not 
show their heads above the earthworks 
when firing, but thrust their rifles 
over the top and fired at random. In this 
they imitated the Spaniards. 

“Te it game to fighting the Filipinos, of 
which I do not think there is the slightest 
danger, they could offer merely a nominal 
resistance to our forces. , 


_.. American Army Necessary. 

“T think that from 20,000 to 30,000 troops 
will be necessary to hold the Philippines. 
These need not be all Americans. A great 
‘number of them could be Filipinos, under 
United States officers, of course. There is 
mo question, about getting them to enlist. 
Before I left I had hundreds of applications 
from’ natives who wanted to enter the 
American army, and there would be many 
Spaniards in the army, too. We could have 
enlisted a great number of them. before I 
left had we chosen so to do. 

“*I should think that within a few years 


our Philippine army would be much like the 


British army in India, where the’ native 
soldiers greatly outnumber the British sol- 
diers.

Prompt Action Imperative. 


“ The important thing is immediate action. 
Delay greatly increases the possibilities and

ment, I think I could have had it running 
smoothly within six months at the outside 
and likely in four or five months, And I 
don’t think that I should have encoutered 
any serious trouble. 
‘* What the Filipinos most want is assur- 
ance of a gocd, honest, stable government. 
I think that if they are persuaded that the 
United States will offer it they would prefer 
it to governing themselves or to making the 
experiment. 
“If we do these things, and I can see no 
possible excuse for a failure, the United 
States shall reap an abundant return. The 
Philippines aré enormously rich, and we 
would get the benefit of their tropical weaith. 


Furthermore, ey will open the way to a 
greater trade with China and the East. 
‘There is no real room for labor in the 


Philippines. It goes begging now. The man 
with small capital might win riches, but the 
great returns will come to those with large 
sums who are able to develop the crude, rich 
country. 

““When I was ordered to Paris to give 
what assistance I could to the Peace com- 
mission I took with me an eno us amount 
of data that I had collected, for I had gone 
into the facts as fully as I could with the 
time at my disposal. appeared before the 
commission two whole days, and each mem- 
ber in turn cross-questioned me at great 
length, I think I may say without violating 
any confidence that what I told the commis- 
sion influenced them considerably. I know 
that I was able to present to them ‘many 
things which they did not know before. 
 **Tt may be that an enormous responsi- 


‘bility rests upon my shoulders for the part I 


have played in connection with the Philip- 
pines. But I have reached no conclusion, 
taken no step, without careful investigation 
and consideration, and I do not think the 
burden of what may come of it will be 
greater than I can bear. 

Good Work at Paris. 

*“ One thing has impressed me as extraor- 
dinary, and that is the impression which 
seemed to get abroad that the Peace com- 
mission wasted time in Paris, No men en- 
gaged in public business ever worked harder. 
It was no junket, 1 assure you. 

‘And the members of this commission 
conducted themselves with a dignity, dis- 
played such wisdom, strength, and foresight, 
such deep knowledge of affairs that the 
Mee nag country has reason to be proud of 
hem. 

“Everybody in France, and especially the 
newspapers, were hostile, and did everything 
possible to make their efforts unsuccessful. 
But they gained everything they set out to 
gain. Even in the devious paths cf 
diplomacy, in which the Spaniards are said 
to be the pastmasters of Europe, they met 
with no defeats. All they conceded was the 
$20,000,000 for.the Phillipines, and that was 
merely a sweetener.”’ 

Then General Merritt returned to affairs at 
home. He would say nothing about the 
army investigation, declaring promptly that 
he knew nothing about it. He was ques- 
tioned about the National Guard. 

“TI believe in the National Guard,” he 
said. ‘‘ I have always believedinit. I think 
many changes should be made. I do not 
care to discuss the matter now.”’ 

** What do you think of General Miles’ bill 
increasing the army?’ 

“‘I have always advocated an increase in 
the army to 75,000 men for the United States 
alone. I believe that we need that number 
for police duty. I cannot talk about Gen- 
eral Miles’ biH, because I have not seen it 
and do not know its provisions, but the ac- 
quisitions in territory plainly make an in- 
crease imperative.”’

TALK AT SAVANNAH DINNER. 


Savannah, Ga., Dec. 17.—[Special. ]—Presi- 
dent McKinley, on his entry into Savannah 
at 10:30 o’clock this morning, was welcomed 
with a salute of twenty-one guns, fired from 
brass cannon presented by General Washing- 
ton to the Chatham Guards of Savannah 108 
years ago. 

Ten thousand people were massed at the 
front of the De Soto Hotel to greet him, and 
against their determination to get close to 
the carriages of the Presidential party the 
Georgia Hussars, acting as escort, and the 
provost guard, were as toy soldiers. 

General Joseph Wheeler, riding in the 
foremost carriage, finally ordered the pro- 
vost guard back. 

“I want to shake hands with my friends,” 
he said. 

For the moment he forgot, apparently, that 
hero-wodrshiping women have ceased to 
shake hands since Hobson furnished an ex- 
cuse for another sort of greeting. 

Before the words were well out of his 
mouth several of the most prominent society 
women of Savannah rushed forward, threw 
their arms around his neck, and kissed him. 
His slight form was buried under the ava- 
lanche of feminine drapery, and six and eight 
arms were around him at a time, but no 
one heard a complaint from his lips. Presi- 
dent and Mrs. McKinley were onlookers. 

After a brief halt at the hotel, the Presi- 
dential party proceeded to the reviewing 
stand, erected at Forsythe Park. As the 
President’s carriage wheeled into the parade 
ground a salute of twenty-one guns was 
fired by Battery F, Second United States 
Infantry, which participated in the attack 
on San Juan Hill.

He ex- 
pressed the firm conviction that American 
domination of the Philippines would result 
in moral and material advantage to the 
natives.

LABORERS ATTACKS. 


Branford (Conn.) Man Roughly Treated 
by a Crowd of Foréigners—Pay Had 
Been Delayed—Warrants. Issued for 


Ringleaders in Trouble. 


New Haven, Conn., Dec. 17.—[Special.]— 
The liveliest kind of a riot took place at 


Branford yesterday afternoon. £ 
is a small town on the Shore Line division 
of the Consolidated railroad, about nine 
miled east of New Haven. A mob of Ital- 
jan laborers, numbering fifty or more, dis- 
gruntled because their wages were delayed 
a week, made an attack upon Henry Bar- 
tholomew and mobbed him in the streets. 
Bartholomew was saved from being killed 
by the town authorities and the citizens. 
The disturbance began on East Main street, 
near Mill Plain, where excavations are be- 
ing made for the laying of water pipes lead- 
ing into the town. 

The laborers had not received their pay 
according to promises made, and from all 
sections of the town where operations are 
in progress they came and held an indigna- 
tion meeting. It is claimed that their con- 
duct was encouraged by the inflammatory 
speeches of Italian labor leaders, who were 
made acquainted with the situation and 
came to the place for the purpose of taking 
up the grievance of the Italians. 

The mutterings of the Italians in the morn- 
ing foretold the exciting events that trans- 
pired later in the day. ‘The men ceased 
work at noon and stood in groups near the 
excavations, condemning Contractor Bar- 
tholomew. 

When Bartholomew appeared upon the 
scene it was the signal for the leaders to 
begin the trouble. They rushed upon him, 
uttering oaths in their own language, and 
Bartholomew found himself surrounded by 
the excited mob threatening to throw him 
into the excavation. Bartholomew fied 
from the mob, but was overtaken and rough- 
ly handled. A rope was procured, with 
which the enraged Italians threatened to 
hang the contractor. Bartholomew suc- 
ceeded in reaching a point near the center 
of town, and there Constable Bradley and a 
posse of citizens who were warned of the 
trouble met him and fought off the Italians. 

Bartholomew was escorted to the public 
square and lodged in the lockup for safety. 
The excited foreigners gathered on the 
square and loudly discussed the situation, 
They stoned the lockup and ‘threatened to 
tear it down. By this time things were be- 
coming lively and First Selectmen and Pros- 
ecuting Attorney Paul D. Beach came out 
on the public square and read the riot act. 

Bartholomew was then taken to the Dela- 
van House, where he spent the night under 
guard. A call was sent by telephone to the 
lockshop for assistance, and three lock- 
makers hurrie@ to the scene of riot and 
routed the Italians, who fled in hot haste. 
‘Today upwards of a dozen warrants were 
issued for the ringleaders of the riot and for 
the labor agitators who excited them to 
violence, but up to a late hour this afterncon 
the labor agitators had not been found. Itis 
believed they escaped during the night, fear- 
ing consequences, A posse of twenty-five 
citizens was sworn in as special deputies to 
keep the peace against further riotous acts. 


OHIO TO CHARGE THE 
SUGAR TRUST WITH 
A MILLION IN TAXES. 


State Auditor Claims Five Years Ar- 
rears Must Be Paid Up—Law ‘Evaded 
by Mutual Arrangement Between the 

- Company and Retail Dealers. 


Columbus, O., Dec. 17.—[{Special.]—Auditor 
of State Walter D. Guilbert, in accordance 
with an opinion rendered this evening by 
the Attorney General, will seek to tax the 
American Sugar Refining company—the 
sugar trust—for practically all the sugar 
consumed in the State of Ohio for the last 
five years. 

At a rough estimate the people of Ohio 
consume 175,000,000 pounds of trust sugar 
a year, which, at five cents a pound, is worth 
$8,750,000. The five years’ valuation would 
be something like $43,750,000. On this sum 
State Auditor Guilbert will seek to have 
collected approximately $1,100,000 in taxes. 
His attempt to collect this tax is the out- 
growth of the trust investigation made by 
the Valentine committee of the State Senate 
last spring. Eyidence was adduced that 
the American Sugar Refining company re- 
fused to sell their product direct to 
merchants. Instead, merchants and deal- 
ers were made factors or agents of the 
sugar trust. The dealers, according to this 
testimony, returned the trust the whole 
amount received from sugar sales, and the 
trust remitted to them three-sixteenths of a 
cent per pound as commission for selling. 

Back taxes are limited to five years, hence 
the effort to collect for just these years. 
State Auditor Guilbert understands that 
since the Valentine-Stewart anti-trust law 
was enacted the American Sugar Refining 
company has changed its ‘methods of doing 
business in Ohio. The dealers henceforth 
must return their sugar stock for taxation. 


Withdraws Bid for Chicago Dispatch. 

Henry L. Wilson yesterday withdfew bis 
bid of $3,000 for the assets of the Chicago 
Dispatch when Judge Batten explained that 
the purchaser would have to assume all liens 
of every kind, including the chattel mort- 
gage of $40,000 on all of the property.

FOR OLD SLEUTH, 


Harland Halsey, Writer of Fa. 
mous Detective Stories, 
Dies in Brooklyn. 


FORTUNE FROM HIS WoRK 


Half a Million Dollars for Creat. 
ing Stealthy Heroes for 
Boys, 


RECORD AS A FINANCIER 


New York, Dec. 17.—[Special.J—If th 
heart of the American youth beats respon. 
sive to tales of adventure and mystery as 
it beat some fifteen or twenty years.ago 
there will be gloom over boyville from the 
Atlantic to the Pacific, for “ Old Slepth ” 
is dead. 

The nimble wit of Harland Halsey in cop- 
triving thrilling situations which have 
caused miilions of impromptu pompadours 
over the foreheads of the younger genera. 
tion went out with his life in Brooklyn yes. 
terday. 

A search such as “ Old Sleuth” himself 
might have made would fail in this city to 
dig up many men who have not at one time 
or another desired to be detectives—the de. 
sire being born of the perusal of the ad. 
ventures of the wonderful creature of Mr, 
Halsey’s brain. 

The style of delivery invented by Mr. Hal. 
sey—the Old Sleuth type—had many jmi- 
tators, but none has equaled him. His rival 
was Old Cap. Collier, who ran to “ double 
detectives.”’ 

Contemporaneous with the boom in the 
Old Sleuth and Old Cap. Collier Iitera- 
ture was the flood of stories of Western life 
portraying the adventures of “ Wild Bill,” 
‘“‘Calamity Jane,’ Fearless Frank, the 
Boy Trapper of the Platte,” and other 
heroes and heroines, not forgetting “ Gyp- 
sy Kate, the Female Detective.’’ 

So fast did these books follow each other 
that the boy who essayed to keep track of 
the latest publications was forced to adopt 
expedients that taxed his ingenuity. 

Mr. Halsey died suddenly. He expired in 
the arms of his wife just as the bell rang 
for dinner. His death was due to cerebral 
hemorrhage. 

Mr. Halsey was born in New York gx- 
ty-one years ago. The first of his stories 
was ‘Old Sleuth, or the Mystery of Bay 
Ridge,’”’ and was written from an incident 
noted in the dally papers. : 

This story so interested George Munro 
that he engaged Mr. Halsey to write all 
the stories he could turn out. At that time 
he received a salary of $20,000 a year. 

He was a rapid writer and frequently 
turned out two stories ina week. He later 
thought and dictated his stories so fast 
that stenographers were hardly able to keep 
pace with him. He wrote 685 stories, many 
ef which he published for himself. From 
this writing he realized a fortune of $500,000. 

Mr. Halsey was a clever financier, and 
was the organizer of the Hamilton. Trust 
company and the King’s County Trust com- 
pany. 

He was a member: of the Colonial War 
society of New York and of the Sons of the 
Revolution, and was a member of the Board 
of Education for nine years, and at the 
time of his death was a member of 
Union League club. He was also one of 
organizers of the Oxford club. 

Mr. Halsey’s wife, a sister of Magistfate 
Brisbow, his daughter, and two sons sur 
vive him. 

The funeral services will be conducted at 
the family home at 4 o’clock tomorrow after- 
noon by the Rev. A. J. F. Behrends, the 
pastor of his church. The interment will 
be in Evergreen Cemetery. —

We also know that Rollinger has had a great 
deal of trouble with his wife, and that there 
is another woman in the case. We know 
who the other woman is also. She will have 
to tell us her story. 

** Rollinger told us today that his wife went 
to visit a sick woman in the neighborhood 
on Thursday and Friday. The sick woman 
has told us that Mrs. Rollinger did call upon 
her last Wednesday, but that she did not see 
her on Thursday or any other time after 
Wednesday. 

‘* Rollinger tells us that he saw his wife on 
Friday afternoon, but his children deny that 
their mother was in the house as far as they 
knew. Wachdorf testifies to the same. We 
do believe that Mrs. Rollinger left the house 
on Thursday at 6 o'clock. saying that she 
would not be gone long. We do not know 
yet .where she went to, but we intend ~o 
find out.

‘“‘The woman has been in the habit of 
visiting the homes of neighbors, where she 
would ery for hours, telling a story of do- 
mestic troubles. When Rollinger gives an 
explanation, as to why the barrel staves 
were carried into his sleeping-room, then I 
will be helped in my investigation. His own 
son says there was nothing in the closet 
when they all left the house.

| Dead Before the Fire. 

“Dr. Noel told me today that there was

AUGUST MAGNUS PASSES AWAY. 


Pioneer German-American Citizen of 
Chicago Dies at His Residence, 
Dearborn Avenue. 


August Magnus, a pioneer German-Ameri- 
can citizen of Chicago and formerly a mem- 
ber of the firm of Magnus & Butz, died at 
7’ o'clock yesterday morning at his resi- 
dence, 522 Dearborn avenue. The funeral 
will take place tomorrow from the house. 
Interment will be at Graceland. 

Mr. Magnus had been ill since last Janu- 
ary, when paralysis followed a severe at- 
tack of pneumonia. He recovered sufficient- 


ly to go abroad in August for medical treat- 


ment. He wefit to Hamburg and Bonn, but 
returned in October unimproved in health. 
Two weeks ago he began to grow weaker 
and death resulted from heart failure yes- 


terday morning. 
Mr. Magnus was born in Elberfeldt, 


‘Rhenish Prussia,, on Aug. 3, 1828. At the 
age of 19 he came to America. In 1854 he 
visited Chicago, but went to Kansas, and 
did not return here until 1856. He entered 
wholesale hardware business with 
Carl Beinbold. The business gradually 
turned to the sale of brewers’ supplies and 
afterwards he became interested in that 


trade in partnership wtih his brother-in-law, 


Casper Butz. 
In 1891 he retired from active business, 
leaving it to his sons, Albert E. and August 
Cc. Magnus, the firm being known as A. 
Magnus’ Sons. He married Miss Henrietta 
Preussner of Es , Germany, at Buffalo, 
N. ¥., in 1855. They had four children, three 
sons, Albert, Arthur, and August, and one 
daughter, Mrs. H. F. Wijliams of Chicago..

‘*In loving remembrance of\Albert J. Averell, by 
his wife, Anna B. Averell, 1 .”’ Over the door, 
on the glass of the transom, ‘shall be painted the 
words: ‘‘ The Albert J. Averell Memorial Ward, 
endowed by his wife.’’ 

Said beds, with all the rights and privileges 
appertaining thereto, are to be occupied by such 
men as the said Anna B. Averell, her heirs and as- 
signs, may from time to time, by a proper instru- 
ment in writing, appoint, free from all charges and 
expenses for board, care, etc., but subject to all the 
rules and regulations of the hospital which the 
Board of Managers may from time to time adopt.

Sketch of Captain Averell’s Life. 


Captain Averell, who died Sept. 5, 1896, at 
the age of 73 years, was a resident of Chicago 
for upwards of half a century, and as a real 
estate dealer negotiated some of the largest 
of Chicago’s transfers of property. He 
gained his title as Captain by service at 
sea and on the lakes in his early years. He 
left his home in Maine when 14 years old, 
and after six years on Atlantic sailing ves- 
sels he came to Chicago in 1843. He wasthe 
Captain of the Independence, the first steam 


vessel to navigate the great lakes. When ) 


gold was discovered in California he went 
there by the isthmus route, but never worked 
in the gold fields, his services being sought 
to run a boat on the Sacramento River. He 
was Captain of the first steamship to be used 
in the river service. 

In 1852 he returned to Maine, where he was 
married to Miss Anna B. Foote, daughter 
of Erastus Foote of Wiscasset. Captainand 
Mrs, Averell went first to California, but tn 
1855 they came to Chicago, and made this 
city their permanent home. Both were mem- 
bers of the Second Presbyterian Church, and 
through it were annual donors to the Presby- 
terian Hospital. After the death of her hus- 
band Mrs. Averell continued to be a friend 
of the hospital, though she has never entered 
its doors. 

“TIT have never yisited the Presbyterian 
Hospital,’’ she said last night, ‘*‘ but I have 
been planning for a long timé to make it the 
gift I have now placed in the hands of its, 
officers. My action may have been a surprise 
to the hospital. I don’t know about that. 
I do not wish to have my own name con- 
sidered in reference to the gift. It isa 
memorial offering for my husband, though 
his name does not require the ward to keep 
it among the remembered names of Chicago. 
He lived here almost from a boy, and tho

The daily average of free pa- 
tients for a year has been sixty-five; of the 
remainder a large proportion have paid only

Suspends Omaha Contempt 


Case Till the Findings 
Can Be Reviewed. 


KEEPS BENCH IN TURMOIL 


Alleged the Nebraskan Has Over- 
stepped Authority on 
Other Occasions. 


IS POPULAR THROUGH ALL. 


Omaha, Neb., Dec. 17.—[Special. ]}—The Su- 
preme Court of Nebraska today called a 
halt in the case wherein Judge Scott of the 
district bench at Omaha proposed to fine a 
large number of prominent Omaha citizens 
and assess a penalty of $30,000 against the 
Transmissippi Exposition because some of 
the officers of that concern failed to obey 
an injunction issued from Judge Scott's 
court. 

The Supreme Court suspended the entire 
proceedings until that body can review the 
findings, and this is not the first time the 
Supreme Court has been called upon to give 
relief to citizens of Nebraska who have in- 
curred the displeasure of Judge Scott. Mcre 
than a dozen times have immediate efforts 
been necessary to save Omaha citizens who 
Judge Scott’s wrath from going 

jail. 

This is the second term of this eccentric 
jurist on the district bench here, and in 
spite of his singular methods and violent ut- 
terances from the bench he was elected the

Scott was in spite of the bitter fight aahs 
upon him. His star arose with the violent 
religious and political uprising in Omaha 
four years ago, when the A. P. A. and 
Catholics fought for political supremacy. 
Scott was the bitterest of the A. P. A., and 
was elected on that issue. 


Liked for His Temper. 


Sentiment has changed since then, but 
Scott’s frequent broils with lawyers, other 
Judges of this district, and prominent citi- 
zens in general seem to have increased rather 
than diminished his popularity. Many think 
he is persecuted. ; 

At any rate when Judge Scott gets started, 
the judicial ermine is cast to the winds and 
he denounces those with whom he is dis- 
pleased in anything but diplomatic lan- 
guage. The other Judges of the district are 
regularly called upon to take cases away 
from Judge Scott’s docket and each time 
Scott makes a bitter and sensational fight. ~ 

Cunningham Scott was known as a manof 
violent temper and eccentric manner before 
he was elected and the people were not sur- 
prised at the trend of events when his old 
political enemy, Edward Rosewater, editor 
of the Bee, came before him on a trial for 
libel, brought bya politician. Scott's alleged 
prejudice caused Rosewater to make an 
effort to have the case heard by another 
Judge, but Scott would not permit this and 
when the newspaper man wrote an editorial 
on the subject he promptly sent him to jail, 
together with his reporters and his attorney. 
The Supreme Court at once released them. 

The other four Judges of this district then 
interfered and took the case from Scott's 
docket. Scott ondered the Sheriff to pro- 
ceed with the case in his court, nevertheless, 
and when he refused because of the other 


Judges’ orders, he ordered him under arrest. 


Contempt by Wholesale. 


He ordered everybody in contempt who 
crossed him in the celebrated case, and when 
he found that he could do nothing he deliv- 
ered himself of some rare language relating 
to the other four Judges. It was a remark- 
able recital and Scott's courtroom was 
crowded to hear it. 

“All who desire to commit crime, buy a 
newspaper and then you can do as you will,”’ 
was his closing utterance. 

Many are the lawyers whom Scott has sent 
to jail. He is even alleged to have taken ex- 
ceptions to utterances of lawyers outside of 
the courtroom and to have sent them to jail 
for contempt. 

The present casein which Scott figures so 
prominently is no more sensational than 
others. In this case he declares he is right 
and that everybody concerned will be jailed 
for contempt and forced to respect his au- 
thority. 

In justice to Judge Scott it must be said 
that he is popular with the masses and can- 
not, in all probability, be defeated for re- 


election.

STRIKE A BONANZA ON 
ABANDONED CLAIM. 


Big Find of Free Gold Rock Made Near 
Colorado Springs—Hundreds Rush to 
Scene of Discovery, and Town of 
Dawson Springs Up. 


Colorado Springs, Colo., Dec. 17.—[Spe- 
cial. ]—When before daylight on Jan. 1, 1808, 
J. B. Hannum, D. W. Bonewit, B. I. Daw- 
son, and his two sons, B. X. and J. F. Daw- 
son, jumped an abandoned claim five miies 
southwest of Cafion City, Colo., they did not 
dream of bonanza ore or of Dawson City, 
both of which have been realized recently. 
The men had starved out near Great Bend, 
Kas., and had just reached Cafion City in a 
poverty stricken condition and were look- 
ing for a job. Hannum came originally from 
Illinois. They got the mine, but were too 
poor to buy a windlass. A wheelbarrow with 
a burro hitched in front dragged up an in- 
cline the red oxide ore containing traces of 
amolybdenite and yielding 30 to 50 per cent 
copper. They were satisfied with the copper 
prospect and proudly named the mine Cop- 
per King.

EDWARD EGGLESTON’S 
OLD HOME IN EVANSTON 
TO BE TORN DOWN. 


Historic Building in Chicago’s Northern 
Suburb Condemned by the Authori- 
ties—Much of Frances E. Willard’s 
Work Planned There. . 


Evanston is to lose its best known building. 
The old Eggleston residence at 1017 Davis 
street has been condemned by Fire Marshal 
Harrison and the owner, W. A. Brown, as 
well as the lessees, Kee & Chapeell, have 
been given five days to tear it down. 

The building is best known as the home of 
the first kindergarten ever held in this vi- 
cinity and the residence of Edward Eggles- 
ton, the author of *‘ The Hoosier Schoolmas- 
ter’’ and other books, for ten years. Here 
also Miss Frances E. Willard planned much 
of her work. The butiding was erected in 
1857 by L. A. Brown. It stands on Davis 
street, just west of the business center of the 
town, and has for many years been vacant. 
It is a picturesque two-story structure, with 
a tall mansard roof and a porch that runs 
almost to’ the top of the second story. It 
is now slowly crumbling to pieces and the 
northwest corner has already fallen. The 
floors are rotten and the staircases ready to 
topple over. | 

In 1866 Edward Eggleston, then broken 
down in health by overwork, came to Evans- 
ton and took up his residence in this house, 
There he established the first kindergarten 
of this vicinity, and from his study he for a 
year edited the Little Corporal, which soon 
afterward was consolidated with the St, 
Nicholas. From his sanctum he also sent 
out is first children’s books, “ The Book of 
Queer Stories”’ and “Stories Told or a 
Cellar Door.’ Not only children’s tales 
came from his pen at this time, but he also 
corresponded for the Independent under the 
nom de plume of ‘‘ Pen Holder.”’ 

While living in this house he first brought 
to the attention of Frances Willard the idea 
of the temperance work. She was 
then considering taking the position of 
dean of the Woman's Hall of North- 
western University. Together they also 
planned the Sunday school lessons as 
they are today. Many of Evanston’s prom- 
inent business-men were members of Dr. 
Egsgleston’s Bible class.

MAYOR WILL VETO IT. 


Continues Franchises Till 1930, 
Requires Street Paving and 
Tickets. 


FULL TEXT OF PROVISIONS. 


< 


A franchise extension ordinance, of which 
an abstract is given below, was recommended 
to the City Council by the joint Committee 
on Streets and Alleys North, West, and 
South yesterday. With it went several 
amendments, which will be considered by 


* the Council in connection with the ordi- 


nance. The abstract follows: 

Section 1 extends the franchises of all the street 
car companies of Chicago, except the Calumet 
Hlectric system, until Jan. 1, 1930. 

Paragraph 1 provides the companies shall pave, 
with asphalt, brick, or wood, as the city may elect, 
all streets used by them from curb to curb, the 
work being completed within five years. 

Paragraph 2 provides the rate of fare shall be 
five cents for twenty years, with one transfer to 
any surface intersecting line of the Same company ; 
except that six tickets_shall be sold for 25 cents, 
each one of which shall be good for one ride with 
one transfer between the hours of 6:30 and 8 o'clock 
a. m. and 4:30 and 6 o’clock p. m. 

Paragraph 3 provides the companies, after the 
first ten years of the extension of their franchises, 
shall pay to the city as compensation 3 per cent on 
their gross receipts for the period from ten to 
twenty years; 4 per cent for the period between 
twenty and twenty-five years, and 5 per cent for 
the remaining period. 

Paragraph 4 provides that at the expiration of 
the franchises the city may purchase the existing 
street car properties on an appraisement to be 
made by appraisers, to be selected, one by the city, 
one by the companies, and the third, if the two are 
unable to agree on him, by the Chief ‘Justice of 
the Circuit Court of Cook County. 


Amendments to Be Sent In. 


The amendments are: 

One by Alderman Kimbell fixing the expiration of 
the franchises at Jan. 1, 1946 instead of 1930, and 
grading compensation to the city from 3 to 6 per 

nt of the gross receipts, payments to bgcin at 
the end of twenty years instead of ten. 

One by Alderman Bigane fixing the rate of fare 
on all east and west lines at four cents. 

One by Alderman O’Connor providing railway 
employés shall not work more than eight hours a 
day, or be paid less than 25 cents an hour. 

One by Alderman Cullerton granting transfers to 
passengers traveling in one direction.

As soon as the ordinance was read Alder- 
man Cannon filed a protest against the con- 
sideration of any extension ordinance until 
after the Allen law had been repealed, and 
Alderman Math announced that at tomor- 
row’s meeting of the Council he would pre- 
sent a minority report. It will be substan- 
tially the Herrman ordinance. 

Alderman, Maltby presented the following

Alderman Cullerton made the: point of 
order that the resolution was not germane to 
the matter before the committee, and Chair- 
man Kimbell sustained him. 


Maltby Attacks the Measure. 

Alderman Maltby then made a short 
speech, attacking-the ordinance on the 
ground it was drawn up with an intent to 
deceive. 

““The clause about municipal ownership,”’ 
he said, ‘‘ is worthless, as it is known the 
city has not the authority to operate the 
railways even if'it had the money to buy 
.them. The clause pretending to give cheap- 
er fares is useless, for the Allen law fixes 
the fare at five cents for the first twenty 
years.” 

He asserted that under the Allen law the 


" eity could not collect any compensation for 


extensions of ordinances. 

Alderman Cullerton had read a legal opin- 
ion furnished the subcommiittee by David J. 
Baker, in which it was said a compensa- 
tion clause in an extension ordinance under 
the Allen law would be binding on the com- 
panies. This opinion was indorsed as cor- 
rect by Thomas A. Moran, 8. P. McConnell, 
and Lorin C. Collins. 

**I shall veto the ordinance,”’ said Mayor 
Harrison. “ That is, of course, if it passes 
the Council. I will veto any ordinance 
passed before the Alen law is repealed.”’ 


Text of the Ordinance. 


The ordinance in full follows: 

* Be it ordained by the City Council of 
the City of Chicago:

TO SHOOT HER MOTHER

CICERO’S BOARD 
TO MEET TODAY. 


Will Hold a Sunday Session 
to Prepare a Franchise 
Before Election. 


ULTIMATUM OF CAR MEN. 


Declare They Will Accept No Ex- 
tension Granted After 


Tomorrow. 


FEAR OAK PARK WILL QUIT. 


Members of the Cicero Towm board have 
been notified by the street railway compa- 
nies that are seeking a fifty-year extension 
of their franchises in that township thai no 
ordinance will be accepted after tomorrow 
night on account of the possible secession of 
Oak Park, Berwyn, and Grant at the special 
election on Tuesday. In consequence the 
board, to procure a five-cent fare in ex- 
change for a fifty-year franchise, will hold 
a Sunday session today and try to put the 
ordinance in shape to be passed tomorrow 
night. 

The members of the board have been hold- 
ing executive sessions for several days with 
Attorn®y Knight of the Cicero and Proviso 
road and the Lake Street “ L’’ and each side 
has reached the point where an ultimatum 
is likely to be presented today. The board 
wants a five-cent fare from any part of 
Cicero to Chicago if it can get it, and is 
willing to give all four companies a fifty- 
-year extension of their franchises in return. 
If the companies refuse to agree to the fare 
proposition for the whole township the senti- 
ment of the board is, apparently, to get as 
much as it can. There is no talk either on 
the part of the board or the street railway 
companies of any shorter time than fifty 


years. | 
Few Attend the Meeting. | 

When the board met in the afternoon 
in the Cicero Town Hall, it was supposed 
that a crowd of indignant taxpayers would 
attend to protest against giving away any 
street in Oak Park until the people of that 
part of the township had decided whether 
they want to secede from the town gov- 
ernment. Instead, only a few citizens were 
present, most of whom, apparently, favored 
a fifty-year franchise fora five-cent fare. 

The Fourth Precinct Republican club sent 
in an address to that effect. Charles E. 
Piper of Berwyn and W. F. Struckman, 
son of the County Commissioner, made 
similar pleas, and the residents of Oak Park 
were represented only by W. C. Ritchie, who 
read a protest against any action. 

After the citizens had been heard, the 
board went into secret session with At- 
torney Knight and the board’s attorneys, 
Charles 8. Cutting and F. W. Pringle. 

According to President Emerson and At- 
torney Pringle no formal proposition has 
been made on the question of fares, other 
than that made in the proposed ordinances. 
The latter offers a five-cent fare as far west 
as Austin avenue, and an eight-cent fare 
west of Austin avenue, including Oak Park. 
Under the Allen law this would be the 
fixed compensation for the next twenty 
years. 

Figures Millions for People. 

President Emerson declared that by grant- 
ing an eight-cent fare from Oak Park to 
Chicago and-a five-cent fare from Austin 
the railroads would be paying between 
$800,000 and $1,000,000 for a fifty-year ex- 
tension. 

The Jour companies which have applied for 
extensions and are making their fight to- 
gether, though on four different ordinances, 
are’Cicero and Proviso, Suburban railway. 
Ogden Electric Street railway, and the Cic- 
éro and Harlem railway companies. All four 
are anxious to get their franchises extended 
L-fore the special election on Tuesday, 
which may split the township into four dif- 
ferent towns and force them to deal with 
‘four separate boards. , 

Oak Park is said to be the most likely to 
vote for a separation, and it would be the 
hardest proposition for the street car com- 
panies to treat with. But sentiment in Oak 
Park is said to have changed, and it is said 
there is an element in that part of Cicero 
willing to give a fifty-year extension and 
stay in the old township for the sake of a 
five-cent ride to Chicago. 

Oak Park Alone May Go. 

Thesecession of Berwyn and Grant is not 
s0 probable. The people of Austin may con- 
sent to the secession of Oak Park, and veto 
But 
the result is expected to be close. 

lf Oak Park withdraws and forms a town 
government of its own, its board will control 
a population of 8,740, and all the territory 
between North, Austin, and Harlem avenues 
and Twelfth street. If Berwyn withdraws it 
will control the district between Twelfth 
street, -Lombard avenue, Thirty-ninth 
street, and Harlem avenue. The Town of 
Grant would comprise the district between 
the Chicago ‘city line and Twelfth street, 
Thirty-ninth street, and Central avenue. 
The boards of these new t®wnships might be 
harder to deal with, also, than the Cicero 
Township board. 


ENGLISH TOURISTS 
ENTERTAIN FORGERS 
AND LOSE CHECK BOOK. 


J. Morris of York Invites Bunko Men to 
Euchre Party in Honolulu, and Later 
Appeals to San Francisco Police to 
Catch Crooks. 


San Francisco, Cal., Dec. 17.—[{Special.]— 
J. Morris of York, England, today enlisted 
the services of Chief of Police Lees in run- 
ning down a gang of forgers whom the good- 
hearted Englishman had entertained as 
guests at Honolulu, and who have repaid his 
hospitality by stealing his checkbook and 
signature and uttering forged checks. It ap- 
pears that Mr. Morris and his niece, Miss 
Barnard of Surrey, England, while touring 
the world, found themselves in Honolulu 
about the time news of the annexation of 
Hawaii reached there. They stopped at the 
Royal Hawaiian Hotel. 

Miss Barnard prides herself on her knowl- 
edge of euchre. She .prevailed upon her 
uncle to arrange a card party. He found it 
necessary to call upon three strangers, 
guests of the hotel, to make up the party. 
It turn ut that the strdngers were bunko 
men, but before Mr. Morris found thar out 
he missed his checkbook, which, when it was 
recovered, showed that several checks had 
been abstracted. 

In the course of a few days Mr. Morris 
was confronted with checks with his alleged 
signature. The men had taken one of the 
euchre score cards, which had Mr. Morris’ 
name on it, and forged the signature. The 
forgers left Honolulu on the steamer arriv- 
ing here a few days ago. 

Mr. Morris, believing that an attempt 
would be made to utter more false checks in 
this city, which would be sent to England 
for collection, thought he would forestall 
the swindlers by coming himself to San 
Francisco and notifying the police. Mr. 
Morris has also-cabled to England.

FORT DEARBORN ATHLETIC CLUB

General pugilistic topics have been over- 
shadowed during the last week by discus- 
sion of the show of the Fort Dearborn 
Athletic club, which takes place tomorrow 
night at Tattersall’s. Realizing that Chi- 
cago ring followers have had so many op- 
portunities to see bouts of a high class 
character and had become to some extent 
surfeited with ordinary bouts, Matchmaker 
Summerfield and his associates set about to 
give a series of bouts which for quality and 
number should eclipse anything ever yet 
attempted in the city at what is known asa 
big show. 

Talking of matches and making them are 
two different things and dame rumor soon 
had nearly every boxer of note as going to 
appear.

In Whistler, Callahan, and Haley the club 
will present three of the cleverest men in 
their ‘respective classes, while in Conroy, 
Dunkhorst, and Watts will be shown three 
men of the hard thumping variety. In the 
six matches it is the case of the fighter 
against the boxer, and it will be interesting 
to note the outcome. 

Barring accidents, there will be. forty- 
eight rounds of continuous fighting, it being 
the purpcse of the management to have one 
set of contestants enter the ring as those 
preceding them leave it.

CRIPPLED FOR LIFE 
DURING AN INITIATION 
INTO SECRET SOCIETY. 


Initiatee Broke Loose and Pommeled 
One of the Initiators So Severely that 
He Is Now in Hospital—Lodge Broth- 
ers Refused to Interfere. 


Milwaukee, Wis., Dec. 17.—[Special.]— 
Joseph O. Hebert, who was at one time a 
well-to-do resident of Grand Rapids, Wis., 
is at St. Joseph Hospital, this city, and will 
be a cripple for life because of the rough 
handling he received at the initiation cere- 
monies of a Grand Rapids lodge.

The man who it was alleged had given away 
some of the secrets of the order had hold of 
one end of the rope attached to Borett, while 
Mr. Hebert held the other end. 

According to Mr. Hebert’s story of the 
affair, the man at the other end of the rope 
let go and the Frenchman rushed at Mr. 
Hebert. He proceeded to pommel Mr. 
Hebert unmercifully. During the mélée the 
other members looked on and made no efforts 
to stop the struggle between the two men. 
Finally Hebert was knocked down and he 
claims was kicked so severely that he can- 
not recover.

nounces Allen Law at Two 
Million Club Banquet. 


Schuyler Uphold the Lyman 
Ordinance. 


With the exception of Alderman H. S. 
Fitch the eleven men who sat down to the 
banquet of the *‘ Two Million Club” at the 
Grand Pacific last night seemed to be of 
the opinion the Allen law was al] right and 
that the street car companies should be 
given the fifty-year franchise they are ask- 
ing for. At least Alderman Fitch was the 
only one who declared himself opposed to 
that measure, and ventured to criticise the 
methods of the traction magnates, and some 
of his utterances were the cause of wordy 
passages between him and gome of the 
others present, notably D. H. Louderback 
and Daniel J. Schuyler. 

Mr. Schuyler was especially wrought up 
at Mr. Fitch’s declaration that the many 
objectionable technicalities in the Lyman 
ordinance were inserted by Attorney Jamie- 
son and Mr. Yerkes for a purpose, that every 
amendment offered had first been seen and 
approved by them, and that no amendments 
which had not been so submitted and ap- 
proved secured the slightest consideration. 

“Why continually jump on Yerkes?” 
shouted Mr. Schuyler. 


Louderback Replies to Fitch. 


Mr. Louderback took issue with Alderman 
Fitch because the Alderman said he was op- 
posed to any general ordinance; that the 
various companies seeking franchises should 
be treated with individuality on the basis of 
gross earnings alone; that there was alto- 
gether too much percentage per mile per 
annum basis, which meant simply a book- 
keeping proposition, and that the proper 
re should be on the gross earn- 
ngs. 

* The people don't care for any compensa- 
tion,’’ declared Mr. Louderback, “* because 
it goes Into some political fund, and does not 
benefit them.’’ 

He-then turned his attention to Alderman 
Fitch's proposition, which he characterized 
as utterly unfair to the roads. He said they 
‘would never build any extensions to the 
city’s outskirts if compelled to operate under 
such a provision, that it would mix things 
up in a most confusing manner, and was 
altogether unfair. 

Mr. Schuyler asked Mr. Fitch why a tax 
on the net receipts of the roads would not do.

ARGUES AGAINST ATHLETIC TEAM, 


Letter in C. A. A. Paper Excites Com- 
‘ment Among the Members. 


The members of the, Chicago Athletic club are 
at sea regarding the future of athletics at the 
club, and a recent issue of the club paper, Cherry 
Cirele, contains an article aimed at the Athletic 
committee which agks the question, ‘‘ What is the 
sphere in which the best results may be attained 
by athletic clubs?’ adds further: ‘* This is 
the question at present forced on us and one which 
the C. A. A. Must answer sooner or later.”’ 

The writer takes the stand that the athletic 
clubs have lost their usefulness, and asks why the 
club should take its stand towards promoting 
athletics when it costs the club more than it can 
afford for the maintenance of football, swimming, 
The writer expresses what 
he seems to believe the inevitable result of an 
athletic club’s existence by saying: ‘* There is at 
present not the slightest excuse for the existence 
of an athletic club for the promotion and advance- 
ment of track and field sports. The colleges are 
doing the work much better and are better 
equipped for that purpose, and the reason they 
have outstripped the clubs in that purpose is that 
it comes strictly in their province to foster ama- 
teur sport.'’ 

The wrher evidently had in view at the time the 
fact that the €.-A. A. had been turned down by 
the colleges of the West, even after the persistent 
efforts of the club ple and their announcement 
that they were looking and_working for the best 
interests of athletics in the West, and adds in the 
next paragraph: ** Nobody recognizes this fact 
more than the colleges themselves. ey are bet- 
ter equipped in every way to handle athletics, and 
the sooner. the clubs realize that they must turn 
their efforts in another direction the greater will 
their usefulness become.”’ 

‘** What, then, is the, reason for the existence of 
athlétic clubs at all?’” he asks in another place, 
and answers that the club should be merely for 
the benefit of the members alone. whose business 
wears away brain tissue and which exercise coun- 

erbalances. 
‘*Give our butiness-men the benefit of such 
place with instruction 
plea, ‘‘ and leave the prpeneres of athletics for 
thoge who have all the nefits of their equipment, 
etc.. rather than for the elub to meddle with it at 
a price which drains the strong bux of the elnb 
ever 

The ‘writer cleverly coneeals the fact he has 
written it for a club campaign topic, and already 
the members who favor athletics, and who have 
struggled towards <« taining them, are begin- 
ning to fear the re «. The losses in athletics, 
which have never been a paying institution at 
the club, and the purmenuens financial condition 
have converted many to the belief that it is an un- 
necessary extravagance, and th the 
unbelievers are steadily growing. Said one of the 
prominent — who is deeply interested in 

thletics yesterday: 
am Searing the result, with so work- 
ing against us, and I doubt that unless there is 
something radical done at once which will show 
the policy of the club tn regard to athletics in 
the future we can only guess the result. 

The article in question contains at the @nd the 
significant paragraph: ‘** The spirit of patriotism 
that exists in the colleges will never be present 
in athletic clubs to any great extent. Why, fight 
against this epirit?. e can never create the en- 
thusiasm that is ever present in the college man;

HORSE A RECORD-BREAKER,. 


Chicago Is Becoming One of the Great- 
est Horse Markets in the Country. 


** All in?’’ All done?’’ ‘* Sold,’’ said Auc- 
tloneer Pruyn yesterday afternoon, and the great- 
est speed sale ever held in the West was finished. 
For the last six days the Splan-Newgass sale has 
been in progress at Dexter Park Paviljon, and 
during that time some 543 head of horses have 
been disposed of for an amount approximating 
in the vicinity of $175,000. Not an animal! in the 
whole lot that was offered failed to receive a bid, 
and for nearly ten hours each day the rotunda of 
the pavilion has been thronged with spectators 
and a goodly number of critical buyers. The lat- 
ter came from.all over the South and West, and 
even the New York houses had representatives on 
the lookout for good things. Buyers from Scot- 
land, England, France, and Austria picked out a 
number of animals.suited to their own class of 


trade. 

While in a sale of such proportions it is impos- 
sible to keep out all of the poorer class of animals, 
yet, taken as a whole, from a class standpoint 
the sale far exceeded the others which have pre- 
ceded it. From a monetary standpoint the sale 
has been equally satisfactory. While some can 
be found whose expectations were not realized, 
yee the general consensus of opinion among the 

reeders, dealers. and horsemen is that the saie 
was an unquaiified success. 

To the Western horsemen the success of the sale 
is especially significant, proving that first honors 
as a horse market must now be awarded to t hi- 
cago. Comparisons with the Fasig sale recently 
held in New York.are all in favor of Chicago. In 
two weeks the New York firm disposed of about 
800 head of stock, the money realized being about 
$260,000, and from the results at Dexter Park last 
week the only inference possible is that Chicago 
is the better market. 

The consignment sert by the Empire City Stud 
Farm of Cuba, N. Y.. was another evidence of 
the fact that the value of Chicago as a market is 
being realized by the Eastern breeders. 

George Star, the famous driver, in chatting 
about the sale yesterday, said: ‘* The prices real- 
ized show conclusiveiy that even fair animals 
bring good prices, while good stock capable for 
racing purposes or for roadsters bring top figures. 
I don't think there is any question but that Chi- 
cago is the coming market for speed and b:, . 
It is a certain thing that better prices prevail here 
than In the Fast. It is barely possible that a man 
with a worid-beater could get more money for 
him in New York, and yet that is a question which 
remains to be proved. I know a number of geuntle- 
men who will ship here to the February sale be- 
cause they believe they can get more money in 
Chicago for their investment than any place else 
in the 

Speaking of the sale John Splan said: ‘‘ It was 
the greatest sale ever held itn the West. his is 
not my opinion alone, but that of any number of 

rominent horsemen and breeders. he fact that 

r. Simpson shipped from New York to Chicago 
shows what Eastern pou think of the Chicago 
market. I can honestly say that never before ina 
public sale have | seen so many well-bred ones, 
and peopie need not tell me that the public:is not 
ready tu invest in high-class horses whenever 
they are offered for sale. The prices brought show 
that a well-bred horse possessing speed can be as 
easily converted into cash as a diamond of «the 
first water.’’

VARSITY RECORD BROKEN. | 


BYRNE CLEARS FIVE FEET SEVEN 
INCHES IN THE HIGH JUMP. 


First Indoor Meet of the University of 
Chicago Track Team Shows That 
Professor Stagg Will Have a Strong 
Aggregation in the. Field Next 
Spring—Sheldon Is First in the Mid- 
dleweight Wrestling — Football 
Players Have a Race of Their Own. 


Athletes at the University of Chicago held 
their first indoor meet in the gymnasium 
yesterday afternoon, and while the men who 
competed in the majority of the events were 
freshmen and others who were making their 
début in athletics the events were, as a 
whole, well contested and several good 
marks were made. The varsity high jump 
record was broken. 

The wrestling competition, which wag the 
most important part of the meet, did not 
materialize as well as had been expected, 
and the only two classes to cempete were the 
lightweight and the middleweight. The 
heavyweight class was scratched. 

Sheldon, the substitute half back, won the 
first place in the middleweight class, and of 
the five men who competed Sheldon and 
Hamaker were the best. Sheldon had some 
trouble in throwing Taylor in the first bout, 
but landed him on his shoulders in a little 
over five minutes, and in the final bout with 
Hamaker on an arm hold threw him in four 
minutes. 

In the lightweight class Davis won all 
his throws, and the last one was taken from 
Case, who had drawn a bye, in just six sec- 
onds. The wrestling competitions, while 
they were well contested, were nothing re- 
markable, inasmuch as there were only two 
or three different holds shown, and Referee 
Duplessis had no difficulty in deciding the 
events. 

Captain Kennedy of the football team won 
the thirty-five yard dash handily, and owing 
to the absence of Herschberger won the 
hurdle event in good form in :06%. Man- 
ning and Trude both ran pretty races, Man- 
ning almost breasting the tape with the foot- 
ball Captain. 

The high jump record of the varsity was 
the only record which was broken, and both 
Schmahl and Le Byrne, track Captain at 
Illinois last year, went over the existing 
mark and tied at 5 feet 6 inches, but Le 
Byrne went an inch better before he got 
through and established a mark of 5 feet 7 
inches, 

Schmahl showed good form in his jump- 
ing and with practice ought to develop into 
a good man at that event. Henry also 
jumped well. 

In the mile run, which was run in slow 
time, Holibert, the Morgan Park champion, 
won easily, with White second, and Eaton 
trailing behind. 

The football men had a quarter mile event 
to themselves and it was one of the humor- 
our features of the meet. Webb started out 
at a terrific pace, with Cassels, the end, 
trailing second, and Mortimer third. On 
the last two laps Webb was still leading 
until the blind turn was reached, when both 
Cassels and Mortimer, much to the sur- 
prise of every one, sprinted out ahead and 
passed the mark with Cassels ten feet to 
the good. 

Street, a freshman, won the running broad 
jump, covering almost nineteen feet in his 
jump. Henry won second, with eighteen 
feet to his credit. 

The half mile walk and half mile run weré 
won by McCarty and Davis respectively.

View on American Affairs. 

The American members of the Peace com- 
mission sailed today by the St. Louis after 
remaining a few hours at Southampton.

EYES OF FRANCE 
ON ARMY PLANS. 


Proposed Increase of Amer- 
ican Military Excites In- 
terest Abroad. 


SEE NEED OF MORE MEN. 


Experts Believe Fully Two Hun- 
‘dred Thousand Will Be 
Required. 


DISCUSS THE CANAL PROJECT. 


[SPECIAL CABLE TO THE NEW YORK TRIB- 
UNE AND THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. | 

Paris, Dec. 17.—All legislative proposals at 
Washington foreshadowing the attitude of 
the. United States as a world power arouse 
interest here not evinced by France in trans- 
atiantic affairs since the dt:ys of Franklin. 

This is especially the case with the bill 
increasing the United States army, the 
adoption or rejection of which by Congress 
is regarded in political and military circles 
here as indicating whether the United States 
will assume or abandon its responsibilities 
as a colonial power. 

Interest is all the more keen because the 
Chamber of Deputies itself has under con- 
sideration a plan for a colonial army and 
other military reforms more radical and 
farreaching than anything undertaken since 
the law of July 27, 1872, which created the 
eXisting army. 

Secretary Alger’s bill, the outlines of which 
ben cabled here, is freely comment- 
ed upon by military men. A member of the 
French Parliamentary Army commission, 
being asked for his opinion on the bill, re- 
plied: 

“A standing army for the United States 
of 100,000 men is not nearly large enough, 
taking as a basis our own colonial experience 
in Tonquin, Madagascar, and cisewhere. 

* You will find 60,000 men a minimum esti- 
mate for the Philippines, Hawaii, and Guam, 
besides the 50,000 for Cuba and Porto Rico, 
and at Icast 40,000 at home to man the At- 
lantic, Pacific, and gulf coast defenses ond 
the Mexican frontier and keep the Indians 
in subjection. This makes 150,000 men tu 
be kept constantly under the colors. 


Would Double Proposed Army. 

nfaintain such a force in effective 
condition a reserve of 50,000 must be kept 
in hand to supply the colonial forces, the 
necessary. drafts for which in tropical! cli- 
mates have always been found greatly to 
exceed the estimates.

General de Gallifet, member of the §u- 
preme Council of War, and General:®aussier, 
recently Commander-in-Chief of the French 
army, have both expressed the op¥Ynfén that 
250,000 men should be taken as a basis for 
the military requirements of the United 
States. 

Among the questions under consideration 
by the French Military commission is that 
of officers’ pay, which, singularly enough, 
has undergone slight changes since the rates 
established in the reign of Louis XV. and is 
20 per cent legs than the pay of German and 
other continental armies, notwithstanding 
the decrease in the purchasing power of 
money in the last 150 years. : 

During the recent’strikes in Paris it was 
found that many day laborers earned almost 


as much as a Major in the army, the latter's | 


pay being 15 francs a day, while a Second 
Lieutenant gets only 3 francs. 

The tables of the United States army are 
being studied by the French Parliamentary 
Army commission with a view to reform as 
being the highest rates prevailing in any 
army in the world; but there is no chance 
of the French pay being raised above that 
of Germany, which is far below that of the 


United States. 
Divorce Records Broken. 


The social economists note with dismay 
the increasing number of divorces in France 
since divorce was legalized by the Naquet 
law of 1884. The number of divorces, which 
was only about 7,000 in 1892, exceeded 10,000 
in 1896, and last Thursday the fourth cham- 
ber of the tribunal of the Seine, during a 
single session, which lasted only four hours, 
decreed no fewer than 294 divorces, thus 
beating all previous records. } 

The 588 persons thus divorced profited by 
the law which accords freedom of expense 
for divorce proceedings for persons who pay 
less than 400 francs yearly rent. MM. Leroy 
Beaulieu, Hugues Le Roux, J. Cornely, and 
Francisque Sarcey raise a chorus of indigna- 
tion against this state of affairs. 

The conviction that the United States will 
succeed in its proposed construction of the 
Nicaragua Canal is gaining ground, and to- 
day M. Edouard Drumont devotes half a 
page of his newspaper, the Libre Parole, to 
bemoaning the 1,500,000,000 of francs buried 
in Panama, and says: 

‘* Nicaragua, after Fashoda, completes the 
Anglo-Saxon triumph along the whole line. 
It is an industrial and financial triumph 
after a political triumph.”’ 

Loud and bitter are the comments of the 
French papers against the women of 
Grenada for stoning the statue of Columbus. 
The Journal des Debats says: 


“Tt is a fit counterpart to the ingratitude 


| of Ferdinand the Catholic, who put Colum- 


bus in chains on his return from the new 
world.”’ 
Harsh Words for Spain. 


The Temps laments the relapse of the 
Spaniards into medieval methods and com- 
pares the women of Grenada to the French 
Royalists who still throw stones at the prin- 
cipals of the French revolution. 

The Journal says the Spanish populace, to 
be logical, ought to throw the remains of 
Columbus into the sea when they reach 
Cadiz, and that the Spaniards still fail to ad- 
mit that all their colonial disasters are due 
to the fact that they always regarded their 
possessions in America and the Philippines 
as milch cows for the ruling classes. 


New Plays Produced. 

Some new play is brought out each night 
during the week, to say nothing of a half- 
dozen new farces and comedies produced at 
the little theaters and concert rooms of 
Montmartre. 

Among the most important first produc- 
tions is that of Georgette Lemeunler,” a 
comedy in four acts by Mourice Donnay, at 
the Vaudeville, the unpardonable fault of 
which is that it is utterly devoid of action. 
It is ultra-modern, and the characters enun- 
clate their gracefully written parts like so 
many lecturers. 

The comedy is too literary for the stage; 
it turns upon the well worn theme of a mis- 
understanding between a newly married 
couple and affords Mme. Rejane etill an- 
other opportunity for inimitabie facial ex- 
pression and gesture; but, like all p.ays de- 
pending exclusively ‘upon brilllancy of dia- 
logue and brilliancy of cresses, does not 
make a lasting impression. 

A rather amusing vapdeville in three acts 
called ** Chert,’’ by PautGavault and Victor 
Cottens, produced at the Palais Royal, is 
fairly well interpreted by Mlle. Lavigne, 
daughter of Mme. Lavigne, so popular at the 
Paiais Royal six years ago, but now blind. 

Poiin of café concert fame also has a good 
comic rdéle in Cehri,’’ which, in spiteofa 
few droll situations and witty dialogue, has 
not consistency or backbone and bears the 
marks of being too hastily written.

London, Dec. 17.—It is not France that is 

disturbing Europe. The true cause of anxi- 

‘ety which prevails in all the European cap- 

itals lies in the active preparations for war 

which Great Britain still continues to make, 


from Fashoda, on the one hand, and the 
Czar’s almost pathetic appeal. through Ed- 
itor Stead, for assurances that his peace con- 
ference program will be supported. 

These ceaseless war preparations gain a 
dread significance in Europe, when they are

Social 
order commends it, for militarism, in swal- 
lowing up resources that ofght to go to 
the elevation and contentment of the peo- 
ple, engenders the whole dark progeny of 
continental anarchism. Humanity com- 
mtnds it. These things are well known to 
all rulers of the nations of the world, but 
they stand dumb.

The collection of worthy gentlemen, nonen- 
tities for the most part. who met in Birming- 
ham yesterday wisely shelved all discussion 
of leaders as an alternative that would have 
been an unseemly exhibition of personal 
wrangles. 

There was narrow escape from an open 
split when one speaker denounced imperial- 
ism in general and Lord Rosebery in par- 
ticular. An uproar ensued, and the speaker 
was finally shOuted down. Then the resolu- 
tion about the Kadership was withdrawn. 

A meeting of the National Liberal federa- 
tion is never important, as it has no“power 
to pledge anybody or anything. But this 
time it leaves confusion worse confounded. 

As Lanticipated, Lord Rosebery wisely pre- 
serves a complete silence. The prospect nuw 
is that after two months of newspaper argu- 
ments the meeting of the Liberal members 
of Parliament will choose as header in the 
Commons an unfortOnate man, who will 
have Sir William V. Harcourt, the ablest, 
oldest, and wittiest parliamentarian, sitting 
beside him as a free and independent mem- 
ber. It is a prospect whigh might deter-the 
mcst ambitious of 

Meantime the Irish are delighted, because 
they calculate that the worse the pvusition 
of the Liberal party becomes the greater 
will be its temptation to make any terms 
about Ireland. And the Tories are jubilant

No Grounds for Liberal Split. 

‘The sober truth is that, except in the half- 
baked minds of a few fanaties of eithér 
side, there is no ground whatever for any 
Liberal split over imperialism. Neither 
party proposes any immedite extension of 
the empire. Both are perfectly agreed upon 
res, tight to what Great Britain already 

as. 

Both are profoundly in favor of the most 
cord‘al codéperation with America. Both 
sympathize with the struggles of modern 
Japan. Both would be g'ad if any common 
basis of action or inaction could be found 
with Russia. 

Moreover, such a split would have this re- 
sult: The old Liberal party would be rent 
asunder. The .imperialist wing would 
coalesce with the Unionists, many Con- 
servatives joining them, while the other 
Liberals would be coerced by the advanced 
Radicals into a semi-Secialist program. Then 
the mother of Parliaments would risk be- 
coming little better than the legislative bear 
garden of Vienna: 

I met Mr. Alfred Harmsworth, the pro- 
prietor of the Daily Mail, today. In reply to 
a question abeut the Mall's action over the 
Liberal leadership, he said: 

“For some time we had been receiving

Sergisu, who, with the Grand Duchess, is 
visiting the Queen at Windeor. 

The next step was a visit of Baron de 
Staal, the Russian Ambassador here, to Lord 
Salisbury at Hatfield. Next comes the re- 
markable speech of M. Tatischeff, the Rus- 
sion financial councilor, at a meeting of the 
Anglo-Caucasian Oil company here, in which 
he gave a strongly worded invitation to Eng- 
lish capital to come to Russia, assuring. a 
hearty welcome and adding an eloquent plea 
for a neutral political understanding. 


Kaiser Desires Peace. 

All this has been supported by represen- 
tations from the German Emperor and in- 
spired utterances in the German press, Ger- 
many desiring to extend her present under- 
standing with England, but being held back 
by fear of affronting Russia, whose vast 
army on her frontier is the only thing she 
fears. 

Tomorrow in a great number of churches 
and chapels a special service will be held in 
_ support ef the Czar’s peace scheme, and 
Mr. Stead is working hard to bring about a 
union peace pilgrimage, to conclude with 


ve an interview with the Czar himself. Mr. 


Stead declares that this proposal has been 
enthusiastically received in America. 

My information is that the Anglo-Russian 
understanding is not making such progress 
as was to be hoped, despite every desire 
on the part of the British government. The 
difficulty is a simple one. Russia has al- 
ready secured everything in the far East 
.that she wishes for years, and now desires 
to set the seal of accomplished fact upon it, 
“and this without agreeing to allow England 
» similarly to consolidate her own position 
in China. 

It becomes, howcver, more and more evi- 
dent that Russia must by hook or by crook 
insure herself against exterifal complica- 
tions. Her treasury is drained dry by de- 
mands for the army, the navy, and the 
Transsiverian railway. She-is spending 
money like water at Port Arthur. 

She has discovered that the Siberian rail- 
way will disappoint the hopes of commer- 
cial development and is unfitted at present 
for military purposes on a large scale. She 
.must have 120,000,000 rubles in order to pro- 
vide the army with quick-firing, artillery 
before she can fight omland. 

Macedonia is seething and an uprising may 
come at any time, when she would have to 
moveanarmy.

Russia Must Borrow.

In a year or two England will be an un- 
Vaccinated country. This startling fact is 
mbecoming evident by the extraordinary rush 
f -parents applying in all towns to the 
mmagistrates for certificates of exemption 
pander the government's recent act permit- 
ting conscientious objection. 

For example, in Oldham alone since the 

act came into force, 43,000 certificates have 

heen granted, the magistrates holding all 
night sittings to cope with the demands. 

Sir Richard Thorne, a medical officer of the 

local government board, declares that al- 

ready one-third of the children to be born 
in England will escape vaccination, and 
_ adds: 

“Ther country is being prepared for a 
widespread epidemic of smallpox such as 
has been unknown to the present genera- 
tion.”’ 

As I recently cabled, Rider Haggard has 
“written a novel denouncing this legislation, 
and public opinion concerning this may be 
judged from a recent erticle in the St. 
James’ Gazette, a strong Tory paper, which

A few days ago I heard that Baron Fer- 
dinand de Rothschild had been seized by 
severe pains at the heart. His death was 
anmounced this evening. He belonged to the 
Austrian branch of the great Rothschild 
family, and is therefore cousin of the Eng- 
lish house. 

He married Lord Rothschild’s youngest 
sister in 1860. She died next year in child- 
birth. This tragedy so affected him that he 
has lived in retirement ever since. He was 
elected to Parliament five times and had a 
safe Tory seat from Buckinghamshire, but 
never took part in the proceedings of the 
House. 

It was at Wadesden Manor, his country 
seat, that the Prince of Wales met with his 
recent accident. The Queen has visited him 
there more than once. He also entertained 
the Shah of Persia. His picture gallery is 
one of the most magnificent in England. 

He was on the Art committee and one of 
the commissioners of the Paris Exhibition 
of 1900. His chief delight in life was his 
orchid house and conservatories, three of 
the latter being filled with malmaison roses, 
his favorite flower.

GLAD TO SEE AMERICA CONTROL 


English Business-Men Expect Great 
Results in Trade from the Trans- 
fer of the Philippines. 


{SPECIAL CABLE TO THE NEW YORK 
JOURNAL AND THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 
London, Dec. 17.—Graham Murray, Sec- 

retary of the London Chamber of Com- 

merce, was interviewed today regarding the 

Philippines and said: 
‘*No doubt the American trade in the far 

East will increase by leaps and bounds, but 

there is ng reason to fear the English trade 

will suffer through the transfer, provided the 

United States does not institute a prefer- 

ential tariff. 

“England could not hope to maintain the 
existing monopoly of trade, but under Amer- 
ican rule such commercial] developments are 
certain as can hardly fail to benefit the Eng- 
lish trade. | 

** Last year there was shipped from the 
Philippines to England by English vessels 
377,732 tons of hemp. Even a larger quantity 
was sent to America by English shippers, 
while only a total of 7,450 tons was shipped 
by firms of other nations. British firms ex- 
ported 47,200 tons of sugar to England and 


17,600 to the United States. The only other’ 


articles of importance exported were 13,000 
tons of leaf tobacco, nearly all going to 
Spain, and about 117,000,000 cigars, chiefly to 
England, Australia, and China. | 

“English merchants who suffered from 
the war are now looking forward to a pro- 
longed period of enhanced prosperity under 
the American régime.” 

John Christie, head of the firm of Ida & 
Christie, the largest importers of Manila 
hemp, said: “‘Under the Americans the 
prosperity of the islands is assured. No na- 
tion has a right to complain at seeing civil- 
ization advance. Trade will enormously 
benefit. The scandalous administration by 
priests will be ended. Trade has been handi- 
Capped by the corrupt methods of Spanish 
officials, but now it will be opened up as 
never before, especially with the interior. 

“Much will depend on the fiscal policy of 


‘ the United States. * Thefe has been a steady 


decline in trade for several] years, due to the 
spirit of unrest created through Spanish 
rule. The next few months should see a 
change. When the natives once understand 
the nature of American rule they will settle 
down to assist in developing the country.”’

Prince of Wales Summons Meeting at 
Marlborough House to Promote 
War Against Disease. 


London, Dec. 17.—There has been a ercat 
deal of talk recently of the need of 30nie 
widespread action to cope with the incre as- 
ing ravages of Great Britain’s national dis- 
ease, tuberculosis. The Prince of Wales has 
now summoned a private meeting at Marl- 
borough House to promote a war against the 
disease. The Marquis of Salisbury and a 
number of famous medical men will take 
part in it, It is hoped the outcome wii! be 
somethi more successfyl than the Prince 
of Wales’ wonderful stamp scheme to assist 
the London hospitals, which proved More or 
less a fiasco, collectors refusing to t h the 
stataps, as they were not available f post- 
age. The last issue was thrown almost en- 
tirely upon the hands of the organizers of 
the scheme.

‘I do not see why the sympathies of the 
German people could have been as over- 
whelmingly as they were on the side of 
Spain.”’ 

Count Posadowsky-Wehner, Secretary of 
the interior and representative of the Chan- 
cellor, referring to the reduction in imports 
from America, said: ‘‘ Experts have been 
sent to the United States to investigate the 
matter, and it depends upon their reports 
whether we can facilitate such imports.” 
This statement refers to the dispatch of 
three German experts to the leading Ameri- 
can exporting centers, especially New York 
and Chicago, last spring and summer. Their 
mission was secret and their reports, now 
in the hands of the German government, are 
understood to be generally favorable to. 


American interests. 


Anglo-German Understanding. 

Another remarkable feature of the de- 
bates was the reference to the dreibund and 
the Anglo-German understanding. Neither 
Baron von Biilow, the Minister of Foreign 
Affairs, nor any other Minister, nor the 
Emperor himself in confidential talk with the 
presiding officers of the Reichstag, has been 
explicit in respect to ‘either. The Berlin 
Tageblatt, commenting upon the speech of 
Baron von Biilow, says: 

“The speech was more remarkable for 
its omissions than for its contents.” 

The impression left in the Reichstag was 
that a deep and ‘lasting fissure had been 
driven into the drefibund, and it is significant 
that Herr Basserman, the spokesman of 
the National Liberals, and hitherto the 
stoutest friend of the dreibund, said: ‘* The 
provocative tone of Count Thun-Hohenstein 
towards Germany is unjustifiable. It Is 
apparent that the German Empire must be 
strong enough to stand on its own bottom.”’ 

A number of other speakers expressed 
themselves similarly, and outside in the lob- 
bies the opinion was repeatedly expressed 
that the days of the dreibund are numbered. 

On the other hand, the press has much 
to say on the revival of good feeling toward 
Great Britain and the United States. Near- 
ly all the comment fs distinctly friendly. 

The Socialist faction has introduced ir 
the Reichstag a number of motions in favor 
of the abolition of the lese majesty para- 
graph iin the criminal code, the abolition of 
the dictator paragraph respecting Alsace- 
Lorraine, the legal establishment of an eight 
hour work day, and the widening of the pres- 
ent rights of political association. . These 
matters come before the House after the 
Christmas adjournment. Several of them 
have not the ghost of a chance of adoptién, 
but they will lead to lively debates. 


Gambling Scandal. 


A gambling scandal affecting a number of | 


aristocrats has been brought to light, and 
has created a sensation in society. A 
*“*smart’’ club called the Jovial club,”’ fre- 
quented by oflicers of the cavalry, high gov- 
ernment officials, bankers, and members of 
the Richstag, has existed in Berlin for some 
years. A stranger was recently introduced 
by two highly-respected members, and soon 
became a favorite. All went swimmingly 
until rumors about his antecedents began to 
circulate, and it was noticed that luck in- 
variably favored him. The _ Berlin Tage- 
blatt says the stranger got many young men 
of the best families in his power. The whole 
affair will shortly be sifted in the law courts. 
Several club men lost immense sums, and the 
affair is likely to have serious results for the 
military officers, in view of Emperor Will- 
ilam’s determination to suppress gambling 
in the army. ; 

A mass-meeting at Kiel, attended by 3,000 
persons, has adopted a strong protest 
— the expulsions from Schleswig-Hol- 
stein. 

The German Cabinet is working in con- 
junction with the Russian authorities in or- 
der to facilitate the imyportation of Russian 
petroleum. 


Developments at Jerusalem. 

Particulars of the acquisition of the legen- 
dary abode of the Virgin Mary at Jerusalem 
by the German Catholics, which the Em- 
peror announced during the Palef..ne trip, 
have thrown fresh light on the recent scan- 
dal in connection with the sale of the Ameri- 
can cemetery at Jerusalem.

Cities. 


IS BUYING MANY SYSTEMS. 


Baltimore, Md., Dec. 17.—{Special. ]—Con- 
solidation of all the trolley and cable street 
and suburban railways in and around Balti- 
more City was finally effected this after- 
noon and the papers signed at the banking- 
house of Alexander Brown, who conducted 
the deal for the Elkins-Widener-Dolan syn- 
dicate. 3 

Over $28,000,000 is involved in the deal 


No sale has been recorded, but the state- 
ment has been made by the President, Mr. 
Edward Whitaker, that a controlling inter- 
est n the lines had been secured by brokers 
acting for the Widener people. The valua- 
tion on the system is placed at $8,500,000. 
The lines involved include two important 
systems—the Lindell, an electric road, and 


the Missouri, cable and electric. 


The Lindell ownseand operates an exten- 
sive system of roads in St. Louis and vicinity. 
It controls the Compton Heights, Union 
Depot, and Merchants’ Termiinal railway, 


the Taylor avenue railway, the Midland 


Electric railway, running six miles in 


way. The mileage altogether is 60.10 miles. 
Its capital stock is $2,500,000, first mort- 
gage bonds, $1,500,000. 

The Missourt railroad system, some time 
ago absorbed by the Lindell, controls 25.82 
miles, including Missouri railroad (cable), 
18.08 miles, and Forest Park and Laclede 
(electric), leased, 6.84 miles. Capital stocs, 
$2,400,000; first mortgage bonds, $1,000,000. 

The Widener syndicate also made an effort 
to purchase the Hamilton syndicate system, 
which controls six railroads having ‘0 
miles of road in St. Louis, and which was 
principally owned in Chicago, but the 
Southern Electric road of St. Louis stepped 
in and bought it.

disturbed, and thé four properties will be 
operate under one management. General 
Brown will be elected a member of the Board 
of Directors and probably a nmrember of the 
Executive committee, as the representative 
of the Elkins-Widener syndicate. 

English capital is also interested in the 
new company. The combined surplus earn- 
ings of the Baltimore Consolidated, Balti- 
more City Passenger, Baltimore and North- 
ern, and Baltimore, Middle River and Spar- 
row’s Point lines during the last twelve 
months is about $900,000, which will leave 
about $500,000 over and above the amount 
required to pay the interest upon the pro- 
posed issue of bonds. 

All Paying Properties. 

The Consolidated company owns and oper- 
ates 215 miles of road and has a funded debt 
of $10,550,000. The total capitalization is 

2,070,000, or $100,000 per mile. The Consoli- 
daied earns per annum about $2,500,000 
gross, or about $11,500 per mile. 

The City Passenger owns and operates 
about ninety miles of road, has a funded 
debt of $3,800,000, and stock debt, 140,000 
shares, at $90 per share, $11,060,000. Total 
capitalization, $16,400,000, or $182,200 per 
mile. The City Passenger earns per annum 
about $1,250,000, or about $14,000 per mile. 
It has paid 1 per cent on a par value of $25. 

Alexander Brown, who has conducted the 
deal, has the reputation of being one of the 
mgst careful financiers in the [United States. 
He arranged the consolidation of the various 
street railway properties in Pittsburg under 
the name of the United Traction company. 
That deal involved upward of $30,000,000, 
He alsa arranged the consolidation of the 
electric light plants and railway lines of 
Newport News, Old Point Comfort, and 
Hampton, Va., and is now engaged in per- 
fecting the consolidation of all the electric 
light and gas companies and the United 
Traction company of Pittsburg, involving 
$26,000,000. Mr. ‘Brown is also interested in 
-_proposea consolidation of the street car com- 
panies of St. Louis and other deals in which 
the Elkins- Widener syndicate is the cogtroll- 
ing factor. 


Philadelphia’s Syndicate. 


Philadelphia, Pa., Dec. 17.—[Speciak ]—W. 
L. Elkins, P. A. B. Widener, and J. Lowber 
Welsh are among the stockholders of the 
Union Traction company controlling all eléc- 
tric railway systems in Philadelphia. The 
syndicate is not recognized as a corporation 
and as a body has nothing to do with the 
street, railway lines of this city. . 

The Union Traction company is a con- 
solidation of the following companies: Elec- 
tric Traction. People’s Traction, and Phila- 
delphia Traction. 

Originally there were three directors on 


the board from the People’s and three ffom 


the Electric Traction. The Philadelphia 
Traction was represented by five directors. 


By the retirement of one of the People’s. 


directors John B. Parsons was elected to the 
boar, thus giving the Philadelphia Traction 
the control. 

It is generally believed here that the El- 
kins-Widener syndicate, which is seeking 
control of the Chicago street railways, is a 
different organization from that which con- 
trols the Philadelphia railways. 


Have Two St. Louis Systems. |

The Rev, M. M. Parkhurst Thinks It 
Should Have a Broader;:Basis of 
Support and Avoid Possible Compli- 
cation with the Temple Contro- 
versy—Collegiate Alumni Thank 
Board of Education for Enlarging 
Superintendent Andrews’ Powers. 


_ Asa result of the banquet of the Commit- 
tee of One Hundred of the Law Enforce- 
ment league on-Friday night at the Victoria 
Hotel, the crusaders are debating the ad- 
visabulity of taking the work out of the 
hands of the Young People’s Christian Tem- 
perance union, in which it originated. The 
Rev. J. Q. A. Henry and the officers of the 
union discussed the subject for two hours 
yesterday, but reached no conclusion. 

The Rev. M. M. Parkhurst, in an address 
at the banquet, opposed the continuance of 
the work under the direction of the young 
people, and advocated that it find some 
broader and more substantial support. His 
opposition was based upon the fact that the 
union is devoting a-large part of its effurts 
towards raising money for the Temple. In 
his opinion the confusion of the crusade in- 
terests with those of the Temple is disas- 
trous to the former, which does not receive: 
the support it might from people who are 
opposed to the Temple, and do not mukea 
distinetion in the two purposes of ‘the union. 

‘**I] do not care’ one way or the other,” 
said Mr. Henry. “I think the committee 
would do well to find something more gub- 
stantial than the Young People’s union be- 
fore it takes the’ matter:-out of its hands. 
We are now trying to find out just what 
proportion of the Committee of One Hun- 
dred Dr., Parkhurst represents. Not one 
penny of the money given fer the law en- 
forcement work was used fof any other pur- 
pose.”’ | 

The officers of the union are decidedly op- 
posed to the proposition to relieve them of 
the work. ‘* We have done all the work,” 
suid Miss Lucy Gaston, the’ Vice President. 
‘** We have raised the money, and the young 
men of the union have done the detective 
work. I do not think the direction should 
be tuken away from us.” ._ 

Mrs. lu. M. N. Stevens, National President 
of the Woman's Christian Temperance union, 
said the work probably would be done more 
effectually if it were placed upon a broader 
basis. ‘** We are in full sympathy with the 
objects of the crusade,”’ she said. ‘* We have 
net thought of interfering in the work. The 
Young People’s Christian Temperance union 
has no connection with the Woman's Chris- 
tian Temperance union.” 


Pupil Government in Schools. 

The growth in the movement for pupil 
government in the public schools of Chicago 
was,illustrated at the meeting of the Educa- 
tional Institute for the discussion ‘of that 
subject at the Board of Kducation reoms.

S. B. Allison, principal of the Keith School, 
wave an outline of his method, which re- 
sembles a miniature municipality.. The pu- 
pils elect a Mayor and a City Council, each 
grade of the sehool above the third repre- 
senting a2 ward, 

“The pupils originate legislation,” said 
Mr. Allison, *‘ as well as execute the laws. 
Without the privilege of originating legisla- 
tion thé pupijs remain under a monarchical 
government, even though they do enforce’ 
iheir regulations.” 

John T. Ray, principal of the John Crerar 
School, after outlining the rules under which 
his pupils govern themselves, said: 

Boodle Aldermen and a civie 
spirit are the results of dur schibol system.

The objections to the method were stated 
by Francis M. McKay of the Andersen 
School. ‘‘ The problems of rovernment,”’ he 
said, ** will find the boy soon enough with- 
out his seeking them at the age of 10 or WwW 
years.”’

SCHISM IN THE CRUSADE, | EXPECT A SOFT COAL FAMINE. 


Dealers Say a Cold Wave Would Find 
Chicago and the West Short of 
Bituminous Fuel. ™ 


a decided drop in temperature during the 


‘next few weeks, Chicago and the Western 


States will experience a famine in soft coal. 
Already they arc having difficulty in sup- 
plying the demand. Their eff@rts to ac- 
cumulate a reserve have been futile. All 
that they are able to get in stock is im- 
mediately spoken for by their customers. 
This has been the situation since the cold 
spell in November. wt 

Several causes have been assigned to ac- 
count for the shortage. The output of the 
mines during the last year has been less 
than in previous years, owing partly, it ds 
said, to the recent settlement of the differ- 
ences between the miners and their em- 
ployers, which decreaseca the working duy 
from ten to cight hours in the [linois field, 
and from nine to eight hours in Indiana. The 
closing of’ the Pana and Virden mines for a 
greater part of the’ year is also given as a 
cause. On,.the other hand, there has been 
an increased demand from manufacturers, 
which came with the starting of new in- 
dustries, and the use of more bituminous 
coal by the railroads in handling the con- 
sequent increase in the amount of freight. 
Other causes for the scarcity are the in- 
ability to obtain the cars to carry the coal 
to Chicago and other markets, and the fail- 
ure of the natural gas wells in the Indiana 
fleld, which compelled many.of those who 
had depended upon gas as fuel to change to 
soft coal. The dealers contend that therc 
is plenty of coal at the mines waiting for 
the railroads to furnish the means of con- 
veying it to the markets. : 

It is said, however, that there is no reason 
for those who depend upon anthracite coal 
for heating purposes to take alarm. This 
hard coal coires by boat and is stored at 
the docks during the summer in sufficient 
quantities to supply the winter demand. 

Those who use soft coal already have ex- 
perienced an increase-of 15 cents a ton, and 
may expect to see the price go still higher 
if the holiday week should bring coid 
weather and snow. 


HEALY REPLIES TO JENKINS. 


Explains His Reasons for Wishing to 
Have the Jury Commission Law 
Amended. 


Ex-President Healy of the County board 
takes exception to the statements of Robert 
E. Jenkins, author of the jury commission 
law, that he is seeking to have the jury 
commission law changed so as to permit the 
(‘ounty board to rcturn tothe old syetem of 
sclecting jurics from personal acquaintances, 

“Tt have atways opposed the drawing of 
grand and petit juries by the County 
board,” he said, ** and lam opposed to it now. 
I belfeve, however, that while a drawing 
by the jury commission is probably a little 
better than drawing by the County board, it 
is far from perfect. 

* What L propose to do is not necessarily 
to abolish the jury commission, but to amend 
the law in connection with the election law 
so that at the time of registration the civil 
and physical condition of each voter can 
be obtained and thus avoid the expense con- 
nected with bringing men to court who are 
properly exempt by law.” 

In addition Mr. Healy said his plan would 
save the county $50,000 a year as well as 
prevent hundreds of citizetis being sum- 
moned to court, wasting a day's business, 
when they are exempt from jury service un- 
der the law.

Identity of the Sellers Not Clear 
by the Course of the 
Transactions. 


ALL SIGNS ARE FAVORABLE.

New York, Dee. 17.—[ Special. J—The public 
has control in Wall street. Many a year it 
has been since such a condition has pre- 
wailed. In some parts of Wall! street itself 
there is a dispute of the proposition that 
the public is now dominant, it being insisted 
by many professional speculators that what 
is coming tv pass in the security markets 
represents manipulation merely; and such 
theories are insistent, also, that the public 
is taking insignificant interest in the mar- 
"ket's course. 

From the standpoint of these critics all 
that represents apparent public interest is 
fictitious, a matter of detail merely with the 
manipulators, who, according to this notion, 
are able not only to make quotations go gal- 
loping as they please, but are skillful enouBh 
to give false appearances to what ordinarily 
is considered &oroughgoing evidence. 

Those who insist that the public is not in 
have uniformly back of their objection the 
fact that they are notin harmony with the 
advances, which for a long time past have 
been steadily increasing: largely they are 
professional traders short of- stocks, and 
such viewers of the market may possibly be 
somewhat: prejudiced in reaching conclu- 
sions. 

However the facts may be, it is eertain 
that veteran observers who are impartial 
are almost uniform in the belief that there 
has not in a Cecade been shown such an ac- 
tive public interest in the security market's 
condition and the security market's course 
as if nuw discernible. Speculators on the 
bear side say that the public has nothing to 
do with current developments. Speculators 
committed to the bull side aver that the 
public chiefly is the factor of influence. 
And unprejudiced observers—ciear-sighted, 
cool, and calculating veterans—agree with 
those who are bullish. 


Proof of Public Interest. 


Evidence in this matter, that which might 
most be rated of.conseauence, hus to do with 
the practically unprecedented activity of 
conimission houses. Not in years and years 
have such Wall street brokers beer so busv 
as at present. 
“if this is the public's market. and it is 
folly to doubt it, the inquiry perhaps is 
pertinent as to the source from which the 
public is able e obtain the stocks recently 
bought on so Mirge a seale. The market's 
further course may largely depend upon what 
is the rightful answer to questions growing 
out of this. 

Have insiders been selling? Have. the 
strong men of Wall street been letting go 
their lines of long stock while provlaimiiuz 
themselves vociferousty bullish? 

So far as avowals go, such interests in the 
market are stillaggressively on the bull side. 
They recite their confidence, making much 
of all the long line of cheering developments 
which from the start have been helpful in 
the bettefment of market values. 

They, are enthusiastic over internations! 
trade balances: they point to the tremenfous 
Strides forward of all the Western country.

Not merely is the stock sjd¢ of the market 
strong—even greater strength is shown in 
bonds—even larger absorption. Bond mar- 
ket movements represent investment de- 
mands, manipulation seldom intrudes into 
the general bond market, and significance 
may be found in the remarkable current 
bond-buying situation. 

In bonds Europe is more than usually com- 
peting with home, buyers. European réla- 
tions to our stock market have not been such 
as to cause enthusiasm upun the part of in- 
terests identified with the advance here.

Hitherto exports have been made, and a

Foreign Demand for Iron. 

Now. however, the situatiqn changes. Lron 
and steel can at present be sold; not only in 
Engiand and Germany, but elsewhere in 
Europe and Asia at quotations which assure 
satisfactory returns.

Winona, Minn., Dec. 16.—The people of 
the State of Minnesota . will ‘witness 
at the opening of the next session of 
the Legislature one of the most bit- 


terly contested fights that have ever taken 
place in the history of the State. The 
battle royal will be conducted between the 
merehant element of the State on the one 
<ide and the industrial classes on the other, 
and will be a tight to the death on the ques- 
tion of changing the existing credit laws. 

A gigantic business-men’s movement has 
been set afoot in a quiet manner, and de- 
spite the secrecy that Jas governed the 
movements of the leading spirits of the en- 
terprise it is known that an association has 
been formed extending frdm the territory 
adjacent to Lake Superior on the north, 
through the Twin Cities, and beyond Wino- 
naon the south /or the purpose of bringing 


pressure to bear to pass the desired legisla-. 


tion. 

it is the purpose of the organization to re- 
peal all existing laws governing the rela- 
tion of the small debtor and his creditor, the 
retail merchant. These laws are to be re- 
placed by measures which, while gratify- 
ing and no doubt of great value to the retail 
business element,.will arouse bitter opposi- 
tion among workingmen, farmers, employés 
of all kinds, end consumers in general. 


The organization which is undertaking 


this task is the Minnesota Business-Men’'s 
| associatfon, with headquarters at St. Paul. 


At its head is P. G. Hanson,’President of the 
Retail Grocers’ association and General Mer- 
chants’ association of Minnesota, who is a 
grocer ef Minneapolis. J. H. Tenvoorde of 
St. Paul is the Secretary of the association, 
and is elso the Secretary of the Retail Gro- 
cers’ association of that city. The Treas- 
urer is Jehn S. Taylor, Secretary of the 
Minneapolis Retail Grocers’ association. 

This organ‘zation has a small army of 
agents at work throughout the State inter- 
e&Sting retailers in the project and securing 
the coéperation of independent’  business- 
men's societies of all kinds. 


Object of Proposed Law. 

The principal object is the passage of a 
law that will reduce to the smallest possi- 
ble sum the value of property exempt from 
seizure for debt, make a wife equally liable 
with her husband for debt, minimize the 
amount exempt from garnishee process, and 
make the wages of all minors available for 
seizure of debt contgicted by either of the 
parents, 

That this measure is directed at the poorer 
classes and consumers is shown by a state- 
ment in the prospectus, which specially seis 


forth that its provisions are not to apply as- 


between creditors and merchants when 
merchandise is bought for the purpose of 
being placed for sale in the mercantile busi- 
ness. 

For the organization of the business-men 
in the various cities of the State and to give 
them a dignified standing, an elaborate set 
of bylaws and rules is prepared, the object 
of which, however, seems to be the securing 
of members and the collection of the neces- 
sary initiation fee, $3. The fund secured by 
the exacting of the initiation fee goes ta.the 
Stute board, and is to be‘used for lobbying 
purposes and the securing of favorable leg- 
ixlation. 

he synopsis of desired legislation, from 
thé official prospectus, is: First, to reasona- 
bly limit the value of a homestead to be ex- 


empt. Second, to reasqnably lessen and re- 
‘strict the personal’ property exemption. 


Third, to make a reasonable proportion of 
salary, earnings, or wages attachable for 
debt. Fourth, to make wife jointly liabie 
for debt. Fifth, to make the earmings ani] 
property of minor members of the family 
liable for debt. Sixth, to provide so mu- 
nicipal officers’ or employés’ salary, wages, 
ur ecurnings are attachable for debt. Sevy- 
enth, to provide so that nothing shall be ex- 
empt us against court or officers’ fees when 
creditors endeavoring to colléct are com- 
pelled to proceed through litigation.

The people of the 
United States have enlarged their relative owner- 
ship of the money of the world in a manner so 
extreme and serious that old world financiers have 
become anxious, and direct monetary pressure is 


already felt on every bourse in Europe. That 


money was drawn into this country ahd into the 


actual ownership of miners and manufacturers 
by the sale of their products. Such men are not 
accustomed to the courageous use of money, and 
time must be consumed in order that money may 
come into the ownership of those who have the 
spirit for strategic financial efforts. That move- 
ment is now going on. It will ereate in some 
measure a financtal revolution and ultimately 
develop a fictitious prosperity upon the founda- 
tions of our actual prosperity. Such movement of 
money will develop infinite enterprise and il- 
limitable speculation and create financial condi- 
tions which the editor of this column can neither 
follow nor approve. 

The recent business depression forced our man- 
ufacturers and producers into methods of economy 
which have enabled us to compete with our fin- 
ished products in foreign markets.

As the South develops its transporta- 
tion will reach this region by way of Louisville, 
Indianapolis, Vincennes [Cairo], and St. Louis. 

The Pan-Handle system is the railway arm of 
this republic. The wrist is represented by double 
track from Pittsburg to Columbus, and then on its 
fingers reach in every direction, as it owns its own 
line into every city we have named. 

Business expansion is not possible for the 
United States without pouring its increasing 
wealth into the lap of the Pan-Handle. During 
1899 no other railway security will show such per- 


sistent and stable growth of market value. 


IMMEDIATE MARKET. 


During recent years the American speculative 
public has been feeble. Recently it has gained 
in numbers, cash, and courage. It is now a 
gigantic force and reveals marvelous energics. 
That public is in control of our security market. 
An advance comparatively continuous is now in 


view, except as modified by the following pvessi- 


bilities: 

1—A confident public does not abandon its 
holdings unless under the influence of alarm or 
compulsion. There is no national sensation in 
view whose developments could alarm that public 
Unfounded rumors will not scare a confiding com- 
munity resting on wide margins. 

2—The professional men have not sufficient se- 
curities to force holdings from the hands of the 
public. Fortunately, the principal leaders of the 
market do not attempt this. Especially beneficial 
has been the influence of ex-Governor Flower in 
recent months. His remarkable following illus- 
trates the* fact that the professionals who break 
faith with the public are as unwise as they are 
unfair. The indications are that the so-called 
Standard Oj! group have not sufficient securities 
to overload this public, and certainly the interests 
of Mr. Morgan and similiar bankers are necessarily 
favorable to such promising public improvement. 

3--There is but one cloud in the distance. Many 
new securities are being pushed into the ownership 
of the public, The load becomes larger than it can 
safely carry. That overloading will not come from 
the oM-established properties. Possibly marginal! 
accounts, In future not distant, may be mutilated 
by a decline in some stocks which syndicates are 
now endeavoring to unload. If the readers of this 
column will confine themgelves largely to St. Paul. 
Burlington, Rock Isiand, Union Pacific and Pan- 
Hand:e they will get the best net results of the 
coming advance, however extended it may prove 
to be, and will stand at all times in a position where 
natural reactions will not remove them from

WEEK IN NEW YORK SOCIETY 


New York, Dec. 17.—[Special.J—The 
branches of 250 “ trees,” distinguished sur- 
vivors of Ward McAllister’s celebrated four 
hundred. are trembling. Once before they 
were rudely shaken, but now the fear is 
that they may be ruthlessly chopped. 

The hand of the chopper was announced 
to be that of Mrs’ John King Van Renssec- 
laer, herself one of the ‘‘ two hundred and 
fifty,”’ and for a time known as “ the crea- 
tor of:thirty-eight.’’ To her was attributed 
the discovery that there are only thirty- 
eight families in this city whose blood is 
really, truly blue. 

Society smarted and shuddered. The ru- 
mor appalled its members, for if ever prun- 
ing knife was grasped by a hand competent 
to wield it, this wasthe occasion. Mrs. Van 
Rensselaer is a direct descendant of Lady 
Kitty Duer of colonial days. Her mother 
was a Miss Duer.and her father was a King 
of Weehawken Heights. and through her 
husband she is connected with most of the 
representative old Dutch New York families. 

Mrs. Van RKensselaer’s son Harold was 
seen in his office at 31 Nassau street. He 
was told of the fluiter in society occasioned 
by the rumor that thirty-eight were all that 
was icft of them—lefit of the four hundred. 

“ Reassure them,’ he said, with a zgen- 
erous smile, *‘ you can conscientiously re- 
assure 38 many as 700 of them, perhaps 
even 800. It is all a mistake.”’ 

And in a few moments’ talk he explained 
that it was all om account of his mother’s 
book, *‘ The New-Yorkers of the Nineteenth 
Century.”’ 

Young Van Rensselaer Explains. 

In he said, there are twenty charts. 
but this is only the first volume. My mother 
hopes to bring out many others. No one need 
feel shghted. At least 400 names are men- 
tioned in the present issue, and perhaps five 
times that number will be mentioned in the 
books to follow.”’ 

The twenty charts contained in Mrs. Van 
Rensselaer’s book are those belonging to the 
Barclays, Bards, Bronsons. Buchanans., 
Delatields, Duers, Emmets, Fishs. Glovers. 
Hoffmans, Jays. Kings, Lynchs, McVickers, 
Mortons, Renwicks, Rutherfords, Schuylers, 
Stuyvesants, Van Rensselaers. 

A passage in Mrs. Van Rensselaer’s book 
Says: 

“In a secret drawer of an old Japan writ- 
ing desk was found several years ago a 
crumpled sheet of paper, on which wns 
written in faded ink a number of names. 
it was identified as a visiting list, which had 
been compiled about 1830 by my grand- 
mother; whose husband was at the time 
President of Columbia College, and as both 
the President and Mrs. Duer were descended 
from the earliest settlers of Mana-Ha-Ta 
and were closely connected with the chief 
families of the City of New York, the iist 


contained the names of nearly all mi- 
nent people of the place. 
** It induced me to trace the scendants 


of my grandparents’ relatives and friends 
and to do this I have sought the assistance 


~-’ot the different members of each family, aiid 


by their aid have compiled the charts cover- 
ing the period.of the nineteenth century on 
the Island of Mana-Ha-Ta. Where there 
have becn mistakes and omissions has been 
aue to the oversight of some member of 
the family, as, of course, I was not per-_ 
sonally acquainted with all its branches.”’ 

Mrs. Van Rensselaer, in a telegram from 
Cornwellis, Pa., says: 

“Mrs. Van ‘Rensselaer wishes to say that 
the twenty families published in the charts 
of New-Yorkers of the nineteenth century 
are only the preliminary to a series that will 
include all the noteworthy families. 

“The preface to the book will furnish tlie 
information as to who they will be.”’

Commission Reports on Probable Ex- 
pense of Straightening and Wi- 
dening Stream’s Channel. 


In the report filed yesterday with United 
States Engineer Marshall, 1687 Indiana av- 
enve, by Willlam A. Bond, Eugene H. Fish- 
burn, and George Birkhoff Jr., the members 
of the appraisal commission appointed by the 
War department some time ago, is sgen the 
first practical work of. the department 
toward straightening and widening the 
channel of the Chicago River. 

The report inc!udes a complete set of maps, 
together with estimates of the fair value of 
property at the various points where widen- 
ing and straightening are to be done. As- 
sistant United States Engineer Liljencrantz 
accompanied the commission on ils six 
wecks’ tuur of tnspection. The worst por- 
tions of the river were in the vicinity of 
Clybourn place, in the North Branch, and 
be+ween Twenty-seventh and Thirty-fourth 
streets, in the South Branch. , 
All owners of land which it will be neces- 
sary to acquire and alse owners of adjacent 
property were interviewed by the commis- 
sion regarding the value of the property, 
sales and titles of lands were carefully ex- 
amined, and on the facts thus secured the 
recommendations: and appraiscments are 
based. The report ip all probability will be 
forwarded to Washington as soon as Major 
Marshall has approved it.

| MARQUISE-DE PONTENOY’S LEPTER. 


(Copyright, 1808, by the Marquise de Fontenoy.| 
Count Regtler,ewho dicd m much penury 
in New York last Tuesday, was a lineal 
descendant ofthat Antonio Regnier who was 
Doge of Venice in 1380. Buf it is hot true 
tha: he had ever been confidential secretary 
to Pope Pius IX., nor was hea Bishop of the 
Catholic Church at the time of his demise. 

His history is a strange one. He was sec- 
retary for several years to Cardina!] Anton- 
elli, the famous Secretary of State of the 
late Pontiff, and was employed by the Car- 
dinal on several secret missions and fur- 
nished with one of those numerous minor 
offices in conection with the Vatican admin- 
istration that carry with it the title of Mon- 
signor and the right to wear violet silk 
cassocks, | 

When the Cardinal died Count Regnier 
fell into comparative disgrace, and accord- 
ingly turned his attention to the Quirinal, 
where he eventually managed to ingratiate 
himself with King Humbert. The latter ap- 
pointed him custodian of the tomb of Victor 
Emmanuel. 

But he forfeited this position in conse- 
quence of his being implicated along with 
another an and a woman in a serious 
charge of blackmail and fradd. All*three 
were found guilty and sentencéd by the 
Italian tribunals to:terms of imprisonment 
with hard labor. 

On leaving the penitentiary the Cownt was 
suspended by the Vatican from the exercise 
of all clerical functions, and thereupon an- 
nounged his conversion to the Protestant 
church, . The authorities of the latter, ap- 
parently ignorant of the Count’s criminal 
antecedents, made no end of fuss over the 
fact that a papal Monsignor and a man of 
high rank in the Church of Rome had aban- 
doned the latter for the Protestant Episco- 
pal denomination, and the news was tele- 
graphed to the various parts of the world. 

It was only later on that the Protestant 
church in the Via Nazionale was 
aware of the character of its convert, who 
was accordingly quietly dropped. . 

The Count thereupon Cecided to return to 
the Roman Catholic Church, and after hav- 
ing abjured the Protestant faith and per- 
formed numerous public acts of penitence 
Was once more permitted to celebrate mass. 

When once a man is consecrated a priest 
by the Roman Catholic Church he remains 
a priest to the end of his days. True. he 
may be suspended from the_ exercise of his 
ecclesiastical functions, as was the case 
with Count Regnier, and Italy, France, 
Spain, and Catholic Germany swarm with 
priests thus unfrocked, evho constitute a 
menace to society. If they by good conduct 
and repentance manage to rehabilitate 
themselves the decree of suspénsion, a 
“ diminis.”’ is repealed in so far that they 
are permitted to perform certain acts of 
ecclesiasiicel ministration, but they are 
never intrusted with any cure of souls. 


ft was pointed out to Count Regnier at the 
Vatican that inasmuch as his questionable 
antecedents were too well known ‘in Italy 
it would be well in every respect if he were 
to seek a home in the new world. Accord- 
ingly he came;sto New York some cight years 
ago. 
Instead, however, of lying low he at once 
sought newspaper notoriety and gave inter- 


views to several of the New York newspa- 


pers concerning scenes which he professed 
to have witnessed with his own eyes at the 
Vatican, notably the exciting interview be- 
tween Pius [X. and ex-Empress Carlotta 
of Mexico in 1867. 

This, as well as other equally improbable 
stories which he gave tothe press, called my 
attention to the man, and after demonstrat- 
ing in these columns the fact that he was 
not present at the alleged interview, that it 
did not take place of the date which he de- 
clared to have been “‘ graven on his mem- 
ory.’ and that he could not have beheld the 
ex-Empress as ‘“‘a driveling idiot in her 
castle at Trieste in 1US8S84,”’ seeing that for 
the Jast thirty years she has been closely 
confined at the Castle of Bourchault near 
Brussels, [ described the man’s criminal 
history, and notified Superintendent Byrnes 


‘of the circumstance ‘that he was nothing 


more nor less than an Italian convict who 
had served his time. 

This had the effect of silencing his amaz- 
ing contributions to the New York press, and 
immediately afterwards he disappeared, 
making his way, if 1 am not mistaken, to 
Texas, where he remained for some time. 

Eventually He returned to New York much 

humbled and broken, and was permitted to 
dv missionary work among the Itahans pro- 
viding he behaved himself and kept quict. 
Me complied with this requirement, and has 
now brought to a close his exceedingly 
stormy and adventurous life, the sad end of 
his career presenting a striking analogy with 
that of most of the men who worked either 
with or for Cardinal Antonelli.

Another titled foreigner who dicd in a 
tragical manner on Tuesday last in New 
York, falling suddenly from his chair dead 
while seated at dinner in the public dining- 
room of the Holland House, was the Baron de 
Longueuil. In spite of the French character 
of the title, the Baron was a Scotchman, and 
his real name was Charles Grant. 

It is a title which is of exceptional interest 
owing to its being the only title conferred 
by a King of France upon a man born upon 
this side of the Atlantic and which is off- 
cially recognized by Queen Victoria and by 
the British crown. 

The Barony de Longucuil was created by 
King Louis XIV. of France on Jan. 26, 1700, 
and conferred upon Charles Le Moyne, a 
citizen of Canada, which at the time be- 
longed to France. The first Baron greatly 
distinguished hjmself at the siege of Quebec 
and was Governor of Montreal. His grand- 
son, the third Baron, born at the Castle of 
Longueuil in Canada, was killed in the war 
with the Knealish, leaving an only daughter 
and heiress, Who eventually married an Eng- 
lish officer of the name of Grant. 

In 1886 Charles Grant, who died last Tues- 
day in New York, and who was a great- 
grandson of the heiress above mentioned, 
presented to Queen Victoria a claim for 
royal recognition of his right to the Freneh 
Barony of Longueuil. He based his claim on 
a clause of the treaty of Quebec by which 
the sovereignty of Canada passed from the 
King of France to the King of Great Britain, 
and according to which “all rights and 
privileges of what kind soever should be re- 


served and secured to all individuals of

| French descent to which they had been en- 
titled under the previous régime.” 

The English crown admitted the validity 
of this plea, and accordingly letters patent 
‘were issued intimating that her Majesty 
had been ™ gracioysly’ pleased to recognize 
the claim of Charles Grant, Esq., to the title 
of Baron de Longueuil of the Castle of 
Longueuil, in the Province of Quebec, 
‘Canada.”’’ 

The Baron, who was married to a Scotch 
girl, left no issue, and his barony is there- 
fore inherited by his half brother, Reginald, 
who now becomes Baron de Longueuil. I 
need hardly add that this dignity has noth- 
ing in common with any English peerage 
and carries with it no precedence, nor any 
privilege save that of the use of the title of 
Baron, | 

Thanks to the complaisance of the French 
authorities, Princess Louise of Coburg, who 
had fled from Brussels in order to rejoin Cap- 
tain Kegievitch, her lover, at Paris, has been 
recaptured by her relatives on the plea that 
she is an escaped lunatic and has been in- 
terned, not by her husband but by her 
father, King Leopold, in a lunatic asylum 
near Vienna, 

When formerly under restraint it may be 
remembered that she was confined in the 
“celebrated asylum of Doebling, which is 
under the charge of Court Counselor and 
Professor Kraft Ebbing. This time she has 
been imprisoned in the asylu of Professor 
Ploting at Neu Kelleberg, wh ch is on the 
other side of Vienna. 

At the same time the Austrian military 
tribunats have issued a sentence of six years 
imprisonment against the Captain for mili- 
tary desertion. Inasmuch as he remains in 
Paris, the only object o 
prevent his returning to Austria.

Caricatures of the Stage Sewell 
T. Collins Jr. Republishes Twenty 
of His ‘‘ Tribune ” Series. 


Under the title “* Caricatures of the Stage " 
Sewell T. Collins Jr., the Chicago artist, has 
put into comely bovk form twenty of the 
caricatures that for some time were a feature 
of Tue Sunpay TriBpuNE.

The caricature of Nat Goodwin as Beres- 
ford Cruger in **An American Citizen "’ is 
perhaps the most striking picture in the col- 
lection. With his flying hair, loosened co'- 
lar, staring eye and open mouth, he presents 
the appearance of a tragic gargoyle from 
some old Roman column: yet the lines of 
Mr. Goodwin's face are all there. too. —

CHANGE CITY. 
AUDITING PLANS 


Commissioner MeGann Says a 
New and Sure System 
Must Be Devised. 


NAMES A COMMITTEE. 


Land-Owners Claim That Tunnel 
Builders Trespassed, and 
May Sue the City. 


TESTING LAKE VIEW SNAILS, 


Commissioner McGenn gathered all the 
bureau chiefs of his department before him 
like a Sunday school class yesterday morn- 
ing and said a number of things to them, 
some of which were not much to their liking. 

“Something must be done and done at 
once,’ said the commissioner, “ by which 
the present methods of auditing bills and 
checking up vouchers can be changed to a 
more satisfactory system. I do not say any 
errors or worse have resulted from the pres- 
ent method, but I cannot be sure they have 
not, and that is why I am determined to 
have a change.” 

The commissioner then appointed Assist- 
ant Commissioner Toolen, Chief Bookkeeper 
Gosselin, and Purchasing Agent Washing- 
ton a committee to devise a system by which 
all bills and contract payments could be 
audited by some one responsible head, in- 
stead of having each bureau chief audit the 
accounts of his bureau. Commissioner Mc- 
Gann suggested that all timekeepers and 
foremen be required to report the time of the 
men under them and the amount of work 
done by contractors on which estimates are 
granted to some one persoh, like Bookkeeper 
Gosselin, instead of to the bureau chief, and 
that the estimates and payrolls be checked 
up outside of the bureaus. 

“The timekeepers and foremen are not 
so apt to come under the influence of this 
auditor as their bureau chief,”’ said Com- 
missioner McGann, somewhat significantly, 
“and the reports made to him are more apt 
to be correct.” 

McCarthy Case a Sample. 
The Commissioner did not say so, but the 
inference was clear that if the figures of the 
work done by Street Repairing Contractor 
McCarthy had been handled by an auditor 
instcad of the Street department perhaps 
there would not now exist a-dispute between 
the contractor and the Controiler as to the 
amount of work done. : 
‘“*J] do not say anything wrong has oc- 
curred,” said Commissioner McGann after 
the meeting. ‘*‘ What I am after is asystem 
which will assure me everything is all right. 
A number of things have occurred, however, 
which are rather annoying. Take the Rog- 
ers Park water bill. Under the city’s con- 
tract with the water company we owe it con- 
siderable money, and to find out how much 
City Engineer Ericson got the proper meas- 
urements and data by which he could have 
the bill audited properly. But it never came 
to him, and T found it had been paid by the 
Controller. It was for over $8,000 and iad 
been sent to him through the Water depurt- 
ment, where it had been indorsed by Super- 
intendent Nourse. Now, that bill may be 
all right and again it may not, but the ing 
which is plain to every one is that that is no 
way to do business.” 
Assistant Commissioner Toolen wants a 
vearly contract let by which dealers will 
sell lumber to the city as wanted at contract 
price. 4

OPEN LETTER TO PRESIDENT W’K15- 
LEY ON THE PHILIPPINES. 


Henry Strong of Chicago Sets Forth 
His Grounds for Opposing Terri- 
terial Expansion and Suggests Con- 
trol of the Islands by the United 
States in Co-operation with the 
‘Leading European Nations and 


Japan. 


Chicago, Dec. 18.—To the President of the 
Wnited States: I have asked the editor of 
Turn TRIBUNE, one of the most prominent 
and influential journals of the country, who, 
ZI am aware, is not in sympathy with my 
views, for permission to address you in this 
public way, upon a question which at this 
moment is of all-absorbing interest to the 

ople of the whole country, a national 
ab which constitutes a real crisis in 
American history, and therefore transcends 
@ll mere party limitations. 

Permit me to preface what I am about to 
@rite, by saying I fully share in the con- 
fidence, respect, and admiration of your 
fellow-citizens, for your ability and patriot- 
ism, and for your earnest desire to accom- 
plish what you believe to be for the best 
interests of our country. I may add that I 
Belong to the same political party as your- 
self. | 

Beyond dispute the uppermost question 
@oday in the mind of every thinking Ameri- 
can is, What shall be done with the Philip- 
pine Islands’? Ihave nothing new or original 
to offer. I wish only to try to state briefly 
¢o you the contention of those of your fellow- 
@itizens who are opposed to what is under- 
gtood to be your position upon the ques- 
tion. I much regret to note a disposition on 
the part of prominent newspapers and party 
leaders that are supposed to stand near +0 
ou to challenge the party fealty, and even 

e patriotism, of those—some of them 
statesmen of the highest eminence and be- 
fonging to our own party—who believe con- 
@cientiously that. what is called your ex- 

nsive policy is unwise and fraught with 


er to the country. 


Opposition to Expansion. 
ht here 1 beg leave to caution you 
atone receiving unchallenged the 
@pinion of those who tell you that the 
‘gountry is in favor of our taking, holding, 
Wd governing the Philippine Islands. On 
6 contrary, after a careful and extended 
quiry among all classes of men, I feel 
‘ft onvineed that a large majority of the most 
telligent, thinking -men of all classes, are 
pposed to such an undertaking. Not, 
owever, on account of any constitutional 
“@ificulty, knowing how readily the faciam 
viam is always available in such an emer- 
gency. Their argument is briefly this: 
- 1. These islands, differing in this respect 
rom the West Indies, are so distant from 
~ that we are not directly affected by 
either their political, industrial, or social 
tion. 

or wane already inhabited and more dense- 
populated than the United States, they 
do. not offer future homes for the sons of 
our farmers, mechanics, or citizens general- 
- even if their climate were adapted to 

e constitution and habits of our people. 
2 It is well known that the climate of 
ese islands is not suited for Northern habi- 
tation, but, on the contrary, like ail climates 
near the equator, is distinctly hostile to 
e constitution and habits of our people. 
No Anglo-Saxon race could ever originate, 
or even long exist, and maintain its char- 
er and power and progress under such 
ysical environment. From the beginning 
of history, there has been no perceptible 
“change in the character, capacity, and prog- 
‘ress of equatorial nations. The leopard has 
never changed in its spots nor the Ethopian 
his skin. The climatic condition 1s a radi- 
‘eal one, imherent in the climate itself, and. 
‘except in a limited way, the influence of 
that condition upon the inhabitants of such 
@ country is as unchangeable as the climate. 


Military and Naval Control. 

4. To du what you propose, it is admitted 
will require a considerable military and 
naval force, an army for the present and for 
s0me years to come of not less than 20,000 
men, with a corresponding transportation 
and supporting navy.. That means a yearly 
expenditure of not less than $40,000,000, to 
be taken from the people of this country by 
increased taxation, unless it can be taken 
from the few thousand inhabitants of these 
islands who have any taxasie property or 
business. It means the untimely death of 
thousands of American citizens, who shall 
form the army of occupation, even assum- 
ing that the climate may’ be less insalubrious 
than that of some other countrics in the same 
latitude. 

Right here a most pertinent inquiry oc- 
curs to the mind of every man, What are 
we to gain by the proposed exclusive occupa- 
tion and control? No one expects that we 
ghall monopolize the commerce of these 
islands. It is generally conceded that under 
gome treaty arangement they will be open 
to the commerce of the world. We intend, of 
course, to levy some kind of an impost duty 
or other tax upon the inhabitants in order 

’ to defray, at least in part, the expense of 
their government and civil administration. 
iave we any reason to believe that now, and 
for many years to come, any tax or duty 
we shall levy at all adequate to the expense 
of such government would be regarded by 
the people of those islands as other than 

‘gn oppressive burden, leading to continued 
atempted revolutions and interruption of our 
commercial intercourse? 


Question of Self-Government. 

It is well known that they and their most 
intelligent leaders believe they are capable 
of self-government. Have we any reason- 
able grourid to hope that by invading their 
territory with an armed force we shall edu- 
cate them out of that belief? Until that 
shall be done, have we any assurance of our 

peaceful control? Is not the history of these 
jslands, and of South America, the West In- 
dies, and other similar colonial experiments 
a warning to us of what we may expect 
from such an attempt upon our part? Have 
you any assurance, Mr. President, that the 
_people of this country are prepared to fol- 
low you in such a more than doubtful enter- 
prise? 

Further, is it not a fundamental theory, 
well established in the American mind, from 
he infancy of our nation, that no nation 
or poeple has the right to govern any other 
people by armed force? Are we prepared 
at this time to set aside and ignore this 
fundamental nationa) political postulate of 

‘ell modern civilized government, and for the 
gake of a limited and doubtful national ad- 
‘wantage to incur all the expense, risk, and 


danger we must necessarily thereby incur, | 


and to do this merely for the sake of in- 
creasing our commerce with a few million 
gemi-savages many thousand miles re- 
moved? Have we any historical precedent 
in the hitherto several enlargements of our 
territory that can be even tortured into an 
argument in support of such a policy? 


Other Acquisitions of Territory. 

Our recent Hawaiian transaction was dif- 
ferent in every way, and is so recent and 
even yet experimental that it need hardly 
ée referred to. Alaska is territorially a part 
wf this country, and its position has a bear- 
ing upon our home defense. Its value other- 
mise. is more than of doubtful advantage, 
even were the Klondike gold mines a part 
of it; they are not a part of it, and the fact 
that they are not, and that, nevertheless, 
¢hey are practically in the industrial pos- 
session of American enterprise, and are be- 
ing developed and the profit reaped by Amer- 
ican citizens, has an important bearing upon 
the Philippine problem. 

The cession of Fiorida by Spain to the 
United States in 1819 for $6,000,000—a terri- 
fory as large as Illinois—amounted to a mere 
telinquishment of territory by Spain, al- 
geady de facto in our possession, closed the 
jong and bioody contest in that region, and 
pave us Florida proper and the adjacent 
dand and waters, including the Bay of Pen- 
gacola. 

The purchase of Louisiana in 1803 was in- 
Gispensable. It was a part of our country. 
We paid $15,000,000 for 883,000 square miles, 


_ @r 565,000,000 acres, much of it the richest 


in the’ whole world. For this paltry sum 
e bought what is now the States of Mis- 
souril, Kansas, lowa, Arkansas, Nebraska, 
North Dakota, South Dakota, most of Min- 
Hesota, Montana, Wyoming, Louisiana, all 
the Indian Territory, and part of Oklahoma 
Territery, an area more than seven times 
that of Great Britain and Ireland; more 
than four times that of the German Empire, 
er of the Austrian Empire, or of France; 
times that of the Japanese Empire; more 


that of Great Britain, Ge y. Spain, 
France, Portugal, and Italy all ined; | 


gimos equal to the whole area of the orig- 


¢nal thirteen States, now containing the per- 
manent homes of 15,000,000 American citi- 
sens, producing yearly 1,300.000,000 bushels 
f corn, valued at over $200,000,000; 160,000, - 
bushels of wheat, valued at $120,000,- 
000; and 300,000,000 bushels of oats. 


. Result of Louisiana Purchase. 

Without enumerating further, it is suffi- 
cient to say that the value of the property, 
real ard perscnal, of the Louisiana purchase 
is in the year 1898 not less than $8,000,000,000, 
and that this all belongs to American citi- 
zens, who are a part of us. They are our 
neighbors, our near blood relations, part of 
our family. Wesee them daily; we talk with 
them hourly; we buy millions of dollars’ 
worth of their products every month, and 
they of ours. It was the Louisiana purchase 
that led to the Kansas-Nebraska struggle 
with the slave powcr, to the formation of 
the Republican party, to the election of 
Abraham Lincoln, to the war of the re- 
bellion, to the abolition of slavery in Amer 
ica, and, by example, to the abolition of 
serfdom throughout the Russian Empire, 
that was the final death knell of human 
slavery throughout the world. 

I submit, Mr. President, does it amount to 
argument to cite any hitherto territorial ex- 
pansion as a precedent for the proposed an- 
nexation or attempted control and adminis- 
tration by us of tropicat islands on the other 
wide of the globe, already populated, and by 

people whclly foreign in every respect to 

s and to our institutions, offering no en- 
arged home for American citizens, no ex- 
panded field for American industry? 


Commerce with the Islands. 


Am I wrong in this conclusion as to what 
these islands offer for our advantage? Shall 
we by annexing or governing them asa 
colony increase the market for our surplus 
agricultural or manufactured product? The 
. answer is, no, because the inhabitants there 
already produce all that such a people de- 
mand; the cotton and flax for their clothing; 
the rice, sugar, coffee, fruit, and fish fer 
their food; and the timber for their simple 
habitations. The Egyptian, the East Indian, 
or the Malayan of today demands for these 
purposes little more than his ancestors of the 
time of the Pharaohs. The commerce of the 
almost adjacent Borneo, a much larger 
island, even under the stimulus of English, 
Holland, and German attempted administra- 
tion, has hardly increased in’ century, and 
has not been found worth the expense of its 
attempted exclusive control. 

But, admitting for argument's sake that 
the commerce of these islands may. be in. 
definitely increased, of necessity must not 
our only possible advantages therefrom be 
obtained through the enterprise of our in- 
dividual citizen? Nations, as nations, carry 
on no commerce, and have nothing to sell and 
nothing to buy but war vessels and muni- 
tions. of war. They do not farm, or manu- 
facture, or trade, or make gain by com- 
merce; the people, the individual citizen dees 
all these things. It is true, the Dutch have 
derived a large revenue from Java; but there 
the government owns and farms the land by 
a plantation system of compulsory native 
labor, absolutely abhorrent to the whole 
American idea, and, as Nidd in his ** Control 
of the Tropics’’ justly says: ‘SA system 
that is incompatible both with the spirit and 
the forms of modern civilization.”’ 


Open Doors of the World. 


All that the individual American citizen, be 
he farmer, manufacturer, or merchant, asks 
is not that his government shall attempt 

take control and monopolize distant for- 
eign markets for his benefit, which he well 
knows is an entirely Utopian ambition in 
this day and age, but that by wise, liberal, 
and peaceful methods, in its intercourse 
with foreign nations, it shall keep open the 
doors of the world in the far distant East 
to American industry, ingenuity, and enter- 
prise. This done, the American will take 
care of himself and ask no favors. 

He has a right to this self-confidence. He 
sees the marvelous strides American enter- 
prise is making a]! over the earth; he sees 
this year of our Lord a commercial balance 
sheet in our favor of nearly 3700,000,000; a 
better showing than England, France, Ger- 
many, and Russia, all combined, can make. 
Moreover, he sees that every year a larger 
and ever-increasing proportion of our for- 
¢ign export] is of manufactured products, 
representing the handicraft and the brain- 
craft of our all-conquering American genius 
and enterprise. 

All this he has accomplished notwith- 
standing only one of allethe nations of Eu- 
rope, England, has given us untrammeled 
welcome to her home or foreign ports. In 
the face of such exclusion and such achieve- 
ments, can you, Mr. President, mow ex- 
pect that the American people, for the sake 
of establishing a missionary industrial 
nursery in a group of far distant tropical 
islands, shall be willing to maintain there 
an army and navy, a military force more 
powerful than that’ by which we achieved 
our own independence, whether the cost of 
such maintenance shall be taken from the 


pocket of our citizens, or shall be wrung 
from the saanty earnings of the islanders: 

‘‘ Beware the Ides of March,’ the fast 
approaching November, : 1900. Then this 
deluding, bewildering mirage, called terri- 
torial expansion—generated in part by the 
heat of patriotism, and by the splendid 
achievements of Dewey, and such as he, of- 
ficers and men, who, in the shortest, most 
brilliant warin history, conquered one na- 
tion and changed another from a mere com- 
mercial people, despised in the military 
world, and placed it in the front rank of all 
the great military powers of the world—will 
have been dispelled and the American voter 
will see how utterly illogical and mislead- 
ing the argument that because, as an inci- 
dent of the war, we wrested the people of 
these islemds from Spanish oppression we are 
therefore either required or authorized, at 
an expense of $40,000,000 yearly, to keep 
them in military subjection as a colony until 
we can teach them the ways of American 
life and American politics, and thereby 
increase our commercial advantage. 

Will the American voter at the next Presi- 
dential election vote to continue that kind 
of expansion? Are you, Mr. President, justi- 
fied in imperiling by such a departure from 
all our national traditions the great vital 
interests at home, intrusted to your wis- 
dom and protection by the party that placed 
you in power? 

You cannot be blind to the momentous 
truth that the fall of your Philippine policy 
will carry with it the defeat of the Repub- 
lican party, and the platfrom on which rests 
our hope of returning commercial prosperi- 
ty at home by continuous adequate nation- 
al income, and, most important, on which 
rests our only assurance that no financial 
delusion shall imperil the standard and value 
of our national currency, a result so fatal 
to our national prosperity. It is universally 
admitted that the maxim potior defendentes, 
so available in war and in law, is reversed in 
politics, and that the party put upon the de- 
fensive is already, beaten at the polls. The 
question, What shall be done with the 
Philippine Islands?"’ can be answered in a 
way that shall not deprive us of any right- 
ful advantage; shall not compel us to as- 
sume the burden your policy demands; nor 
do violence to our profoundest political con- 
victions. 


Demand for Spain’s Surrender. 

. Our treaty commissioners did right in de- 
manding their surrender by Spain, that, long 
before Dewey entered the harbor of Manila, 
had, by the most barbarous oppression, for- 
feited all right to continue her despetic 
System of government. England, for obvidus 
and laudable reasons of self-interest, urges 
our occupation and control so as to strength- 
en her hands against the exclusive monopo- 
lizing policy inthe far East of other European 
nations. Alone, among all the nations, she 
is making the struggle for the commercia! 
enfranchisement of the opening Orient. She 
asks our aid, and we are morally bound to 
give to her all the assistance in our power. 

The treaty just concluded at Paris, gives 
us a strong and commanding position, and 
the right to be heard on every question af- 
fecting our commerce in that part of the 
world. We are justified in proposing to thg 
leading European nations and Japan, now 
struggling for ascendency there, a broad, 
comprehensive commercia! policy that shall 
guarantee to them and to us equal commer- 
cial privileges in all that region, and by our 
combined influence, shall most speedily and 
effectually open the yet closed ports of the 
East, to our joint advantage,’ and shall at 
any rate tend to arrest the spirit of terri- 
torial aggrandizement now so dominant, yet 
so delusive in beneficial results. 

In evidence of our sincerity and in further- 
ance of such an object, we say to these na- 
tions, that we are ready to turn over these 
islands to a joint guardianship and modified 
suzerainty by us and them, but in considera- 
tion therefor we demand that all the ports of 
China and the East, now or hereafter com- 
ing under their control, shall be open without 
burden or hindrance to our commerce. 


Peaceful Joint Control. 

It were a libel upon modern civilization 
to say that no peaceful joint control of 
the Philippines can be brought about’ and 
maintained at common cost, with equal 
rights and equa! advantage to all concerned. 
For more than a century, often in spite of 
the most irritating conflicting interests, we 
have maintained commercial treaties with 
all these nations under conditions much 
more liable to give rise to serious con- 
fiicts, tham should occur in the proposed 
arrangement under which all parties and 
all rights would stand upon an absolute 
equality. The resident representatives at 
Manila of the respective nations, assumed 
to be men of wisdom and character, would 
themselves constitute a standing court of 
arbitration, to adjust all possible disagree- 
ments, which, under carefully formulated 
treaty stipulations, shoukl be of rare oc- 
currence and minor importance. 

Moreover, such a joint control, combin-

world, would, in the most effectual way, 
discourage insubordination and lawlessness 
on the part of the inhabitants, hold in check 
the efforts ef ambitious leaders, and secure 
the greatest possible immunity to commer- 
cial intercourse; it would most effectually 
promote the industrial development of the 
islands, brought thus in contact with the 
civilizing influences of all the nations. Left 
thus to work out their own: political and 
industrial salvation, they will make prog- 
ress, slowly, to be sure, as-all such peoples 
do,’ and with fr@quent interruptions, but 
vet, make some progress, aS they certainly 
should do, when freed from the spoliation 
of the priest and the tyranny of the Span- 
iards. 

Under such joint guardianship a much 
smaller military force would be required, a 
few regiments, a few ships, to maint&in the 
peace and protect persons and property. 
Has not the time come for some nation to 
set an example which shall influence, and 
in a measure guide to the solution of the 
problem now so overmastering and threat- 
ening known as the “ Eastern question "’? 

Finally, Mr. President, permit me to say 
you have such an opportunity as has sel- 
dom been offered to a statesman—that is, by 
our example in the disposition of these 
islands, to hasten the day of national! disar- 
mument and international arbitration, when 
all the nations shall agree in saying, ‘‘ Take 
back the sword, States can be saved with-

UNION ADOPTS A NEW SCALE. 


Amalgamated Sheet Metal Workers De- 
+ cide to Demand Higher Pay for 
the Coming Year. 


A new scale of wages for the following 
year has been adopted by the Amalgamated 
Sheet Metal Workers’ union, which pro- 
vides for increasing the present scale of 35 
cents an hour to 45 cents. Other important 
changes have been made in the scale. Some 
time ago the Employers’ association re- 
fused to pay helpers time and a half for 
overtime. This is demanded in the new 
scale. It is also declared that all overtime 
after 10 p. m. shall be paid for as double 
time, as shall all work on legal holidays 
and that no work shall be done on Labor 
day. A weekly payday is demanded, and 
no firm or any member thereof is to be al- 
lowed to- handle tools on outside work. If 
no Satisfactory agreement can be reached 
between the Arbitration committee of the 
union and the Employers’ association the 
union will ignore the association and treat 
with the employers as individuals.

and ride farther at a steady rate of speed 
than any of the riders he met. 


Discovered by John West. 

Trainer’ John West noticed the efforts 
ef the young German and at once picked him 
as a ceming wonder, saying he showed the 
most remarkable endurance, he had ever 
seen in so young and inexperienced a rider. 
He was then a gripman, dev.ting his spare 
time to riding for pleasure. West took him 
in charge as soon as he could get him, and 
as a trial started him at the short distance 
events following pace. He showed at once 
an aptitude for following the pace as fast 
as it was set for him, and maintaining a 
steady gait without seeming to show any 
signs of weariness, so West lengthened the 
distances to see how far his new charge 
could go and keep up his speed. Five miles 
was reached finally and in the fall of 185 
Miller made. bis first world’s record, going 
five miles. i#@ 10:07. Just previous to this 
attempt he had ridden his first race, being 
scratch man in one of the Thistle club’s 
road raceS,j@hd he finished seventh with 
third time t0 his credit. 

All this time it became more and more 
apparent to his clubmates and his trainer 
that they had a man of unusual power. 
He could outride any of them when it came 
to endurance, although he was not as speedy 
nor as strong physically as many of them. 
He was awkward in his manner of riding 
at first, but these faults were soon cor- 
rected, and he began to assume the place 
in cycling circles which he was to hold after 
a while as hisown. ‘Me showed his superiori- 
ty all along in century riding, road scorches, 
and the preliminary work of long distance 


riding. - 
| First Coliseum Race. 

West then began work on his find, whom 
he considered thep as a future world-beater 
in the ranks of long-distance riding, and 
after coaching him carefully in all the tricks 
of the trade in 1896, decided to enter him in 
the big twenty-four-hour race at the Coli- 
seum. It was his intention then to make 
this simply a tryout—Miller was not to at- 
tempt to win the race, but only to endeavor 
to secure the fifty and hundred mile records, 
Miller broke these records without difficulty. 
His steady grind at a high rate of speed 
excited a great deal of comment then, and 
compared with the other champions at that 
sort of a race, his work opened the eyes of 
the cycling authorities present. He secured 
the records, all that was required of him, 
but the effott had had no effect upon him, 
so he continued grinding away through the 
race and finished fourth, taking less rest 
than the riders specially prepared for an 
exhausting effort, and finishing in the best 
of condition. His strength seemed to know 
no limit, his endurance was never taxed, and 
his machine-like muscles then seemed ready 
to Keep on Clippirig’ off miles indefinitely in 
the same manner they have in the great six- 
day races which have brought him fame 
and showed him to be the greatest example 
of endurance in athietic sports. 

This effort decided Trainer West. Miller 
should be a six-day rider. He, however, 
was not sure of his man. He feared he pos- 
sibly had overexerted himself. He was quiet- 
ly entered in the six-day race at Tattersall’s 
along with several, members of a racing 
team.. His» work was not to win this race 
but to assist Fred Schinneer to win. Schin- 


“meer had been tried and proved to be a first- 


class long-distance rider. Miller was in- 
structed to paeé him. His sprints were the 
feature of that race, and they eventually 
landed Schinneer‘a winner, for, by following 
the fast pace of Miller until the pacemaker

trainer regretted the arrangement which had 
deprived him of the chance of winning hon- 
ors for himself, but set about to prepare his 
charge for the next big six-day race. 


Immense Fund of Energy. 

Miller’s peculiar, close-knit frame seemed 
indestructible. He showed the least effect 
of the race of any of the riders. His nervous 
energy seemed inexhaustible. He needed 
little of the stimulants and drugs which the 
other riders required to keep them on the 
track. He never became “ daffy’’ as the 
racing men say. His mind never gave way 
under the strain. His seemingly inexhausti- 
ble vitality carried him through, and, with 
a couple of days of rest, he was ready for 
another ride, he said. 

In 1897 there was a six-day affair in Pitts- 

burg, the time of riding being limited to six 
hours a day. Miller entered this race, but 
bad luck spoiled all his chances and he was 
third. Breakdowns threw him out of the 
race so long that the other riders secured 
leads too big to be overcome even by a Miller. 
His tires were punctured eight times,and two 
bad falls effectually spoiled any opportu- 
nities he had for securing a leading position, 
and he had to be content with third in the 
race, which ordinarily he would have cap- 
tured with ease. 
. But here his indomitable will power first 
asserted itself. He would enter the great 
rdce in New York. In December, 1897, he 
started in that contest, in which he broke all 
previous records. . 

It was a remarkable race. Miller, with the 
bitter experience of two races in the same 
year, riding on a hard saddle throughout the 
contest, where other riders had elaborately 
cushioned seats; with ho body support, while 
other riders had various devices in order to 
enable them to rest while riding; and with- 
out the curses and urgings of the trainers 
which kept the other riders going, he reeled 
off 1,083 miles, seventy more than any other 
rider had ever accomplished. Finishing sec- 
ond at Tattersall’s, he-had ridden 1,764 miles.

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beyond belief, said the cycling critics. It is 
the limit, was their universal verdict. Miller 
w studied by anatomists, by physicians, 
by cycling experts, but he seemed to be an 
ordinary sort of an individual. His muscles 
were such as are found on many a man 
whose greatest exercise is in walking to and 
from business and taking gymnasium prac- 
tice for exercise. He is far from a giant in 
stature, but he has in his compact frame 
on endurance of giants. 

ike all American racing men who conquer 
all their home competitors, Miller next went 
to Europe. He was ameng the entries in the 
Paris seventy-two-hour race, and in this 
contest many believe his greatest exhibition 
of endurance was given. 


Wonderful Work in France. 
is previous races had been indoors on 
boerd tracks, where weather conditions ad- 
verse to riding were minimized. In the 
Paris race the contest was held on an out- 
door half mile track, and the weather condi- 
tions were bad. He raced in the rain, in the 
broiling sun, in foggy, murky weather, and 
with these seventy-two hours of racing 
against the pick of European long-distance 
experts, the plucky rider rather than take 
any chances of defeat refused to sleep at all. 
He rode the entire race, covering 1,133 miles, 
with a total rest of twenty minutes, but not 
once did he sleep. All the European cyclists 
marveled at his performance. He had de- 
feated the best Europe had to offer in the 
way of long distance riders. He had con- 
quered all competitors in America, and had 
earned his title of champion long dista 
rider of the world. . 
Again came the prediction: He is killing 
himself, he is cutting years off his life, he 
cannot stand the strain of another race, one 
of these races in a lifetime is the limit, and 
he has ridden in three. Heisdone. But that 
race was last spring. , 
Miller did a little more racing, returned to 
America, continued his training for a little 
while, and then began preparations for the 
six-day race in New York which closed a

| in 1897, had the hardest task of his life before 
him. He had to meet the mighty Waller, 
who was picked by many to win. Teddy 
Hale with a long rest came to wrest back lost 
honors, and there were a number of others, 
including his old team mate, Schinneer, 
whom hé must defeat. It was.a better field 
of riders than he had ever met before ina 
six-day race. There was no advantage this 
time. Whoever won must win on his merits. 
Miller must meet men who had trained as he 
had for tflis race, men who had been schooled 
by six-day champions of other days, men 
who knew all the ins and outs of the game, 
who knew how to be misers of their strength, 
how to make every ounce of energy count for 
the most, but he went about his task un- 
daunted. | 
The story of the race repeated the record 
of Miller’s former triumphs. He was pressed 
harder to win. He rode only twenty-two 
miles and a few laps farther than Waller, but 


is better than a centufy on ordinary occa- 
sions. Waller pressed him hard. Waller 
forced the man of iron out, but he was never 
exhausted. He smashed his former record, 
and all former records, by riding over 2,007 
miles. He was lucky. Waller had an even 
chance with him up to his fall, but he was 
not in the condition Miller was, and condition 
tells. Miller did not have a safe lead until 
the last day of the race, and then after rest- 
ing he was forced to go back to the track to 
make the victory safe from Waller, who of 
the flagellants still circling the track was 
dangerous. But Waller, crazed by drugs, 
worn out, and half dead from lack of sleep, 
could not make the final effort, and Miller 
won, and the next day was seemingly as 
fresh as ever except from bruises in the 
palms of his hands due to the jarring of the 
handlebars. 
Not Much to Look At. 

Miller is not a man of striking appear- 
ance or physique. He might be passed in 
a crowd every day without exciting a 
passing glance. He is short, five feet, five 
inches in height, and weighs 168 pounds. 
He is of sturdy build, with close knit

TRAINING SCHOOL. 


NEWS OF WOMEN’S CLUBS. 


MRS. A. STEVENS ON “ TRUANT 
SCHOOLS ” AT HULL HOUSE. 


She Tells of Progress in Probation 
Work in Chicago Police Courts and 
How Many Boys Are Kept Out of the 
Bridewell by Its Agency—Catholic 
National League Arranging for Its 

Sixth Annual Ball—Aurora Borealis 
Literary Society Plans. 


Mrs. A. Stevens, President of the Hull 
House Woman’s club, last week made her 
first appearance in club work since an acci- 
dent of several weeks ago. At a meeting 
of the club she spoke on “* Truant Schools,”’ 


and later attended the meeting of the Com- 


mittee on Truant Schools of the Civic Fed- 
eration. | 

In probation work in police stations Mrs. 
Stevens has been the representative of Hull 
House, which has been the pioneer in the 
movement Chicago. She was familiar 
with this work in Massachusetts, where it 
has a legal status, before she came to Hull 
House. It was in the performance of the 
volunteer duties connected with the work in 
the police stations that she felb while alight- 
ing from a street car and suffered a fracture 
of the leg. | 

The work of Mrs. Stevens, while it has 
no recognition in the eyes of the law, has 
secured recognition from the police magis- 
trates, who willingly coédperate with her. 
By them she is regarded as a responsible 
person to whom the charge of boys and young 
women brought before them can be intrust- 
ed. 

‘‘In the present condition of the bride- 
well,’’ said’ Mrs. Stevens, “ the Justices are 
extremely loath to send a boy there. If 
there is By toon at the police court who 
will take ¢harge of the case ard promise 
investigation, and in whose promise the 
Justice a that he can rely, he is glad to 
hand over the case. If it is found that the 
boy should! be sent to the industrial school, 
a petition for that purpese is filed. If the 
investigation shows that the boy can be 
kept off the streets and out of mischief by 
intrusting him to the care of some one who 
is willing to assume that charge, if his pa- 
rents are not able, that remedy is adopted 
and a eel is made to the Justice. 


- Hopes for Legal Recognition. 


“The work has won recognition from the 
police courts, and eventually it may receive 
legal recognition, as in Massachusetts. The 
value of the work is so well recognized that 
if I do not happen to be in court when a 


case of the nature with which we have to 
deal cores up, the Justice telephones to 
Hull House and inquires if we will take 


charge of it. The idea of settlements is 
neighborhood work, and naturally the pro- 
bation Mie of Hull House is chiefly done 
among residents of the district in which it is 
situated and at the Maxwell Street Station. 

‘* Frequently a boy is brought into court by 
his mother, who imagines that the Justice 
can commit him to an industrial school fora 
few months. If he see to require com- 
mitment to an industr school, steps are 
taken for that purpose. 

‘‘ The offenses vary from truancy to high- 
way robbery. I had a case of three boys of 
7, 8, and 9 years of age, who, armed with a 
revolver, held up another boy of 8 years and 
robbed him of 20 cents. They were too young 
to be dealt with by a Justice at all. A boy 
cannot be committed to the bridewell under 
the age of 10 years. It is to be noticed, 
however, that the report of the Superintend- 
ent of the bridewell contains a number of 
offenders committed under the age limit 
prescribed by law. 


Gives an Illustrative Case. 

‘* One case may be taken as an illustration 
of the probation work. A boy was brought 
into the Maxwell Street Station charged 
with some trivial offense. He was a pupil 
of the Polk School and had developed the 
truant tendency. His mother was away 
from home from morning until nigh. The 
boy, left to provide for himself, probably 
had snatched some fruit from the stand. 
His street education taught him that that 
was a laudable thing to do. His mother 
wished him sent to an industrial school, 
but she did not know that in that case 
she would be obliged to surrender all claim 
to him. I found a neighbor who was willing 
to let the|boy play with her chil and to 
give him a warm supper for the $1 a week 
the mother was willing to pay. The boy 
was told that there were more people than 
his mother watching him, and if he did not 
attend school and keep off of the streets 
and out of trouble he would be taken back 
into court and sent to a school which he 
would not relish in the least. The plan 
was perfectly successful, and the boy ha? 
the chance of turning out a good citizen 
instead of a criminal. 

‘The boys who go wrong are generally 
the brighter boys of the neighborhood. The 
dull boys) have not enough wits to devise 
such mischief as gets their companions into 
trouble. The boys with whom we have to 
deal are the boys who are worth doing 
something for. 

‘“*I believe in vacation schools. During 
the summer it is many times the most 
natural tendencies of the boys that get 
them intd trouble. If they were afforded 
an outiet' in the way which the vacation 
school provides, they would not come into 
the police courts. Last summer there were 
three béys who began what ended in the 
police court in the most boyish manner pos- 
sible. They dug a cave in the Sixteenth 
street viaduct. After they had their cave 
dug they ‘wanted furniture for it and they 
brought what they could from home. That 
did not suffice and they began to takethings

that did not come from home. They 
é 


finally stole lead pipe and sold it to buy 
things for their cave and that brought 
them into .court. 


Some Good People at Fault. 

‘There are some good peoplé who should 
be prosecuted for their dealings with the 
boys with whom we work. They have them 
arrested for trivial offenses. Often the trials 
are postponed, The boy is detained for sev- 
eral days in association with hardened 
criminals awaiting a hearing. He comes 
before a justice and is dismissed. When he 
was arrested he was badly scared. The’ 
feeling of dread wore off after confinement 
behind the bars. He was dismissed and 
came out feeling a perfect king in the eyes 
of his playmates. 

‘* The principal of one of the public schools 
had six boys arrested because they annoyed 
his school, Itis the best way to manufacture 
criminals. 

“I think that the present feeling against 
the method of conducting the John Worthy 
School will have the desired effect and that 
the change needed will be obtained. As to- 
whipping in the bridewell, I am opposed to 
it. It is not effective. Any whipping that 
any even tempered man would inflict upon 
one of the boys confined there would have 
no effect at all upon him. I visited an Italian 
father and mother who had a truant bey 1 
trouble. They told me they had done every- 
thing in their power to conquer their son. 
They showed me a staple in the wallhand said 
they had tied the boy up to that.staple ana 
whipped him time and again until the blood 
had flowed down his back. Imagine what 
a boy trained to that sort of discipline would 
care for the whippings of the bridewell. 

“We hope to do mueh for the truant boy 
by the establishment of the truant school, 
for which the bill is now being prepared, and 
have every reason to think we can get the 
bill through the Legislature. People who 
become interested in the boy of the streets 
should not get confused in their judgment 
and hope to reach all classes in one omnibus 
burst of enthusiasm. There are three 
classes, and they should be kept well marked 
and separate in attempting to legislate for 
them. There is the truant child, the de- 
linquent child, and the dependent child, and 
each requires separate treatment.”’ 


Catholic Women’s Charity Ball. 


The Catholic Woman's National league is 
preparing for the sixth annual charity ball 
of the league to be given on Jan. 16 at the 
Auditorium. Four thousand invitations will 
be issued for the event, and it is expected 
to realize the amount necessary for the con- 
duct of the settlement work of the league in 
the three divisions of the city. Educatiopal 
philanthropy is the work of the league, and 
for the purposes of dts charity it maintains 
three settlement departments, one in each 
division of Chicago. Kindergartens, kitch- 
en gardens, sewing schools, missions, and 
all the phases of the settlement work fre- 
ceive recognition. The league also condutts 
a circulating library and penny postal say- 
ings bank.

A transaction that will result im one of the 
finest improvements yet made in Wabash 
@venue has just been negotiated, as an- 
Pounced in THE TRIBUNE yesterday, by Al- 
ais, Aldis & Northcote, representing a syndi- 
cate of Chicago capitalists, and Rounds & 
iWetten, representing the Cable Piano com- 
pany. The Whitfield building at the south- 
@ast corner of Wabash avenue and Jackson 
boulevard will be torn down anda fireproof 
building erected on the site for the use of 
the Cable Piano company. The present 
Duilding was built many years ago and at 
that time was considered one of the best 
appointed office buildings for physicians, but 
@f late years they have deserted it for more 
modern accommodations and a miscellane- 
ous line of tenants have since been occupy- 
ing the upper portion of the buikiing. The 

roperty was owned, unfil recently, by 

homas Whitfield, who sold the fee to a 
Syndicate of capitalists and immediately re- 
purchased the building and took back a long 


term lease on the ground. Mr. Whitfield 


‘held the property in this way until March, 
1897, when his leasehold interest was sold: 
to the Boulevard Music Hall company, which.

The building will cover the entire lot, 46x90 
feet, and will be ten storieshigh.

Notwith- 
standing the area of unprotected win- 
dow glass, it withstood for a considerable 
time the intense heat from a fierce adjacent 
fire; dggravated by a strong wind, concen- 
trating the famesin thedeep court. Finally, 
when it became impossible to prevent this 
exte flame from destroying the com- 
bustible contents of the adjacent rooms, the 
hot interior fires of dry cabinet work, furni- 
ture, and papers were confined to the stories 
in which they originated, and to some extent 
to the separate rooms of those stories.

DEND RATE WILL NOT BE CUT. 


Stockholders Receive Assurances — 
Hint Given That West Chicago Rate 
Will’. Have to Be Reduced—City 
Railway “Up Against It” on Im- 
possibility of Maintaining 12 Per 
Cent Dividends any Paying to the 
City—Lecal Stock Items. 


In connection with the controversy over 
extensions of existing franchises of the 
street raflroad companies it can be stated 
authoritatively that Mr. Yerkes, during the 
last week, has promised several of the large 
stockholders of the North Chicago company 
that, whatever be the course affairs take in 
the Council or Assembly, the dividend rate 
of the Nerth Chicago company shall not be 
decreased. 

Mr. Yerkes, however, has failed to give 
a similar guarantee to. West Side stoek- 
holders that the present dividend rate of 
that company shall be maintained: On the 
contrary, he is said to have let out some 
plain hints that after the end of the present 
fiscal year West.Chicago may have to be 
put on a lower dividend-paying basis than 
6 per cent. 

The West Chicago Street railroad com- 
pany, on the basis of last year’s figures, 
could not pay as low a rate of compensation 
to the city as 3 per cent without rendering 
impossible maintenance of the present divi- 
dend rate of 6 per cent. , 

In 1897 gross receipts’ of the West Chi- 
cago Street railroad company were $3,899,- 
418, Three per cent of this would be $116,- 
982. After paying dividends at the rate of 
6 per cent last year the West Chicago com- 
pany had a surplus of $42,728. If the com- 
pany should have to pay 3 per cent to the 
city there would, therefore, be shown a def- 
icit of $74,254, figuring on the basis of last 
year’s annual statement. 

Not more than 1 per cent could be paid the 
city and leave dividends as they are now, 
with a little surplus each year besides. One 
per cent of gross receipts last year would 
have amounted to $38,994, and left a sur- 
plus of $8,834. 


North Side Could Do Well. 

The North Chicago Street railroad com- 
pany, on the basis of last year’s statement, 
could pay 5 per cent to the city without the 
necessity of reducing the dividend rate. 
Gross receipts in 1897 were $2,818,318, and 5 
per cent of this would be $140,915. Last 
year, after paying dividends at the rate of 
12 per cent, there was a surplus left of 
$163,220. Therefore 5 per cent could be 
paid the eity, and a surplus be left of $22,- 
305. Since the 1897 statement the capital 
stock has been raised from $6,600,000 to 
$7,920,000. Earnings during the last twelve 
months have, however, fully kept pace with 
this increase in capitalization; moreover, in 
1897 the amount of $87,000 was charged off 
for World’s Fair stock and loss on the 
Connelley motors, so that it can probably be 
stated with perfect reliability that 5 per 
cent could be paid the city right along here- 
after without any interference with the 
dividend rate of 12 per cent. 

As Mr. Yerkes’ principal financial credit 
has been derived from the increased value of 
his holdings of North Side stock, which has 
not been overwatered like West Side stock, 
it is probable that any bargain which he may 
freely consent to arrange with the city will 
be on the basis of what ean be paid to the 


North Chicago stock. . If the North Chicago 
cOmpany could get its franchises extended 
for only twenty years, but should not have to 
pay the city more than 5 per cent, its stock 
would quite likely be worth what it now 
sells for, around 225. With the North Side 
stock doubled and the dividend rate halved, 
as anticipated in the near future, the spec- 
ulative value of the stock might thereby be 
increased, , 50 that the shares would sell 
relatively above the present price. The 
West Chicago company, however, could not 
pay 2 per cent to the city without lowering 
its dividend rate, which would likely force 
the stock to sell permanently below par. 


Poor City Railway Showing. 


The City Railway company, if required 
to begin paying immediately compensation 
to the city, could not do as well by its stock- 
holders as could the North Chicago com- 
pany. On the basis of last year’s statement 
4 per cent could be paid the city without in- 
terfering with the dividend rate of 12 per 
cent. Gross earnings last year were $4,816,- 
516, of which 4 per cent would be $192,€60. 
The surplus for last year was $209,656, so 
that there would be only $16,996 left over 
after paying 4 per cent to the city and 12 
per cent dividends. Moreover the capital 
stock is to be increased by $2,000,000 in Jan- 
uary, so that $240,000 more than hitherto 
will in the future be required for main- 
tenance of 12 per cent dividends. This in- 
crease in capital stock will represent what 
was paid to relieve the company of the men- 
ace of competition from the General Elec- 
tric, also for extensions which probably 
cannot become immediately profitable. It 
is, therefore, difficult to see how the City 
railway could pay anything at all to the 
city until such time as its present franchises 
expire without interfering with its 12 per 
cent dividend rate. If immediate compensa- 
tion was required, as by the Humphrey bills, 
‘the City railway would be “ up against it,”’ 
and stockholders would be forced to take 
less than 12 per, cent in dividends.

WHEAT MARKET HAS A RELAPSE. 


Buyers of Friday Turn Sellers After 
an Early Rally. 


The wheat market had a relapse yesterday. and 
the wheat pit operators are wondering whether 
the flurry of Friday was the real dawn of grain 
market activity or whether it was the result of 
manipulation.

OF THE TWO NATIONS 
ARMIES NEAR THE CONTESTED GROUND. 


Japan had been forced to surrender after 
her victory. The details of the secret treaty 
which was made between China and Russia 
are not known, as the cardinal point of Rus- 
sian diplomacy is silence. The best informa- 
tion is that the Chinese government, mak- 
ing sure that Russia sooner or later would 
seize the territories on the border, and, hope- 
lessly recognizing its impotence to with- 
stand such aggression, determined to mage 
friends with the Czar by surrendering to 
him in perpetuity Mongolia, Manchuria, and 
Shong-King. inclusive of the Leao-Tung 
peninsula and Port Arthur. In return for 
this enormous concession of territory Rus- 
sia covenanted to afford protection to what 
remains of the Chinese empire. 


That these provisions are the truth has 
become apparent. The first development 
was Russian operations in Manchuria. The 
Chinese government granted permission to 
construct about 4.000 miles of railroads in 
the Province of Manchuria, the richest and 
most prosperous section of China, contain- 
ing over 300,000 square miles of territory, 
25,000,000 population, and. rich in agricul- 
tural and mineral resources, These roads in- 
clude: First, a branch of the Siberian ra{fl- 
road starting from Nerchinsk on the Shilka 
River and running northeast through the 
entire length of Manchuria to the Russian 
port of Viadivostok and connecting, at 
Viadivostok with a line to Hanchow on 
Possiet Bay, about 100 miles south of Viad- 
ivostok. This road is to be built, owned, 
and protected exclusively by Russia. Be- 
sides this, provision is made for a system 
of roads which. with the Russian branch, 
will connect with the principal towns of the 
province, and also through lines already 
built, or to be built, with Port Arthur and 
Shanhailuan on the Pechié Gulf and with 
the City of Peking, and there with a pro- 
jected line from Peking to Hankow. All of 
these railroads are to be built by Russian 


capital and will be in Russian control. The « 


encroachments of Russia on this territory 
have been rapid, and it is now a matter of 
common talk that Manchuria hae already 
been practically Russianizsed. Russia is al- 


lowed to place in all of this territory such 


ships worthy of the name, although she 
owned a respectable force of cruisere and 
“gunboats. Among the results of the Asiatic 
war was the acquisition of several Chinese 
vessels, including the battleship Chuen Yuen 
of 7,400 tons and the Ping Yuen, an armored 
coast defense ship, both of which were cap- 
tured from China. At the end of the contest 
Japan had forty-three seagoing vessels dis- 
placing in the aggregate 79,000 tons. The 
| navy now im commission embraces forty- 
eight seagoing ships of 110,000 tons displace~ 
ment and twenty-six torpedo boats. Most 
of these represent the latest types of modern 
shipbuilding. Charles H. Cramp declared im 
a recent article in the North American Re- 
view on the Japanese navy that the ship- 
building program actually in process of ex- 
ecution is calculated to produce by the year 
1903 an effective force of sixty-seven sea- 
going ships, twelve torpedo catchers, and 
seventy-five torpedo boats with an aggregate 
displacement of 200,000 tons. Not only is 
Japan now building more ships than any 
other power except England, but, according 
to Mr. Cramp. she is building better ships 
in English shipyards than England herself 
is constructing for her own navy and she is 
building other ships in France, Germany, 
and the United States. Mr. Cramp in his 
article intimated strongly that Japan’s navy 
was intended for trouble with Russia and 
that in 1902 she would have distanced Rus- 
sia in her naval preparations. 

Against Japan's present force of forty- 
eight seagoing ships and twenty-six torpedo 
boats Russia has eighty-four seagoing ships 
and thirty torpedo boats and destroyers, 
Russia has also twenty-one non-seagoing de- 
fense vessels which would not be available 
for a war with Japan. Yet Japan has twice 
as great a forcein Pacific waters as has Rus- 
sia, and that wogld be the theater of the 
war. Russia would be obliged to keep a large 
torce at home and some of her vessels would

ever since the close of the war. It will be 
remembered that Japan insisted upon the 
independence of this province, while China 
claimed it as a tributary of the empire, and 
Japan’s demand was only acceded to in con- 
sequence of its general victory in the war. 
The King of Corea was doing well under 
Japanese influence when Russia appeared 
upon the scene, and now there have been 
frequent clashes between Russia and Japan. 
In February, 1896, a revolution was incited 
by the Russians against the Japanese in- 
fluences. The King and Crown Prince were 
spirited away to the Russian legation, and, 
remaining there, governed the country from 
that point and gave the Russians everything 
they asked. Russian marines were landed 
at Chemulpo and marched to Seoul to pre- 
serve peace. 
Since then Russian influence has been 
dominant, but the exact state of affairs is not 
known. It is probable, however, that Rus- 
sia has some such agreement with Corea 
that it has with China and it is certain that 
Corea at the present time is nearly as much 
under control of Russia as is northern China, 
Japan has been wrought up over this, re- 
senting it even more than the Russianization 
of China. It is said that the death or depo- 
sition of the present Emperor would place 
‘the Japanese in power, but it is probable 
that the Russians would be able to prevent 
it. Meanwhile the formal taking posses- 
sion of Corea by the Russians is regarded 
as not far distant. The Hyoga News of 
Kobe says: “If matters are allowed to go 
just a little farther Russia’s final absorption 
of the whole of Corea seems assured.” 

The Japanese declare it is impossible for 
them to abandon Corea altogether. 


WAR’S PROBABLE OUTCOME. 
Though the Japanese would not admit it, 
the probable outcome of a war between Ja- 
pan and Russia would be Russian victory. 
That is the opinion of Western observera. 
Yet the Japanese point to their victory with 
China and assert that the Russian army 
and navy are not much better prepared for 
hostilities than were those of China, al- 
though the Russians are vastly stronger on 
peper, both tn land and naval operationa.

SEIZURE OF PORT ARTHUR. 


Port Arthur was seized by the Russians, 
and the fortifications of that great fortress 
have been restored, unti) now it is believed to 
be almost impregnable. 

Before Russia seized Port Arthur Ger- 
many seized Kiao Chou, and some weeks 
later Great Britain took possession of Wel- 
Hai-Wel. 


The latest important seizure by Russia 
is that of the Town of New Chang and the 
forts at the mouth of the River Leaou on 
Oct. 15 of this year. 

Japan has watched with growing distrust 
these developments, to which the European 
powers have offered no resistance. Her de- 
sire is to maintain the integrity of China 
and not to allow it to be absorbed by rival 
powers. The Japanese Minister at Wash- 
ington said last week in am interview that 
he was giad the United States had the Phil- 
ippines because Japan wanted a “ friendly 
neighbor.’’ None of her present neighbors is 
really friendly. The Japanese have made 
strenuous efforts to arouse some patriotism 
in China. The great aim of Japan is to pre- 
vent the ruin of China. Her cherished am- 
bition is to become the light of Asia and to 
spread the beneficent influences of civilize- 
tion over the nations ofthe far East. It was 
with this purpose in view that Marquis Ito, 
the former Premier, went to Peking in Sep- 
tember of this year and spent two months 
in the journey. His aim was to show China 
the folly of her ways. But he returned 
without hope. He found Russian influence 
too strong at the court and had not money 
enough to compete with Russiain bribes. It 
is significamt that it was during his visit 
that the Chinese Dmperor’s plans for the 
regeneration and reform of Chine were 
nipped in the bud by the prompt action of 
the Empress Dowager. 


COREA AS A FACTOR. 

The sttuation in Corea is as keen a factor 
in the present strained relations between 
Japan and Russia as is the Chinese status.

The honor of fighting for his 
country is enough for him. Another im- 
portant item is that thé Japanese soldier 
will march and fight on the smallest and 
cheapest ration 

On the other hand, the critics are not 
loud tn praise of the Russian army. While 
Russia on a war footing has 5,000,000 men, 
there are but 50,000 now available in Pacifie 
ports, according to the latest advices 
published in the Japan Mail. A writer in 
the National Review of London recent- 
ly pointed out that Russia’s forces were 
almost entirely in Europe. For instance, in 
Poland she has 217,000 men; in Wilna, 142,- 
000 men; in the south, 154,000 men; near 
Odessa, 70,000 men, and the rest of the 
forces are chiefly the reserves at St. Peters- 
burg and Moscow. A natural and reasgon+ 
able policy has led Russia to be prepared 
against possible European enemies. In Asia 
she has been inactive militarily, while strong 
diplomatically. The result is that she would 
be a much more formidable competiter 
the beginning of a war to a power that at- 
tacked her in Europe than she would be 
to one that attacked her in the Pacifica. It 
is true she could move troops to the Pacifié 
against Japan, but she would leave her 
European frontiers unprotected, and the 
temptation would be strong for other power 
to embroil themselves with her to secure 
coveted advantages in Turkey and the Bal- 
kan states, while England would be tempted 
to activity in India. 

Count Yamagata said, before he became 
Premier, that the sooner Japan had Ite war 
with Russia the better provided Japag 
would be for the struggle.

Another story told of the actor while in 
Milwaukee will serve to throw even a more 
genial light on his character. One of his 
friends was talking about him. Said she: 
“There was to be an afternoon reception 
given to him at one of the neighbors, his 
promise to attend having been secured the 
day’ before. I was superintending the ar- 
rangement of the flowers and the house was 
in confusion. Everybody was busy when 
Mr. Mansfield came up with a rush and said, 
*Tell Miss M. to come right out on the 
veranda and bring her painting things. 
I have two perfect models for her; just 
picked ’em up in the street.’ 

“* Miss M. ran off for the sketching maté- 
rials; leaving the rest of us to get the recep- 
tion ready as best we might. There was 
everything to do, or we would have watched 
the impromptu life class. Mr. Mansfield 
was a painter, you know, before he became 
an actor, and sometimes he says he is 
*“hungry’ for a good old paint. He had 
brought Miss M. two of the dirtiest, tow- 
headed ‘ polacks ' I had ever seen. Two lit- 
tle girls, the older one with a kerchief 
tied over her htad, and both bare-footed. 
Miss M. and Mr. Mansfield called them a 
delicious study in pink and yellow grays. 
The little one was almost in tears and 
hugged her empty basket as if she thought 
‘the man’ had designs on it. He promised 
them both a whole loaf of bread and some 
candy; and finally posed them satisfactori- 
ly against the wall of the house, and in the 
sun so that all of the ‘tones’ would be 
brought out.

There is the smoke and smell from 
the candles which flicker in the drafts, and 
a Marquis calls out shrilly to have them 
snuffed. And yet there is an air et the 
drama about the place, a fascination of art 
with the subtle surroundings of age, for 
this Hotel de Bourgogne was built nearly a 
hundred years before, in 1548, by the 
* Brotherhood of the Passion of Our Lord,” 
on the site of the ducal residence of tne 
Bourgogne. On the door outside is still to 
be seen the insignia of the brotherhood, 
the cross, crown, and nails, and within these 
walls were the réligious plays founded on 
the Bible and the legends of the salnts. 
Great crowds of every condition came and 
they were motley assemblies. At lasi the 
King forbade the performance of the plays 
of the passion and religious drama came 
to a close. 


The brotherhood was not studious, and 
as Spanish and Italian plays were the only 
ones worth performing the members weie 
constrained to give curious vaudeville per- 
formances in French in order to attract a 
public which wanted what it could not get. 
Trouviers and troubadours came in from the 
provinces, But the houses did not pay, and 
finally, in discouragement, the Hotel de 
Bourgogne was rented with its privileges to 
a rival theatrical troupe, which played the 
well known Spanish and Italian plays and 
called themselves ‘‘ Troupe royale de come- 


habit which has glung to the profession. 


Bellerose, who appears on the scene just 
once amid the confusion of Cyrano’s attack 
on Montfleury, and gets no farther in his 
speech to the audience than “ Noble Mi- 
lords——”’ was the first French actor to give 
dignity and character to the stage. Car- 
dinal Richelieu was so taken with his talent 
that he presented him with a magnificent 
costume for one of his famous roles, and 
paid to his company an annual stipend of 
12,000 livres. Richelieu was a great patron 
of artand letters. He had crystallized under 
the name of ‘* Académie Frangaise "’ a little 
circle of literary men, who met at each oth- 
er’s houses and at the cabarets to read and 
discuss their own productions and matters 
of literary interest. Richelieu’s patronage 
did away with the informality and spon- 
taneity of the discussions, but gave prestige 
to all opinions emanating from the group, 
and made possible the continued influence 
which today is exercised by the ** Forty Im- 
mortals.”” When the Cardinal enters his 
box at the initial performance of ** Clorise ”’ 
we can imagine the deferential bows from 
the members of the young “Académile,”’ the 
ones whom the old bourgeois has pointed 
out to his son: 
‘There is .Bouder, Boissat and Cureau de 
la Chambre, Porthéres, Colomby, Bourzeys, 
Bourdon, Arbaud, and not one of these 
names will die. Ah, but that is fine!’’ 
And today, two and a half centuries after, 
who is there, unless, perhaps, some pedantic 
student of the period, who even recognizes 
the names? 

Jodelet, who, after Bellerose, tried to speak 
to the audience, was well known, and so suc- 
cessful as the valet who intrigues and acts 
the buffoon in turn that the character be- 
came known as Jodelét. But most famous 
of all at this time was Montfleury. He was 
of good family, and served as page with 
the Duc de Guise until the theatrical fever 
seized him and led him to join the company 
at the H6tel de Bourgogne. He was enor- 
mously fat, and made an imposing if nota 
dignified King in the pompous Spanish 
drama. He had played the Cid and Horace 
with success, but his appearance as a shep- 
herd boy in an Italian idyl might well have 
roused the ire of Cyrano even if he had not 
made sheep's eyes at Roxane. Later 
Moliére took him off in his play, ‘‘ L'Im- 
promptu de Versailles,’’ which was played 
before the King. Moliére’s company was the 
only worthy rival of the Hotel de Bourgogne, 
and the bitterest feeling existed between 
the two. After Montfleury’s death—like 
many of his confréres, he was seized with 
apoplexy while acting—his son, to avenge 
him, started a scandal, which still holds its 
place in. Moliére’s biography, though it is 
not now believed to be true. Moliére, by the 
way, at this time 18 years old, liveé just 
around the corner on the Rue Saint-Honoré, 
perhaps near Rageman’s famous bakeshop. 
As a child his father used to bring him to 
this theater, and that must have roused his 
first dramatic ambition. Indeed, many of his

The operations of this powerful syndicate 
have been shroudedin considerable mystery, 
but this has now been dispelled by Mr. 
Barnes, who has told the story of the devel- 
opment of the enterprise from its inception 
to the present day. Mr. Barnes himself is 
an interesting personality. He is a man of 
infinite suavity, fineBse, plausibility, and 
polish, as well as being a ‘*‘ good fellow '’—all 
of which qualities are essential to success in 
his profession. 

In the telling of the story from his stand- 
point, Mr. Barnes relates that a band of 
twenty American capitalists got together. in 
1895 and decided to seek concessions in 
China. It was agreed that a concession to 
build railroads would-be the best to start 
with, as more likely to bring other valuable 
benefits im its train. Asan incentive to se- 
curing the Hankow-Canton concession an 
offer was made to pay the concessionnaire 
one-quarter of the profits of the syndicate, so 
long as it should remain in existence, and in 
addition and annua! salary of $25,000. But 
in spite of this generous offer and of great 


-efforts in China, London, and 8t. Petersburg, 


nothing was accomplished down to the pres- 
ent year. After the sum subscribed for the 
preliminary work had been exhausted the 
syndicate decided that it had been working 
along wrong lines. 

The Chinese people are sensitive and sus- 
picious until their confidence has been se- 
cured. They demand to see the people with 
whom they are dealing face to face, andthe 
syndicate had made the mistake of trying to 
conduct their negotiations through agents. 
When this error was realized the plan of 
campaign was instantly changed. it was 
decided, if it could be arranged, to traneact 
negotiations through the Chinese Minister 
at "Washington, his Excellency Wu Ting 
Fang. After many delays and setbacks an 
arrangement was consummated whereby the 
Chinese Minister was given full power by 
his government to conduct the negotiations 
with the syndicate on behalf of the imperial 
government. This was last March, and Mr. 
Barnes declares he was dispatched to Wash- 
ington as “ managing negotiator” for the 
syndicate and at the express request of ex- 
Benator Brice.

throne. One of these concessions conveys 
the right of building a railway from Hankow 
to Canton and thence to the sea, with col- 
lateral and branch lines. The contract calls 
for the issue of imperial bonds ta an amount 
sufficient to equip and complete the line, 
which is estimated at $40,000,000. These 
bonds will carry 5 per cent interest and run 
for fifty years. 

Mr. Barnes Ceclares that the way was beset 
with difficulties in securing these concessions 
from his Excellency. The promoter insisted 
on profits on the construction for the syn- 
dicate and the Minister refused to allow 
them. Finally there was a break in the ne- 
gotiations on this point and Mr. Barnes 
bundled up his papers and left Washington. 
When he ha@ reached Philadelphia, however, 
he was wired to return and the clause in the 
contract calling for the profits was allowed 

->- 

Mr. Barnes is optimistic as to the result of 
opening up the richest portion of the Celes- 
tial Empire by this 1,000-mile railway. He 
predicts that the Chinese will be quick to 
adopt Western ideas and that the projected 
trunk line will create a demand for Ameri- 
can among “at least one hundred 
million people.’”’ Mr. Barnes spent two win- 
ters in the far East and became familiar with 
tthe businetse methods and notions of the 
Chinese. He found it essential to conciliate 
oriental prejudices and clauses to that effect 
were inserted in the concessions. It is es- 
sentially important for the surveyors to 
avold trespass on burial grounds or the dese- 
cration of shrines. The veneration of the 
Chinese for their ancestors is probably the 
chief cause of their opposition to railways, 
because of their fear of the desecration of 
graves. 

->- 

But the natives do not present the only 
great obstacle to the securing of concessions 
from the imperial government. The vast 
country has become the arena in which the 
nations of the West are contending for com- 
mercial supremacy. The Hankow~<anton 
railway concession was fought for (accord- 
ing to Mr. Barnes) by English, French, Ger- 
man, Ruselan, Belgian, and Anglo-Italian 
syndicates. The native government regard- 
ed the American republic as representing ail 
that was peaceful and consequently less 
likely to develop lané grabbing propensities, 
Belgium was looked on in the same light, 
and the latter received the first important 
railway franchise. This was for the con- 
struction of a railroad between Hankow and 
Peking. But, it is said. the contract was

Let us look at the inteljectual life of the 
people of the’ world. It goes, of course, 
without saying, that the intellectual life is 
higher now than it has ever been. This is 
not to say that we have in the nineteenth 
as could not be point- 

n the past. ut the people 
better educated 

As to the other material aspects of the 
world, consider the progress in'the means 
of travel; or we will take the progress in 
traveling itself. I mean to say not in facili- 
ties but in the disposition to travel. People 
travel much more than ‘they did in the old 
times. For the most part people in past 
ages lived all their lives where they were 
born, and their knowledge of the outside 
world was nothing. That is not so now in 
any measurable degree. There is not a vil- 
lage in England where somebody is not to be 
found who has traveled to the-ends of fhe 
earth. No doubt that is also true of every 
village,in America. 

This disposition to travel much, I think, 
will be found characteristic of the whole 
civilized world, and is a great factor in mak- 
ing the world better. It increases the in- 
formation of the people, but it also increases 
enormously their intellect and moral tone 
from knowing something of the rest of the 
world. It.gives them more confidence in the 
ways of life. It makes them better sub- 
jects; it makes their rulers better rulers. 
The love of country, of soil, that goes with 
birth is no less than it was, but with it grows 
a greater independence of mind. 

Now let us take religion. It is not neces- 
sary to dwell on the pagan wogd. Let us 
think of the Christian world only. I know 
rs is customary to think of the birth of the 

hristian world as if the Christian came as 
a white flower upon the black soil of pagan- 
ism. I do not think there is much in ourown 
testimony to justify that, doubtful as it is, 
and much as we as Christians would like to 
believe it. 

‘When we talk now of the worldliness of 
many Christians we seem to overlook the 
story of Ananias, and when we hear of the 
faH of certain notable figures in the religious 


‘world we forget to consider how dark the 


story is of which records have been found in 
our books. Then, look at the history of the 
church. Is it a history that we are always 
proud of? 

I am not a Catholic, but.I feel the deepest 
reverence for the Catholic Church; but 
surely no good Christian would forbid me to 
Say that the history of the Popes.is not an 
enviable history, that the whole story of 
the subjection of the pagan world by the 
Catholic Church is a story disfigured at many 
points in aterrible way. Compare that with 
the present condition of, the church, | and 
surely nothing can be more obvious than its 
tremendous progress toward spirituality. 
During my time in Rome, casting my mind 
bac!. on the experiences of better men who 
had gone before me, men who had had /per- 
haps a vastly more intimate knowledge, it 
was constantly suggesting itself to me that 
the spirituality of Rome in our days was 
wonderful compared to what we learn from 
the records of the past. 

The same general statement is, I think, 
true of the church universally. Putting 
aside, hawever, all considerations of tangible 
heresies, there is the fundamental fact that 
we are inthe nineteenthcentury going back 
to the pure and unadulterated Christ theory 
to which all this betterment of the world is 
due. Apart altogether from the cardinal 
Christian doctrine of the divinity of Christ 
there is the simple and obvious fact that he 
Was an example of the highest spiritual 
purity—a’ man in his human form of unblem- 
ished character, whose theory of life seemed 
to be in contradiction to all the theories of 
worldy *life—@ho was constantly rebuking 
every evil impulse of the human heart,/who 
slapped in the face everything that seemed 
like law in the government of nations. Do 
we find that the world accepted the Christ 
doctrine straightaway?, It made a little 
laudable effort to do so when the apostles 
gathered themselves together. The Mosaic 
Testament no doubt did great good, but it 
was not for all the world. It was only fora 
few educated men. 

But the world has been struggling on to- 
ward Christ thought, and yet the whole 
Christ idea has never been so strong in the 
world as it is at this moment. Nothing is 


4 more obvious than this to those who trayel in 


all countries. In Russia, where it finds ex- 
pression through the mind of a great man, 
Tolstoi; in Germany, notwithstanding its 
material bias; in Austria, in Spain, although 
it is so bound down to ecclesiasticism; in 
Italy itself, not to speak of England, and in 
America, where the mevement is dominant, 
the great trend of religidus feeling is toward 
what we call the Christian socialism move- 
ment. 

This ts expressing itself vaguely in the car- 
ing for the poor, and the breaking down of 
agnosti¢ism in some of its forms, and in 
making of men of the type I tried to picture 
in John Storm, who gave up all the advan- 
tages of the world and devoted himself to 
his God. John Storm has not one but two 
prototypes in life. One I will call Father J. 
The other’ is the Hon, James Adderly, son 
of a peer. ; 

This Christian social movement is, I think, 
only in its infancy. It had its birth at the 
end of the nineteenth century. What it will 
be in the twentieth I do not know. But I 
feel sure that the future will find a great 
development in this movement. It is going 
to have beneficial results on the life af the 
whole world. Of that I feel sure. It will 
affect the relations of nations so as to dimin- 
ish great warfare and to settle international 
disputes. 

Think of the great advancement in institu- 
tions that are meant to provide for the poor. 
Charity, no doubt, has been in all ages, but of 
such care for the poor and the distressed as 
exists in the présent age in all countries 
we have no record in the past. 

I know It will be said that the tendency of 
the present time is to make the rich man 
richer and the poor man poorer. But the 
responsibilities of wealth are much more 
recognized, it would seem to me, thanat any 
previous time. The state is beginning to 
realize in all countries the duties of wealth 
and its.responsibilities, and to impose them 
upon the makers of wealth, whether they 
like itornot. Indeed, it is stronger now than 
at any time that the soil of the world is for 
the good of the whole, and the old feudal 
theories are almost dead. The public con- 
science is awakened. 

Again, it would appear to me that the na- 
tions are becoming more human even in 
their warfare. It is true that the wars now 
are “big wars,” as Othello terms them, 
and destroy vast numbers of lives in short 
periods. It is also true that the modern im- 
plements of warfare are, in comparison, 
more deadly than the ancient ones. But to 
leok at these facts alone would be to take a 
superfiuous view. The perils of modern war- 
fare reduce the number of great campaigns 
by making warfare too expensive and too 
terrible. In the old days of the sword and 
bow and arrow warfare appears to have been 
almost perpetual, and I should conjecture 
that the number of slain and wounded would 
be, century in, century out, greater than 
now.

Further, we must remember that great 
Wars can only be conducted by great nations. 
Little wars cannot be sustained by even the 
smallest tribes. The tendency of national 
life in our time is to unite state to state, 
kingdom to kingdom, principality to princi- 
pality, toward the making of great nations. 
The fewer the great nations the fewer the 
great wars, and the great outlook to the 
observer is that the time is surely coming 
when the nations will unite themselves by 
races. For this reason, and among many 
others, I myself think that an alliance be- 
tween the two great English-speaking na- 
tions, England and America, would be one 
of the greatest peacemakers in the history 
of the world. | 

Then think of the enormous advance that 
has been made in the condition of women 
throughout the wor!d in recent centuriés. 
Nothing, surely, is more plainly indicative 
of the civilization of a nation than its treat- 
ment of women. Where woman is free and 
held in honor civilization is highest; where 
she is held in subjection civilization is lowest. 
That is not to say that women herself con- 


| 


tributes entirely toward this civilizing end, 
though, of course, she does so partially, but 
that the chivalrous attitude which secures 
her position on an equality! with man almost 
goes with the highest condition of human 
enlightenment. 

In short, whatever characteristic develop- 
ments the altered position of woman may 
have brought with it, there ought to be no 
question In woman’s mind that the world has 
grown better in recent years. 

But all this does not mean that the world 
is not full of misery. Of course, it is full of 
suffering and pain of every kind. But here 
again, perhaps, the suffering and pain of 
the world will press themselves more upon 
our consciences because we know more of it. 
We have newspapers that tell us everything 
that is happening in the world at the mo 
ment. We travel so much more and see so 
much more of the misery of life than our 
forefathers did or knew. It is natural, 
therefore, that we should be more conscious 
of the sufferings of the present than our 
forefathers were. 

| 

Taking things altogether, not looking too 
blindly on the great disadvantages that have 
come with the faculties toward progress, I 
would repeat that I think the world is Setter 
than it has ever been. Better in all its as- 
pects, materially, morally, and intellect- 
ually, than it has ever been before. For my 
own part, I rejoice extremely at that part 
of its progress which is toward democracy. 
This great wave has been flowing in the 
world now for some hundreds of years, and 
is still flowing. It is for the good of the 
masses. Humanity does not reach the great 
ideas it attained of old, but the general con- 
dition is higher. The poor of the present 
time are freer, happier, more enlightened 
than the poor of the past, and at this season 
of Christmas I think it is an inspiring and 
uplifting. thought that the whole world is 
nearer Christ's ideals than it has ever been. 

I thoroughly believe that the spirit of 
Christianity is stronger in the world now 
than it has ever been—the spirit of self- 
sacrifice, of self-renunciation, the spirit 
which finds expression in the words, ‘‘ Do 
unto others as you would have others do 
unto you.’’ There is, I am sure, no force in 
the world at this moment so great as the 
force of Christianity, and therefore we con- 
tinue, nineteen hundred years after the 


| death of Christ, to celebrate his birth. 


He is more alive at this moment than he 
has ever been, and whether we stand within 
the churches or outside of them, we feel his 
influence more deeply in all our life, whether 
national or social, than we have ever done.

That Is Why a New Mexican Jury Ac- 
quited Him of Murdering an 
Assailant. 


The orchestra was playing a Spanish air 
in front of the postoffice one Sunday after- 
noon in the little silver-camp of Hingston,

guitars completed the orchestra. Sunday In 
Hingston was no different from any other 
day. There were a few more miners and 
cowboys in town, and possibly there was 
more gambling, otherwise the camp pre- 
served the even tenor of its way. It might 
be added that anybody who made any pre- 
tensions whatever to respectability put on 
a clean shirt. All the Mexican women in 
town, in their gayest waists and petticoats, 
Sat on the postoffice steps and on the door- 
sill of the Chinaman’'s restaurant listening 
to the music.

MONG the hosts of pirates that rangéd 
over the world from the West Indies 
there were many who distinguished 
themselves by only a few remarka- 

ble deeds, or who became famous 
through some exceptional trait of character. 
Many of them were of such obscure origin 
as to be known in history only by such 
chance names as were bestowed upon them 
by their comrades. ‘ 

L’Olonnois, the cruel, was one of these. 
Perhaps his parents, in the old Province of 
Poitou, among the sandy tracts of Olonne, 
gave him the name Francois. At any rate, he 
ss known as Francois L’Olonnois, the cruel. 
Many historical characters have been called 
“The Cruel,” but none deserved the title 
more than L’Olonnois, He left his nearest 
meaport, La Rochelle, and shipped as an 


Buccaneers decided to board. Clambering 
over the sides, they drove the gunners into 
the cabin or forced them into the hold. 
L’Olonnois turned executioner, and with his 
broad cutlass beheaded every man yet alive, 
excepting the negro hangman. This man 


he sent to the Governor of Havana witha | 


letter, in which he said: ‘‘I shall never hence- 
forth give quarter to any Spaniard whatso- 
ever. Thus I retaliate the kindness you de- 
signed to me and my companions.”’ 

With this new vessel he captured several 
rich prizes, and returned to Tortuga the most 
famous Buccaneer of the day. 

His ambitions now enlarged, and he set 
about the task of getting together a fleet of 
ships with several hundred men. As he was 
not a soldier, and knew nothing of com- 
manding men on land, he made overtures 
to Michel le Basque, Mayor of the island, 
who had been a brave though unhonored 
soldier in France, and later a successful 
Buccaneer. Among the exploits of Le 
Basque was one that made him quite a hero 
among the rough men-of Tortuga and His- 
paniola. With a select band of forty men 
he had landed on the coast of Venezuela, 
and with a shrewd guide entered Maracaibo 
unchallenged in the night. His men scat- 
tered, and at the point of the sword quietly 
brought half a hundred of the principal citi- 
zens to the cathedral. Then they ranged 
the town al) night, the citizens fearing to 
step out of their houses. When morning 
came each Buccaneer, loaded with gold and 
jewels, took one of these prominent citizens 
as his special prisoner, and together they

After serving his apprenticeship he vis- 
ited Hispaniola as a full-fledged Buccaneer. 
He soon desired a larger field, and:so went 
to Tortuga and joined a sea-roving expedi- 
tion. His daring and abjlity soon gave him 
command of two canoes with twenty-two 
men, then a position as shipmaster. He kept 
no prisoners and let none escape, so that 
in a short time his cruelty and success made 
his name such a terror to the Spaniards that 
they preferred to take their own lives rather 
than to become prisoners. 


Off the coast of Campeachy a storm 
wrecked his vesse!l,. and he succeeded in 
escaping to the shore with about half the 
crew. The Spaniards killed all but eight 
or ten, whom they kept to be tortured to 
death a little later on. L’Olonnois saved 
himself by covering his body with blood and 
crawling under the bodies of some of his 
When the Spanish soldiers 
were gone he exchanged clothing with a 
dead Spaniard and mingled freely with the 
inhabitants, taking part in the rejoicing 
that took place over his supposed death. 
Promising some negro slaves their freedom 
if they would escape with him in a canoe, he 
was not long in safely reaching Tortuga. 

Exquemelin says that “‘ by craft and sub- 
tlety ’’ and without "the expenditure of a 
cent he obtained possession of a well- 
equipped vessel manned by a crew of twen- 
ty-two. With this he hovered for a long 


time about the coast of southern Cuba, near 


Los Cayos, without sighting a ship, for the 
reason that the merchants of Havana, who 
stopped there on their way to Boca de Es- 
tera, had learned of the presence of the Buc- 
canneer chief. The Governor of Campeachy 
was greatly puzzled on hearing of this, as 
he had just concluded a thanksgiving for 
the death of L’Olonnois. At the request 
of a deputation of merchants of Havana 
the Governor concluded to destroy the pestif- 
erous ladrones. 


| A stout ship of ten guns, with a working 


crew of ninety picked men, was.sent, with 


strict orders to kill the pirates, giving no 


quarter to any but L’Olonnois, who should 
be brought to Havana for public execution. 
A negro hangman, with ropes prepared for 
the execution, went with the expedition. 


L’Olonnois saw the ship moored in the 
River Estera. | | 
.** Courage, my comrades! Courage, my 
good brothers!’”’ he cried, in a transport of 
delight. ‘‘ We shall soon be well equipped.” 
At nightfall the Buccaneers took some 
Cuban fishermen with them and noiselessly 
approached the Spanish ship. To the chal 
lenge a reply was given which allayed the 
suspicions of the watchman. Sharpshooters 
were 80 arranged as to sweep the enemy’s 
deck, and a broadside was given. As the 
Spanish crew rushed on deck, the musketeers 
poured their deadly fire into them, and then 
fell on their faces to avoid the return fire. 
The Buccaneers then hid their vessel among 
the overhanging trees along the bank of the 
stream. Firing was continued all night, and 
till the afternoon of the coming dey, when 
the Spanish ship was so disabled that the 


retreated toward their boats. When the 
Spaniards discovered the ridiculously insig- 
nificant size of the-band that had terror- 
ized them all night, they collected their 
forces and set out in pursuit; but a prisoner 
was sent back to'tell them that the moment 
an attack was made all the captive citizens 
would be killed, and the forty men would 
fight without giving or taking quarter. The 
threat was sufficient, and the bold Buc- 
caneers departed in peace with their booty. 
Aroused by the success of L’Olonnois, Le 
Basque accepted the offer of the new star 
among Buccaneers. With this powerful in- 
fluence attached to his cause, the chief soon 
had eight good vessels, with 660 experienced 
men. 
In a short time, by the exchange of prize 
ships taken, he had an equipment’ that was 
enough to strike the Spaniards with terror. 
He determined to visit New Venezuela and 
gack the towns along the coast. 


The narrow entrance to the Gulf of Vene- 
zuela was defended by 260 men behind forti- 
fications of earth mounting sixteen guns. 
Le Basque landed his men about three miles 
away, and the Spanish commandant pre- 
pared an ambuscade, but the Buccaneers 
advanced to the attack with such fury ae 


to kill nearly every Spaniard outside of the . 


fortifications. Then, with the precision of 
Hispaniola hunters, they began to pick off 
every man to be seen at the guns; andat the 
end of three hours they scaled the em- 
brasures and put to the sword thé Spaniards, 
begging for mercy. 

A few escaped to Maracaibo, eighteen, 
miles away, crying at the top of their voices 
with every step as they entered the city: 
“The ladrones are coming, 2,000 strong.’’ 

The people fied in a panic, some to the 
woods, others to Gibraltar and Merida, with 
all the valuables they could carry. After 
utterly demolishing the fortifications the 
Buccaneers sailed on to Maracaibo. They ex- 
pected to encounter an ambuscade at land- 
ing, and therefore embarked with great cau- 
tion; but no Spaniards were to be seen. 
Carefully they picked their way toward the 
town, and entered it without seeing a sin- 
gle opponent. The 4,000 inhabitants had 
fied, leaving their houses as they were when 
the people heard the first.cry that the lae- 
drones were coming. 

The deserted h furnished a baccha- 
nalian feast for all the half-starved Buc- 
caneers. The shouts of drunken revelry and 
wamton debauchery echoed through the 
streets day and night. The abodes of lux- 
ury became veritable “boucans” of Glth 
and riot. 

L’Olonnois and Le Basque, however, were 
thernselves mindful enough of their oppor- 
tunities, They sent 160 men after the fu- 
gitives, and twenty were captured’in the 
woods, with about $30,000 worth of allver 
and other valuables. 


An effort was made to extort from them 
their knowledge of secreted treasures and 
hidden citizens, but they refused to reveal 
anything. Then the savage nature of the 
Buccaneer chief blazed forth in furious rage. 


| He hacked the nearest prisoner to pieces 


with his cutlass, crying, ‘“‘ Now will you 
tell?” | 

Running the reeking blade down the throat 
of another, he screamed, “ Does that open 
your mouth?’’ Drinking handfuls of blood 
and gnawing at the palpitating heart of an- 
other before the horrified eyes of the pris- 
oners, he said: ‘If you do not confess and 
declare where you have the rest of your 
goods I will do the like to every one of you.” 

As he raised his sword over another trem- 
bling wretch the Spaniard cried out that he 
would lead them to the ‘hiding-places. But 
the fugitives changed their refuge every 
night and the searching parties. were poorly 
rewarded for their labors. After fifteen 
days of revel L’Olonnois ordered his men to 
embark for Gibraltar, on the south side of 
the lake, where it was believed that most of 
Maracaibo's wealth had been taken. Mean- 
while the alarmed country had been working 
day and night to make Gibraltar impregna- 
ble. 

‘‘No matter,” said the Buccaneer chief, 
when informed of this, “‘ the better sign that 
it is worth taking.” 

The Governor of Merida sent 400 soldiers, 
and there was an equal number already at 
Gibraltar. Twenty guns were mounted over 
strong barricades defending the only ap- 
proach tothetown. All the resources known 
to Spanish warfare were employed to make 
the defeat of the invaders inevitable and 
complete. 

When L’Olonnois saw the royal] standard 
waving over the barricades he assemDled his 
880 men and said: “ My faithful and loyal 
‘brethren of the coast,’ you see the royal 
standard of Spain hung out to show that the 
Governor of Merida has sent his garrison to 


| help Gibraltar dispute our advance. They 


have had much time in which to put their 
town in a good state of defense. But take 
courage and do as I do, who am your Cap- 
tain. At other times we have fought with 


i 


fewer men on our side than we have now, 


(and yet have overcome a greater number of 
enemies than can beinthistown. Themore 


there are, the more glory and wealth there 
will be in victory.” 

To the tumultuous shouting of the Buccan- 
eers that they would follow L’Olonnois to the 
death, he replied: ‘“‘ But remember this, the 
first man who shows any fear, or the first 
sign of it, I will pistol with my own hand.”” 

They disembarked about two miles from 
the town, and L’Olonnols gave the order to 
march, saying: ‘‘ Come, my brothers, follow 
me, and fear not.’’ 

Finding the road heavily barricaded, they 
started up a decoy path which the Spaniards 
had made for them across the swamp. It 
was but twelve feet wide, ending in an im- 
passable mire, and guns were trained to 
sweep its entire length. After an obstinaté 
and almost disastrous attempt to force their 
way through the murderous fire and treach- 
erous swamp, they were forced to return to 
the barricades. 

Here they made a spirited attack, and then 
at a given signal began to retreat, slowly 
at first, and then in confusion, as if in panic- 
stricken rout. 

The Spaniards, with triumphant shouts, 
sprang over the breastworks and rushed 
after them, determined that none should 
escape their vengeance. 

But the retreat was only a stratagem. 
When the Spaniards were out of gunshot 
from the batteries, the fleeing Buccaneers 
suddenly turned and threw themselves upon 
the disorganized soldiers with irresistible 
energy and fury. Five hundred Spaniards 
were killed outright, and«the rest chased 
into the swamps. Forty of the Buccaneers 
were dead, but the two leaders were unhurt, 
although they were always in the hottest 
part of the fight. 

There was now nothing to dispute their 
way, and the Spanish standard was soon 
replaced by the red and black banner of 
the Buccaneers. 

For six weeks the torture of prisoners and 
the search for buried treasure continued. 
The cathedral was filled with prisoners, who 
were forgotten in the debauch that followed, 
and most of them died of thirst. In eighteen 
days most of the inhabitants were dead. 

The riotous destruction brought famine, 
and then pestilence added its horrors to the 
scene. Two days were given for the people 
to raise a ransom of 80,000 pieces of eight.* 
While the Spanish committee was discussing 
the proposition the two days passed, and 
the town was burned and sacked. Ten thou- 
sand pieces of eight had been raised toward 
the ransom, and that was taken with the 
other plunder. 

The Buccaneers embarked for*Maracatibo. 
A deputation of merchants met them at the 
beach and offered to ransom the town for 
20,000 piasters, 10,000 pieces of eight, and 
500 cows. 

While this negotiation was going on a 
party of more pious Buccaneers, French- 
men Dy nationality, entered the churches 
and carried away everything portable, even 


’ to the bells, with which to furnish a church 


of their own at Tortuga. 
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Some idea of the plunder they took may 
be gained from the fact that the cocoa 
which they sold to D’Ogeron, Governor of 
Tortuga, he resold in Europe at a net profit 
of $600,000. They secured $260,000 in coin, 
besides several tons of silver bullion, which 
they sold at $10 a pound. m 

Two days before they arrived at Tortuga 
two French ships’ had arrived, laden with 
wine and brandy. A few days later there 
was not twenty gallons of intoxicants on the 
island. Two months later most of thé Buc- 
caneers, including their leader, were penni- 
less. 

L'Olonnois appears to have been a man @f 
his word, since the division of spoils was 
fairly made. Even the relatives of dead 
Buccaneers received the allotted shale. 
The immense quantity of booty haa been 
heaped together on the shore of 
Tortuga before the admiring people. 
Near by stood the female captives, 
negroes, Spanish soldiers, and Indians. Then 
the whole lot was sold at auction, piece by 
piece, 

L’Olonnois could not remain inactive and 
destitute. Without plunder he could not 
sustain his debaucheries, and without bac- 
ea revelry life was an unendurable 

re. 
He planned an expedition to Nicaragua 
and was soon in command of six ships, with 
700 men. In the Gulf of Honduras he cap- 
tured a Spanish warship having thirty-six 
guns, and ravaged the villages along the 
coast. Tiring of the small booty secured, he 
decided to go to San Pedro, thirty miles in- 
land. The Spaniards, having imple time to 
prepare for him, lined the way with am~< 
buscades, and he fought threugh them all 
to the mouths of the cannon at San Pedro. 
Here the combat lasted four hours, when a 
furious assault drove the gunners from the

works, and the white flag was raised in token 
of surrender. The citizens, in the pariey 
that followed, asked for two hours’ respite 
to care for their dead and wounded. This 
was given, but the Sparilards employed 
their time in getting away with their wealth, 
and when the Buccaneers entered the place 
it was deserted. 
-o 

Remaining here eighteen days, unable to 
get booty or ransom, they destroyed the ‘ 
town and returned to their ships. 

Three profitless months were spent along 
the cpast of Honduras, when a Spanish war- 
ehip of 800 tons’ burden, with fifty-six guns 
and 130 men, appeared and disputed the 
right of way. 

L’Olonnois met this ship with a 1 ves- 
sel of twenty-two guns and a boat. 
Standing at a distance, his sharpshooiers 
picked off sixty men, whereupon, under 
cover of the smoke, he went alongside, 
boarded the enemy on both sides at once, 
and threw most of the crew into the sea. 
But there was-no booty on board, and the 
men became mutinous. L’Olonnois pro- 
posed an expedition to Guatemala, but the 
crews were superstitious and suspicious 
because of the season of ill-luck. 

One of his Captains secretly sailed away 
with the fastest vessel and the mosi experi- 
enced men. Then another deserted, and 
L’Olonnois was left with a sorry remnant 
pf the fleet. At Cape Gracias 4 Dios his 
‘vessel grounded and went to pieces. Six 
ynonths were spent in the labor of making a 
boat out of the parts that came ashore. 
When finished it would not support half the 


of his capture bells were rung and special 
services of thanksgiving held in the 
churches. A gibbet was erected so that he 
could be hanged the next morning in plain 
view of all the people. A special holiday 
was declared and the citizens made prep- 
arations for a day of great rejoicing. 

But in the night he managed to loosen 
his hands and then cut the cords that bound 
his feet. With the knife he had secured he 
stabbed the sentinel, and got out of the room 
in which he wasconfined. But he wasa mile 
from shore, and, strange to say, he could 
not swim. However, a man of resources 
was not to be defeated by so inconsidera- 
ble an obstruction as that. He found two 
large wine jars, and emptying out the wine 
he corked them tightly and tied them to- 
gether. Using them as life preservers, he 
sprang overboard and reached the shore 
just at daylight. | 


There was great consternation when it was 
found that the prisoner had escaped, and the 
authorities at once set upon his track blood- 
hounds and hunters trained to capture 
slaves. 

He went to the vine-covered mangrove 
swamps, and swung himself from tree to 
tree with his strong arms like a gorilla in 
the forests of Africa, He could hear the bay- 
ing hounds, the shouts ef men, and the 
ringing of alarm bells® Through these 
forests, full of reptiles and wild beasts, he 
made his way for seventeen days toward 
Golfo Triste. Arriving there after privations 
and perils that made his journey seem al- 
most miraculous, he found some old com-

tempt withstanding a hundred horsemen. 
A few suggested the advisability of making 
the best possible terms of surrender. Some 
othegs thought it best to seek shelter. 

“Surrender!” cried Roche Brasiliano. 
“Your lives will be pressed out of you in 
torture. Seek shelter? You will be like dogs 


in a hole. There is no safety but in imme- 
diate attack. Make ready! Take aim! 
Fire! ”’ 


Their long muskets covered the range, and 
more than a score of Spaniards fell. The 
horsemen circled about the thirty men and 
poured in a fusillade. For more than an 
hour the Spaniards wheeled, charged, and 
fell back out of range. Then, having lost 
more than half their men, they ran away 
from the deliberate and deadly guns of the 
Buccaneers, leaving their dead and wounded 
where they fell. , 

Oniy two Buccaneers were dead and two 
others slightly wounded. Victory came in 
the nick of time; the Buccaneers had their 
last round of ammunition in their guns. 
From the Knapsacks of the Spaniards were 
taken enough wine and dried beef to afford 
the promised feast, and the starving Buc- 
caneers were soon possessed of the hilarious 
desire to fight all the Spaniards in the world. 

Two days later they came upon a lot of 


Spaniards cutting logwood near the shore, 
guarded by a stout coast vessel. Roche 


Brasiliano hid his men at the landing place - 
and waited for a boat to come ashore. The. 


next morning their patience was rewarded, 
and by suddenly springing out upon ten men 


as they stepped ashore from the ship’s boat

go with the chief. It was the intention to 
capture as soon ae possible a boat large 
enough to hold them all. In the Nicaragua 
River they were attacked by an overwheim- 
ing force of Spaniards and driven away with 
the loss of nearly half their number. 

He then went on to Boca del Toro, near 
(Cartagena, South America, where the peo- 
ple were friendly to the Buccaneers. He 
gould have returned from that place to Tor- 
juga, but he was determined not to go back 
empty hand , and he would not desert his 
companions at Cape Gracias 4 Dios. 

Putting to sea again he landed for water 
at La Pointe a Diégue, on the coast of Darien. 
Rendered desperate by his misfortunes, he 
determined to attack, with his feeble force, 
the town near by. The peoplecalled to their 
aid a band of Bravo Indians, who were as 
fierce and daring asthe Buccaneers. Theat- 
tack was made with the most desperate and 
savage courage, but was withoutavail. The 
Indians had as much brute strength and 
reckless courage as themselves. A few of 
the Buccaneers succeeded in escaping to 
their boats, but most of the men, with 
L’Olonnois, were overpowered and bound. 
All the prisoners were burned at the stake 
but the unfortunate chief, who was reserved 
for prolonged torture at the hands of his 
Indian captors. They were as expert and 
heartless in that work as any in America. 

Exquemelin says: ‘‘ Thus ends the history, 
the life and the miserable death of that in- 
fernal wretch, L’Olonnois, who, full of hor- 
rid, execrable, and enonmous deeds, and 
debtor to so much innocent blood, died by 
cruel and butcherly hands, such as his own 
were in the course of his life.” 

Among those whom the chroniclers have 
considered worthy of mention Barthelemy 
Portugues is specially noted for his remark- 
able pes. He was also the leader in 
many brilliant exploits. ¢ 

Off Cape de Corriente, with a flyboat 
having four three-pounders and a crew of 
thirty men, he met a powerful galieon having 
twenty guns and seventy men. The Buc- 
caneers ran alongside the Spanish vessel, 
and, stripping off their clothing, grasped 
their swords in their teeth and clambered 
like cats up the sides of the ship.

Then most of the as- 
sailants grasped their swords again and 
once more scaled the sides of the ship, while 
those that remained kept their muskets lev- 
eled at the deck.

These were set adrift in the filyboat, and the 
Buccaneers were masters of a handsome ves- 
gel, rich in phunder and armament.

Stitching Is the Thing. 


I have been noting the chief characteristics 
of dress during the last week and I have 
weeded out a few generalities to tell you. 
A marked characteristic of cloth gowns is 
the stitching. 

Rows of stitching trim these gowns, and 
sometimes this is varied by the stitching be- 
ing used on bands of cloth,and then these are 
applied to the gown, making a rich effect. 
The heavy cloths, which are double-faced, 
plaid on the wrong side and plain outside, 
have the skirts unlined and turned up about 
the bottom eight or ten inches and stitched. 

This gives a wiry flare to the bottom, and 
no stiffening or interlining is required. The 
rows of stitching sink deeply and/form a 
decorative trimming. 

Bands of fur are much used for trimming, 
and in many cages braiding is used above 
the fur. Insertions or scrolls of heavy lace 
are also used in combination with fur and 
the effect is extremely rich. 

Praid of all sorts is much in vogue, and 

some magnificent designs are carried out 
by the smart dressmakers. The entire bodies 
of gowns are enriched in this way and fre- 
quently a skirt has en elaborate design ex- 
tending up the front. 
Usually several’ widths and designs fn 
braid are used for embroidery, a wide and 
a narrow variety, and in most cases silk nail 
heads and silk thread embroidery are also 
used to complete the exquisite detail of 
decoration. 

One of the newest ideas in decoration is 
that of cut out designs in the form of scrolls, 
flowers, ete. These are cut from broadcloth,, 
and applied with silk braid to cover the 
edges. These are usually of some contrast- 
ing color—not violent contrast, but, for ex- 
ample, on a navy blue gown the flowers or 
design applied will be black, dark green, 
heliotrope, or slate gray, or ona brown cloth 
the design will be tan or fawn. 

These flowers and scrolls are large and 
distinct, and make a fine show. Of course 
they must be applied with the greatest 
skill, lying perfectly flat, else the result, 
is ugly, and suggests the bungling home 
dressmaker. 

For dressy cloth gowns there is nothing 


euch words of warning and of criticism to

It is, therefore, only in a qualified sense, 
that the sensational utterances of Sir Ed- 
mund Monson at the Chamber of Com. 
gnerce banquet at Paris the other day, can 
be described as “American diplomacy.”’ 
«Indeed, it is impossible to find in all the an- 
nels of the latter a single instance of a 
United States envoy availing himself of 
the opportunity afforded by a post-prandial 
oration at a public banquet to warn the 
people of the country in which he was sta- 
tioned against the government to which 
he was accredited. There being no Ameri- 
ean precedent for a speech such as that de- 
livered by Sir Edmund, it is manifesf that

“American Diplomacy ” Described. 
American diplomacy may be broadly de- 
scribed as a disregard for the traditions, the 
precedents, the etiquette, and the rules 
which have hitherto governed international 
intercourse, Diplomacy is still considered 
by most people ingthe old world as a pro- 
fession of mystery and its science almost as 
one of the black arts. Dissimulation and 
downright lying are widely looked upon asa 
necersary part of the stock in trade, and so 
true, in many instances, is the old familiar 
Béfinition of a diplomat to the effect that 
ge is “an individual sent to lie abroad for 
ta. benefit of his country” that we find 
©eunt Ignatieff, the most famous and most

craft as elaborated by Machiavelli, he was 
able to deceive his adversaries and rivals to 
a still greater degree by adhering to the 
truth than by indulging in mendacity. Some 
of his greatest diplomatic successes were 
achieved in this manner, notably his vic- 
tories over Count Benedetti, the French Am- 
bassador to Berlin prior to the war of 1871, 
and his equally signal defeat of the Russian 
Chancellor, Prince Gortchakoff, some eight 
years afterward. 


Bismarck’s Shrewd Plan. 


The English were not slow to adopt Prince 
Bismarck’s principles of diplomacy, in so far 
as the substitution of truth for dissimula- 
tion and lying were concerned. ‘The Anglo- 
Saxon is but a poor and inartistic Har at the 
best,and, asa diplomat, has generally on this 
account found himself at a disadvantage in 
dealing with foreign adversaries more 
bountifully equipped in this respect. It is 
difficult to find in the past centuries any 
English statesman or envoy who hae 
achieved such fame in diplomacy as, for in- 
stance, Richelieu, Mazarin, Kaunitz, Met- 
ternich, and Talleyrand, and if there area 
few exceptions it will be generally found 
that, as in the case of the first Marquis of 
Londonderry, they had enjoyed the ines- 
timable advantage for the diplomatic pro- 
fession in old days of kissing the blarney- 
stone. 

One often hears Great Britain described on 
the continent of Europe, and especially in 
France, as “ Perfidious Albion.”” This desig- 
nation dates from the time previous to 
Prince Bismarck when English diplomatists 
were in the habit of lying in such an inar- 
tistic manner that they were perpettally 
being found out. In the new diplomacy the 
English feel much more at home, are no 
longer handicapped by strains upon their 
conscience, and have been able to beat even 
Muscovite statesmen and Ambassadors, who 
are admittedly the greatest masters of the 
diplomacy of the old or Machiavelian school. 
When the late Lord Clarendon, so long in 
charge of the international : relations of 
Great Britain, was examined by the Parlia- 
mentary cémmittee on the diplomatic serv- 
ice, and was asked whether in his judgment 


answered: “* No; I think the special art re- 
quired is this—to be perfectly honest, and 
truthful, and straightforward.” It is upon 
this axiom that Anglo-Saxon diplomacy of 
the present day is based, and there is no 
doubt that slow! and by degrees the 
practice is extending to other countries. 


An Excess of Formality. 


One thing, however, has still remained to 
hamper this Anglo-German form of modern 
diplomacy—namely: a too deferent regard 
for the various rules and formalities of the 
profession, and, above all, a conviction that 
it was the first and foremost duty of an 
Ambassador to be as silent and as impene- 
trable as the Sphinx. I can recall Sir Ed- 
ward Malet in delivering a speech at the 
Queen's jubilee banquet in 1887 excusing 
himself for what he alleged to be his lack of 
eloquence with the remark: ‘“ You know, 
we diplomatists are told not to speak, and 
“to keep our mouths closed.”’ Now. silence 
is all well in its way, especially as it has the 
effect of not only mystifying the people with 
whom one is brought into contact, but like- 
wise imbues them with the belief, sometimes 
undeserved, of one’s sagacity. Yet there 
are moments where silence is a drawback, 


any specialart was — in diplomacy, he. 


and where a directness of speech is of ad- 
vantage from a diplomatic point of view. 
This has been realized and put into practice 
with signal success by the foreign repre- 
sentatives of the United States, who, unhin- 
dered by old-time traditions, rules, and 
ethics of diplomacy, bring to the perform- 
ance of their duties the unfettered principles 
of plain, honorable, and, above all, frank 
business-men, who, if they perceive a sensl- 
ble and straightforward manner of accom- 
plishing their official task, at once proceed 
to do so, without the slightest regard for or 
deference to the trammels and precedents 
of diplomacy. 

That is evidently what Sir Edmund Mon- 
s0n meant when he described himself at the 
Chamber of Commerce banquet the other 
day as taking a leaf out of the book of the 
new American diplomacy. His action was 
American, in that it was unwarranted by 
precedent or diplomatic rule. And yet it 
was a sensible and sure method of achieving 
a@ certain object; which, In spite of all that 
is said to the contrary, has been secured, 

Foreigners are far too apt to judge France 
from the irresponsible utterances of the 
Parisian newspapers and from the occa- 
sional speeches, and sometimes from the 
policy of shortlived ministries, the members 
of which are willing to pander to the 
Chauvinist sentiments of the boulevards in 
order to win and retain that ephemeral 
popularity which is the basis of ¢heir brief 
tenure of office. 

Wrong View of France. 

This is a mistake. The most important 
element of public opinion in France, that, in 
fact, which from time to time makes its ir- 
resistible power felt in the councils of the 
nation, of which it may be said to consti- 
tute the true backbone, is to be found in 
the great industrial, commercial, and agri- 
cultural interests situated beyond the walls 
of Paris, in the great provincial towns and 
rural districts. The French manufacturer, 
the merchant, the land owner, and the petty 
trader as well, has but little in comnf@n or 
in sympathy with thg noisy, frothy Parisian 
press or with the c@rpetbag politician, who 


constitutes nine-tenths of the French legis- 


lature. It is in the provincial towns end 
rural districts of France that are to be 
found the sobriety of manner, of speech, and 
of action, the sound common sense, and that 
extraordinary thrift and industry which 
enabled this really great and glorious na- 
tion to recover with such marvelous rapidity 
from the crushing disaster of 1871 and to 
resume so speedily her place in the foremost 
ranks of the great powers. It was this ele- 
ment of the-French nation that the British 
Ambassador desired to reach by means of 

is speech at the Chamber of Commerce 

nquet. And if he selected this method 
it was in obedience to instructions from 
Lord Salisbury, and because it was the most 
efficacious and certain manner of attaining 
his objec:. 

Every one who has at any time formed 
part of the diplomatic service of his coun- 
try is aware of the almost inconceivable ex- 
tent to which the dispatches published in 
the so-called “‘ blue books,’* “ red books,” 
“green books,” and “ yellow books” of 
the various European governments are 
“cooked ”’ and arranged for the digestion of 
the legigiature and of the public.. Iam sorry 
to say that even the English are adepts in 
the art, none of the confidential dispatches 
which furnish the key to the situation being 
ever by any chance included in the blue 
book. French opinion with regard to Eng- 
land, especially in connection with all the 
recent controversies with England, has 


been | 


derived from the French yellow books, 
which naturally give a one sided and ultra- 
French version of the difficulties, conveying 
the impression that England has all along 
been the aggressor, and anxious to offend, 
exasperate, and humiliate her old ally across 
the channel. Naturally, the Parisian press 
has indorsed this view, and exaggerated it 
in its customary manner. English blue 
books do not reach the vast masses of the 
French people, and the political speeches of 
Lord Salisbury and his colleagues are likely 
to be distorted beyond recognition when re- 
produced in the Gallic newspapers. 


Monson’s Method Effective. 


Consequently there has been no means of 
reaching what I described above as the back- 
bone of France, save by a sensatioral utter- 
ance, such as that of Sir Edmund Monson, 
which, by reason of its violation of all the 
accepted rules and traditions of old-fash- 
ioned diplomacy, has secured verbatim re- 
production in every journal throughout the 
length and breadth of the country to which 
he is accredited. He appealed to the best 
element of the French nation to believe in 
the honest desire of England for an equ'ta- 
ble understanding with France, and for the 
latter in consequence to discountenance the 
anti-British policy of exasperation and pin 
pricks, which he declared could only serve 
to procure ephemeral! satisfaction ond popu- 
lation for short-lived ministries. It would 
seem that Sir Edmund’s appeal has borne 
fruit. For while the Ambassador himself 
has repudiated any intention of offending 
the French government or of interfering 
in its internal affairs, the French Forcign 
Minister, Deleasse, has announced that«he 
would accord no official approval or support 
to the much discussed project mooted at 
Pafis of establishing French educational 
institutions at Khartum and elsewhere in 
upper and lower Egypt for the express pur- 
pose of combating British influcnces in 
those regions. 

In fact, Sr Edmund's speech seems to 
have cleared the air and to have contrib- 
uted to an eventual restoration of friendlier 
feelings betwen Great Britain and France. 
The commercial and indust:.al Interests 
which the two nations have in common are 
col 1 beyond all conception. It is doubt- 
ful, in fact, if there are any other two na- 
tions on the face of the earth which are 
bound together so closely by economic ties, 
and the ruin in England, and particularly. 
in France, that would ensue in the event of 
a war between the two powers would be so 
vast as to take the form of a cataclysm. It 
would fall in France not on the Parisian 
journalists nor on the carpet bag politicians, 
but upon the moneyed, the commercial, the 
industrial, and agricultural classes—upon 
all, in fact, that is best and most admirable 
in that nation. 

_ ~Instigated by Salisbury. 

Sir Edmund, it. may be added, did not 
speak his address from memory, but read it 
—a convincing proof that his remarks were 
premeditated and delivered under explicit 
instructions from Lord Salisbury, instead 
of partaking of the nature of a postprandial 
indiscretion, as insisted by many of the 
French and Binglish newspapers. He is of 
all English diplomats the most cautious, 
the most carefully trained, and the most ex- 
perienced. He was well aware of what he 
was doing when he delivered his speech 
at the Chamber of Commerce banquet, and, 
judging from the results which he has 


achieved thereby, it may be said that the 
end has justified the means that he em- 
ployed—namely: what he was

WESTERN COLLEGE’S RECORD. 


University of Michigan Furnishee Two 
Hundred and Fifty-nine Men for 
the Spanish War. » 


The December number of the Michigan 
Alumnus is devoted to a record of the Unt- 
versity of Michigan men in the war with 
Spain and is an issue of unusual interest. 
According to the statistics, 259 men were 
in the service, including a Brigadier Gen- 
éral, thirteen Majors—all but two of whom 
were in the medical branch—six assistant 
surgeons, eleven Captains, thirteen First 
Lieutenants, and five Second Lieutenants. 
There were men on various warships, and the 
university was also represented in both 
Colonel Roosevelt’s and Colonel Terry’s. 
cavairy troops. One hundred and thirteen 
undergraduates went to the front. twenty- 
seven of whom were in the senior clags. 
Eight men were killed. Among the interest- 
ing papers is one on “A War Correspondent,” 
by Sylvester Scovel, who came into un- 
enviable notoriety at the time the Amert- 
can flag was raised over Santiago. Scovel 
was in the class of 1891 at the University of 
Michigan. He quotes a letter from Com- 
mander Wainwright to offset the reports of 
the meeting with Genera) Shafter which 
have made him out to be “‘ a most conceited 
reckless, quarrelsome, and ill-mannered 
person.”

always called the Pheenix. His crew always 
consisted of about 100 men, and they were 
selected not alone for their courage and en- 
durance, but also for their polite and gentle- 
manly bearing.

Shrewdly judging that the Spaniards on 
the ship would believe their brethren ashore 
to be fighting Indians, and of course victo- 
rious, Bras de Fer clothed his men in the 
equipments of the slain and marched in 
Spanish military style down the beach to the 
boat. Then they rowed out to the ship. 
Drawing the broad-brimmed Panama hats 
over their heads so as to hide their faces, 
they clambered quickly aboard and covered 
the amazed Spaniards with their guns.

For the 


same length of time *“‘ Michael Strogoff,”’ in 
1880-’81, drew 1,948,056 francs in the Chate- 


let, while “‘Round the World in Eighty 


tails if they served no other purpose than 
English publicant, 


CATHOLICISM IN AMERICA. | 


and the 


{BY FERDINAND BRUNTIERE, OF THE 
FRENCH ACADEMY. ‘Translated for ‘‘ The 
Tribune"’ by the Very Rev. Miles J. Whelan, 
D. D., Professor of Dogmatic Theology.) 

OME months ago Ferdinand Brun- 
tiere visited America. To all lovers 
of French literature, and, indeed, to 
all students of the day, the name of 
Bruntiere will call up visions of 

brilliant criticism, for he stands today with- 
out a peer in his school of writing. Brun- 
tiere came not to ridicule, but to criticise 
justly; to present to his readers -a true 
picture of what.he saw in our institutions, 
colored, no doubt, by the glasses through 
which he saw, but friendly still. 

What field was offered for original inves- 
tigation? Bruntiere chose the relationship 
of the church and state in American insti- 
tutions. 

Before leaving Europe Bruntiere visited 
the Pope. It is said that his journey was 
inspired by the Pope himself. At any rate, 
when Bruntilere left the Vatican for Amer- 
ica he did so with the full approval of his 
Holiness for his mission. He knew the parm 
ticular researches the Pope desired him 
to make. He was given letters of introduc- 
tion to the leading members of the hierarchy 
of this country. He stopped at New York, 
Baltimore, Washington, and other cities, 
He was the guest of Cardinal Gibbons, the 
Archbishops, and the leading dignitaries 
of the church wherever he went. In Wash- 
ington he saw the President and other gov- 
ernment officials, was a guest at the Catholic 
University, and was entertained by Mer, 
Martinelli, the Apostolic Delegate to the 
United States. 

With his mind full of American ideas he 
returned to Rome. Again he saw the Pope, 
to whom he presented the result of his 
trip. So it was that when his observations 
appeared they were regarded as inspired 
by the Pope and as representing his views 
as well as those of the prelates of the 
United States. As such they have been ac- 
cepted by the Catholics of France, ané 
perhaps will be by the Catholics of America, 
The matter follows: | 


these latter times I know of none more inter- 
esting, more significant in every way, nor, in- 
deed, more paradoxical than the growth of 
Catholicism in the United States. 

Is it liberty that has effected all this? 
Liberty! it is only a condition. We must 
look deeper. If there are causes, partic- 
ular and local, causes truly American, of this 


ers, more general, and which belong perhaps 
to the essence of Catholicism. 

“If Catholicism,” wrote Tocqueville, 
“‘would free itself from the political an- 
tipathies which it has excited, I scarcely 
doubt but that it would quickly make great 
conquests.”” This has happened in America, 
in the United States, in this, our day, and 
it is this I would essay to prove. | 

I would not here recall the first begin- 
nings, now quite remote (1634), of Cathol- 
icism in the United States if they did not 
mark at the same time the first appearance 
of tolerance and religious liberty in Amer- 
ica. The Americans are well aware of this, 
and their historians speak of Sir George 
Calvert, first Lord Baltimore, and of his 
two sons, the founders of the colony of 
Maryland, with no less gratitude and patriot- 
ic pride than of the founders of New Eng- 
land, the pilgrims of the Mayflower. 

The colony of Lord Baltimore did not 
hesitate to try the experiment of admitting 
Protestants, and before twenty years had 
passed the Protestants, after having prof- 
ited by the tolerance granted them to found 
numerous churches, and finding themselves 
sufficiently numerous and strong, abused 


) their tolerance by reéstablishing intolerance 


on the ruins of liberty. 

They claimed the supremacy in a province 
where they had enjoyed equality; false al- 
legations were not spared; they demanded 
the establishment of a system of benefices 
for the Protestant clergy at the expense of 
the entire colony, writes the historian 
Bancroft, and, finally, in 1681, the English 
ministry decided that thenceforward all the 
public offices of Maryland could be intrusted 
to none but Protestants. ' 

For the recovery of their rights the Cath- 
olics of Maryland had to await the war of in- 
dependence and the passage of the famous 
article of the constitution of 1787. Two 
years later, Nov. 6, 1789, following the nego- 
tiations carried on between the court of 
Rome and the government of the new repub- 
He, through the intermediary of Franklin 
Baltimore was made the first Episcopal see 
of America. 


If it is pleasant to behold the of Cath- 
oliciem in America, accompanied by that of 
religious tolerance, it is none the less for 
us to remark that its first advances are 
associated with the action of France—and as 
a consequence of the French revolution. 
Whether by a compensation of Providence 
or through the irony of history, to the car- 
rying out of our “ constitution civile”’ for 
the clergy is due the origin of the revival 
of Catholicism in England and of its spread 
in the United States. The Catholics of Amer- 
ica needed above all priests and the few 
whom they had lacked training. France 
gave them the first of their higher sem- 
{naries, that of Baltimore, founded in 1791 
by the Sulpicians, and a Frenchman, Father 
Nagot, was its first superior. 

During the same period, 1791-1800, two 
other Frenchmen, Mkewise driven from 
France by the revolution, the Abbé Matig- 
non, and the Abbé Jean-Louis-Anne-Made- 
line de Cheverus, who was afterwards Arch- 
bishop of Bordeaux, Peer of France, and 
Cardinal, undertook the establishment of 
Catholicism in Boston. 

If the task was hard their success repaid 
them, for in 1808 Boston was one of the four 
new dioceses which Pope Pius VII. erect-. 
ed in America. The three others were those 
of New York, Bardstown, Ky., transferred 
since to Louisville, and of Philadelphia. The 


‘gee of New Orleans became American by 


the annexation of Louisiana in 18038, and re- 
mained under the administration of the 
Archbishop of Baltimore from 1809 to 1815— 
that is, until the nomination of Mgr. Du- 


bourg. Of the four Bishops appointed in 


1808 two were Frenchmen, Mgr. de Cheverus 


of Boston and Mer. Flaget of Bardstown. |

However, generally speaking, the truth 
which the American Catholics, with their 
eminently practical sense of the needs of a 
democracy have mainly insisted on, as 
against the Protestants, is the same as the 
fundamental thesis of Bossuet, in his “ His- 
toire des Variations.”” Their great effort has 
been to establish the necessity in matters of. 
faith and morals of a court of final appeal. 
This is what is known as the “ church ques- 
tion.”” If we are not Christians, then we 
can take of this matter any view we choose. 
But if we are Christians—and we are, if we 
are Episcopalians or Baptists, Methodists 
or Presbyterians—we must have a rule to 
guide us, and this rule, in order to be one at 
all, must be independent of ourselves, ex- 
ternal, anterior, and superior to us; and 
since experience shows that it is not always 
clear, and since we have need of men whose 
sole occupation will be the study of this 
rule, and since, in fine, this study may lead 
even these men to widely different conclu- 
sions, we have need of an authority to re- 
duce to unity their divisions, their diver- 
gencies, and their contradictions. But their 
adversaries find here a new weapon of at- 
tack. The argument is only too well known, 
and has been refuted more than a hundred 
times, but all to no purpose; it is so conven- 
lent always to return toit. Where is this 
rule?” the Catholics areasked. “ Isit notat 
Rome? And can any good citizen submit 
his beliefs to be governed by a foreign au- 
thority, or can any one who does so be a 


ters?’ In the United States, and at a time 
when it can be said there did not yet exist 
a nation, but only a federation of independ- 
ent States, between which the constitution 
was only a common bond, people pretended 
to fear that if “‘ the Catholic Church would 
ever come to prevail it would be the death 
blow of the constitution of the United 
States.”’ 

M. Bruntiere here quotes from several au- 
thors, as well as from the letters from the 
Plenary Councils of Baltimore, addressed to 
the Pope at different periods. His intention 
is to prove the efforts of the Catholic clergy 
to make their people the best of citizens. 

Finally there is another hindrance to the 
propagation of Catholicism in the United 
States, which has several] times been brought 
to my attention, but of which I scarcely 
dare speak, as it is one the force of which 
cannot be easily measured or even its ex- 
istence verified. Is it then true, can it be 
possible, that in this great democracy the 
humble origin and humble condition of the 
greater number of Catholics would cast re- 
flection on the doctrines which they profess? 

We would not seadily believe that Amer- 
icans indulge in this manner of thought and 
appreciation. It would be, not only too aris- 
tocratic, but, to speak truly, too inhuman. 
But if it be considered necessary to have two 
kinds of worship, one for the poorer classes 
and one for the millionaires, far from being 
a hindrance to the future progress of Cathol- 
icism, this disposition will, on the contrary, 
be its promise and guaranty. Some churches 
may be the communions for the aristocrats; 
the Catholic church is today more than ever 
the church of the poor. So long as it re- 
mains such it will control the hearts of the 


people. 
If I have deemed it 


to enter into 
these details it is not that I thought they 
would furnish anything un ted for the 


greater portion of my readers, but it Is be- 
cause they attest how much the church of 
the United States has always had at heart, 
even from the beginning, not only the main- 
tenance but the strengthening. of its union 
with Rome, and above all they suffice to de- 
fend this church against and to resent the 
singular praise which some persons imagine 
they bestow upon it when they laud the nov- 
elty of its doctrines or the independence of 
its manner of procedure. I know some who 
would even add the liberty of its morals. 
And this leads me to a remark of some im- 
portance, 


In complete opposition to the idea some- 
times formed concerning them the American 
Catholics were among those who most eager- 
ly sought the definition of these two dogmas, 
Immaculate Conception and “ Papal 
Infallibility.” Assuredly, if there are two 
dogmas that cause much difficulty between 
Catholics and Protestants, these two are 
such. In the eyes of Protestants the dogma 
of the immaculate conception sums up the 
idolatry of Rome; here this idolatry has its 
most complete expression. And onthe other 
hand it is clear that a Protestant that would 
subscribe to Papal infallibility would cease 
to be a Protestant, or, rather, having ceased 
to be such, would be already a Catholic.* 
And yet, surrounded as it is by Protestant 
communions, ths Catholic Church in Amer- 
ica not, only never disguised anything, dis- 
simulated anything, softened anything in 
these two doctrines that might seem hard 
and unacceptable to those whom they sought 
to convert, but on the contrary no other 
church, more constantly, more ardently, I 
repeat, solicited the definition and procla- 
mation of these two points of belief. 

Does this mean that there is nothing new 

in the evolution of Catholicism tn the United 
States? No, beyond doubt; but it must be 
well understood, “‘Multze sunt mansiones 
in domo Patris,” there is more variety than 
some think within the broad compass of 
Catholicism, and room for more liberty than 
some think that the center of unity. Cath- 
olic truth does not change. 
Let us try to make clear what may be ob- 
scure in this comparison, and, for example, 
examine how a closer union with the Holy 
See, far from putting a constraint upon the 
liberty of the church in America, in reality 
increases it; how in consequence of abso- 
lute submission the independence of the in- 
dividual becomes more complete; and how, 
finally, from this bold manner of dealing 
with tradition there results.a rejuvenating 
of tradition itself. 


This concludes the first part of M. Brun- 
tiere’s essay. Having thus discussed the 
origin and growth of Catholicism in the 
United States, the academician takes up the 
relations of the different parties in the 
church in America today.

ARE FIGURES OF A GERMAN. 


N ingenious German named Boysen, 
who seems to have plenty of time on 
his hands, has been engaging in cu- 
rious investigations, the results of 
which appear in a pamphlet he has 

published in Berlin. It occurred to him to 

regard the thousands of vessels that throng 
the Atlantic as so many inhabited oases in 
the vast desert of waters, and the novel 
problem he set himself te solve was the 
average density of human population on the 

Atlantic Ocean. So he went to work with all 

a German’s patience and industry to study 

this interesting question. First he spent a 

long time collecting statistics from every 

port showing the number of ships plying 
between the various Atlantic ports, the 
number of persons on board of them, and 
the number of days spent at sea. He gath- 
ered all attainable data on these points cov- 
ering an entire year and by skillful combina- 
tion of his facts he was able to reach some 
int conclusions, though, in the nat- 
ure of things, he could not attain a high 
degree of exactitude. He was unable, for 
instance, to obtain satisfactory data con- 
cerning warships and the fishing fleets on the 

Atlantic, and so he left them entirely out of 

his calculations. 

Herr Boysen found that for the year under 
investigation there was a daily average of 
8,651 sailing vessels at sea, with 44,899 men 
in their crews. Every day also, 1,504 steam- 
ships, with crews numbering 58,263 men and 
82,565 passengers were afloat on the Atlan- 
tic. This made a daily average for the year 
of 5,155 vessels and 130,727 persons spread 
over the whole Atlantic surface. 

Herr Boysen had no easy nut to crack 
when he attempted to work out from these 
statistics and the manifold paths of all these 
vessels in the sea the density of popula- 
tion throughout the Atlantic.” In fact, he 
found no density of impressive proportions. 
Of course, there are wide areas of the ocean 
which are seldom visited by vessels, and for 
the entire Atlantic Herr Boysen found that 
the average density of population, for the 
year he investigated, was only 0.002 per 
equare kilometer, which is comparable with 
the extremely small density of population 
among the hunter and fisher folk of the 
northern half of North America. The density 
was more considerable, of course, along the 
well-traveled ocean routes and Boysen 
found that between the British coasts and 
North America the mean density of this 
fluctuating population was 0.01 per square 
kilometer, which fis about equal to the 
density of population along the Arctic coast 
of Siberia, where there are a good many 
Yakuts and Chukchees; and upon the route 
from England to Gibraltar the density was 
0.025 per square kilometer, as in Patagonia 
and Terra del Fuego. The most thickly pop- 
ulated part of the sea, the English Channel, 
where the average density is 0.07, is com 
parable with the population scattered over 
the Province of Yakutsk, Siberia. 

The color scheme on Herr Boysen’s map 
to show the various densities will be likely 
to deepen its tints if the immense changes 
An transportation continue. Within the last 
fifteen years ocean carriage has been prac- 
tically revolutionized in point of cheapness

One such tow, consisting of 
thirty-eight flatboats, has been sent down

e steamer; and a great deal of coal ig 
ed in this way from Pittsburg to New 
Orleans, 2,000 miles, at 60 cents aton. The 
elous cheapness of this flatboat trans- 
portation is the reason why the amount of 
freight moved on steamers in the Missis- 

Bippi Valley has decreased fully one-half 

in the last twenty years, while the amount 

moved on flatboats by the tow system has 
increased about threefold in the same time. 

Returning to ocean transportation, we find 
that the remarkable decrease in freight 
charges within twenty years is almost 
wholly due to inventions and improvements 
in machinery. Iniprovements in steam en- 
gines now enable vessels bound for the 
Orient to go from Great Britain and the 
continent direct to the Suez Canal without 
coaling at any intermediate port. Technical 
progress now makes one pound of coal fur- 
nish as much steam as three pounds twenty 
years ago. In other words, the cost of 
steam power, owing to improvements in en- 
gines, boilers, and grates, has been reduced 
fully two-thirds. Less time is now required 
to build freight steamers than formerly; 
their carrying capacity is much greater, 
they travel faster, and the risks of ocean 
traffic have been much reduced. The largest 
freighter in the world, the steamer Pennsyl- 
vania, built in 1897, has a carrying capacity 
of 14,000 tons, a remarkably smal! coal con- 
sumption for so large a vessel, and an aver- 
age speed of thirteen knots. Other mam- 
moth vessels are building for the Hamburg, 
White Star, and other lines, and they will 
illustrate the meaning of the new era in 
freight transportation. 


AN the transatlantic vessels, until within 
a few years past, were bullt with a view to 
the ever-increasing emigration to the United 
States, without which they could not be 
made to pay, on account of thoir large con- 
sumption of coal and small freight capacity. 
Freight earning was subordinated to steer- 
age passenger earning. But today emigra- 
tion to the United States has largely falien 
off, and the new type of freighters is built 
to consume a minimum quantity of coal and 
carry a maximum amount of freight. When 
the White Star line puts the Oceanic on the 
sea next spring it will be even larger than 
the Pennsylvania and the Kaiser Wilhelm 
der Grosse. 
The era of cheap freights makes it possi- 
ble to transport heavy and bulky goods of 


comparatively small value for long dis- . 


tances. Within the last four years a large 
amount of lumber has been carried from 
Puget Sound to Kimberley, a thousand miles.

The shipments to Great 
Bnitain of tomatoes grown in Spain amount- 
ed in 1898 to 600,000 bushels. Last year 
Great Britain consumed the carcasses of 
1,500,000 sheep, which had been sent 12,000 
miles from New Zealand in a frozen condi- 
tion, and the meat was sold in British mar- 
kets at only a little over half the price of 
home-grown muttom The quality, to be 
sure, is much inferior to the famous mutton 
which England produces, but none the less 
the imported article has become an impor- 
tant mainstay of life to the laboring classes 
of the United Kingdom. 


Those countries which, like the United 
States and Russia, have not the advantages 
of great fleets of merchant marine owned by 
themsélves, are not always able to avail 
themselves of the prevailing cheap rates. 
We depend almost wholly upon foreigners to 
carry our goods, and these steamship own- 
ers, not always as enterprising as they might 
possibly be, have not yet established lines 
of direct communication between our lead- 
ing ports and some promising centers of 
foreign trade. We have no direct lines of 
communication with Russia nor with most 
Mediterranean ports, nor with a large part 
of the African, south African, and Asiatic 
coasts. All goods passing between the 
United States and Constantinople, for in- 
stance, have to be transshipped, at consid- 
erable loss of time, heavy rates of freight, 
and some damage tothe goods. Before we 
can do any trade with a Greek port our 
goods, whether shipped to England, France, 
Germany, or Italy, have to be transshipped 
always’ once, and sometimes twice. It now 
takes from eight to ten weeks for goods 


‘from the United States to reach Russia. It 


is gratifying to hear that the largest ship- 
ping firm in Copenhagen is about to try the 
experiment of putting on a direct line of 
steamships between New York and 8t. 
Petersburg. 

The greatest reason why we have no ocean 
marine, compared with the fleets of several 
foreign countries, is because we have been 
so busily engaged for many years supplying 
the varied needs of our own rapidly increas- 
ing population that we had little time to 
think of extending our trade into foreign 
parts. The result is that we have had none 
of the valuable advertising which our own 
merchant marine would give to our com- 
merce. Not a ship under the United States 
flag passed through the Suez Canal last 
year. Of 1,700 vessels that entered the ports 
of Japan only thirty-two carried our flag. 
Over 500 merchant steamers and ships en- 
tered the port of Bangkok, the capital of 
Siam, but not one was American. Asiatic 
people are impressed by the lack of Amer- 
ican shipping, and often remark that we are 
nota commercial nation. We have imported 
large shipments of bananas from the coast 
of Nicaragua in Norwegian vessels char- 
tered at $60 to $100 a day, when not a single 
Americam vessel was engaged in that fruit 
trade. 

But we now have fully entered the lists for 
competition in the trade of the world, and 
there is no doubt that within the next few 
years we shall witness a great revival of our 
merchant marine, for, without it, we can 
never enjoy the full measure of international 
trade to which our unequaled resources and 
energy entitle us. 


Weather News from Engine Whistles. 


D. BE. Maxwell, General Manager of the 
Fiorida Central and Peninsular railroad, 
has issued the following circular: 

“The system of signals from the engine 
whistle of passing trains promulgated here- 
tofore, through the codperation of the 
United States Weather bureau, to forewarn 
fruit and vegetable growers that cold waves 
likely to produce frost are approaching, will 
be made effective again this season. 

“The signal will be given by the whistle 
sounding six long Diasts, requiring thirty 
geconds (five seconds to the blast), and will 
be repeated at intervals of every three miles. 
This will indicate a forecast of frost the first 
or second night thereafter.’’—Fiorida Times- 
Union and Citizen.

Moose Hunters in the Canadian Bush 


Carry Body of a Companion 
Twenty-five Miles. 


Mr. George M. Sinn returned to the city on 
Saturday, after a short business trip to the 
Temiscamingue district, during which he had 
a thrilling experience, mever to be forgotien. 
It was im connection with the acciden.al 
killing of Mr. Eda@ward Miner, a wealthy 
manufacturer of Kingsville, Ont., highly re- 
spected in Montreal and throughout Canada, 
and the champion pigeon shot of the Do- 
minion, 

Early last week Mr. Miner, his brother, and 
Mr. Bennett Squire of Windsor, Ont., set out 
on a hurting trip, and were soon buried in 
the woods thirty miles from Temiscamingue. 
On Wednesday they commenced the sport. 
Mr. Squire fired at a fine moose, wounding 
it, and the enraged anima) charged the 
humter, who attempted to fire a second t'me 
with his repeating rifle. Something was 
wrong, however, andi the weapon did not go 


off. Seeing the danger of his friend, Mr. } 


Miner stepped forward and was im the act 
of raising his rifle to fire at the beast when 
Mr. Squire’s gum went off, the ball passing 
directly through Mr. Miner’s head, killing 
him instantly. 

The brother and unhappy friend became 
crazed with grief. They were thirty miles 
from the nearest railway station, and there 
was absolutely no means whatever of con- 
veying the corpse thither except by carry- 
ing it. For twenty-five miles they carried 
the body through the terrible wilderness, 
and finally, exhausted and half famished 
for want of food, they reached the track at 
a small signal station, seven miles from 
Temiscamingue station. 

It was here that Mr. Sinm foundthem. Ut- 
terly incapable of making another move, the 
two gentlemen sank to the ground, and with 
the body of friend and brother between them 
awaited the coming of assistance. The cir- 
cumstances were soon explained to Mr. Sinn, 
and as quickly as possible he secured a hand- 
car and got the corpse and two men on board. 
When they got to Temiscamingue it was 
found that no trains were running, so Mr. 
Sinn determined to take the party onthe 
car all the way to-Mattawa, where the body 
could be prepared for burial. Getting two 
men to help him, Mr. Sinn started at the 
lever, and the fearful journey of forty-one 
miles was commenced. Mr. Squire and Mr. 
Miner were half beside themselves with grief 
and it was with the greatest difficulty that 
Mr. Sinn kept them sufficiently calm to com- 
plete the forty-one-mile run. A handcar 
is small for four men to ride upon it, but 
when an extra man and a corpse are added 
the difficulty of pumping the lever may be 
imagined Then, too, the horror of the ride 
was heightened by the inky darkness of the 
night. 

As daylight broke Mr. Sinn’s efforts in- 
creased, and his hands now show the strain 
to which they were subjected. At last the 
little car passed a farmhouse, another and 
another, and soon the depot was reached. 
The news quickly spread through Mattawa, 
and while kind friends looked after the suf- 
fering travelers the Oddfellows took care 
of the body. It was embalmed and sent to 
Kingsville for burial. Mr. Miner and Mr. 
Squire could not find words sufficient to 
thank Mr. Sinn for his goodness. He was 
found at his office this morning, but not in 


any too good a condition for work. When 


asked about the matter he said: “ I have not 
much to say. I only did what I thought to 
be my duty.’’—Montreal Herald.

uring this time the servants of the Prot- 
estant householder are busy testifying their 
respect for “ sahib.”” By dawn the portico 
of his house has been hung with festoons of 
marigolds or mogree (the Indian jasmine). 
Wreaths and branches of laurel—the tropical 
substitue for holly—adorn the columns of 
the veranda and the entrance to his rooms. 

Now the sahib has breakfasted and the 
head servant announces that the rest of the 
domestics claim permission to pay- their 

respects. Now comes a procession. Be- 
hold the sircar, who keeps the sahib’s ac- 


counts! Atténded by a coolie, he makes his 
salaam, and lays before his master a huge 
seher fish, a plum cake frosted with sugar, 
a copper tray of almonds and raisins, two 
vast cauliflowers, and a bouquet. His offer- 
ing is graciously accepted and a smail pres- 
ent in return cancels the obligation. Now 
comes the khedmudghar, or body servant. 
He has brought a leg of lamb, some oranges, 
a spiced and ornamented cake, and a quan- 
tity of kissmiss, the small sultana raisin 
of exquisite flavor from the shores of Per- 
| 
ssmiss! Whence the word? Nobody 
ee the etymology, but kissmiss is a pret- 
ty nice dessert fruit to play with. The 
gervant rolls a mango towards the fruit 
plate and exclaims with a chuckle: | See 
how naturally man goes to kissmiss!"’ The 
children laugh and a faint smile plays 
about the lips of the adults, who have heard 
this veteram foke scores of times. Next 
comes the sirdar-bearer, the tailor, the 
washerman—even the poor mehtur (sweeper), 
each with a Christmas present and each re- 
ceives a suitable douceur, or bucksheish— 
pronounced often buxis, and so suggesting 
the notion that we have borrowed the term 
and converted it into boxes.

CHRISTMAS IN PERU. 


N no country, perhaps,, does Christmas 

wear so strange a garb as in the half 

Indiam and half Spanish cities of the 
South American republics. Of these not one 
presents so singular and so interesting an 
aspect as Lima, the capital of Peru. Its 
Moorish architecture, its magnificent religi- 
ous festivals, many-colored popula- 
tion, its picturesque costumes, and its 
strange mixture of the customs of old Spain 
with those of the ancient empire of the In- 
cas, combine to form a picture of rare at- 
tractions. 

On Christmas eve—noche buena—the good 
night, as the natives call it, the whole city 
is alive with preparations for the approach- 


crowd crying im not unmusical tones, “ he 
lado! helado!”’ 

Suddenly the great bell of the cathedral, 
with three slow and heavy strokes, calls 
to oracines or evening prayers. The effect 
is magical. The life of the city is instantly 
suspended. Every foot is arrested, every 
tongue is silent, and the whole population 
kneel or bow in whispered prayer. With 
the last stroke of the beil the silence is 
broken; each man, turning to his neigh- 
bor, wishes him “ good-night,"’ and the 
busy stream flows on the more rapldly for 
the transient interruption. The Alemadas 
or publio walks outside the walis are on 
Christmas eve crowed with pleasure seek- 
ers, and the great square is fied by a mot- 
ley throng, whose faces'present every shade 
of humam color, from the aristocratic white 
and slender figure of the pure Spanish creole 
through fifty crosses and gradations to the 


waving their light wands in time to the 
music of a flute and harp. 


All the house doors are wide open, music 
is being played in every house, and one 
catches glimpses of the dark faces of the 
dancers ag they move through the grace- 
ful evolutions of the zambacucca, the favor- 
ite dance of the colored races. 


Lima is, perhaps, the most hospitable city 
in the world, although many of !ts old hos- 
pitable customs have fallen into disuse. 
Even yet, as its streets are traversed after 
nightfall, shining in almost every gateway 
is seen the ** welcome lamp,’’ once universal, 
which tells the passing friend or stranger 
that the family is “at home” and ready to 
receive him. At Christmas every house is 
open. Strangers enter without fear. To 
be a foreigner is to havea double claim and 
to be greeted with a double welcome... The 
ceremony and restraint which we associate 
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—plump, juicy melons, bananas, grapes, 


variety of edible fruit. Vegetables of all 
kinds are abundant. The butchers’ stalls 
display their stores of beef, muttom chick- 


mas cheen The flower market displays a 
richly scented bouquet, that only Lima can 
produce. It is called puchero de flores anc 
is the most acceptable present to Lima 
ladies who are all fond of perfume. 
Pastilles are constantly burning in their 
houses and showers of scented water fre- 
quently salute their visitors, who are de- 
lighted to receive such marks of attention. 
The procession of the Madonna and Child 
is escorted by the army of the republic, the 
roofs and balconies are covered with spec- 
tators, atrewing flowers upon the passing 
cortége; and the tapadas flit about the pre- 
cession chaffing the monks and making all 
sorts of jokes at their expense. The Arch- 
bishop comes last, bearing the host, and as 
he passés the noise and laughter ceage, 
every knee is bent In silent adoration. The 
long day closes with the inevitable bull fight; 
open house is agaim kept, and dancing and 
feasting continue until midnight. a

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ing festivity. No ralm ever falls in Lima 
A heavy mist settles upon the city just 
before daylight and hangs like a pali over 
the place. About 16 o'clock the sun breaks 
forth, quickly dispelling the misty veil as 
if touched with a fairy wand. The sky at 
once becomes azure blue, and the at- 
mosphere so bright and transparent that, as 
you look to the far-off Andes, the crevices 
of the mountains are as clearly defined as 
if you were viewing them through an opera 
glass. The gaudily painted shops and 
dwelling houses, and, above all, the bright 
colored walls and ste¢ples of the churches 


are crude and offensive when you are close 
-to them, but viewed In the distance the 


effect is different. ‘The glorious mountains 


. rise one above another, meiting from deep 


green to blue and purple. The peaks are 
capped with snow, glowing pink and golden 
against the clear, bluesky. Drovesof muies 


erowd the streets, laden with fruit, Kquors, 


and merchandise; ugly calezas, ornamented 
with gaudy paper inetead of paint, rattle 


over the rough pavements, and Indians with 


heads elbow through the | 


jetty black and robust frame of the equally 
pure negro. 

Numerous ice stalls, surrounded with 
chairs and benches, are scattered over the 
square and drive a busy trade, for to the 
Limefia ice is a necessary of life and never 
is it more welcome than during the sultry 
Christmas time. As thé night deepens the 
crowd increases, and presently is heard 
above the hum of voices the wild chanting 
of the Peruvian Waits bands of negroes 


’ dressed in flowing robes of red, with their 


black faces sometimes disguised by ugly and 
still blagker masks, and carrying in their 
hands calabashes filled with.pebbies. To 
the monotonous nmiusic of the guitar and clat- 
tering castanets they sing guttural songs 
and dance uncouth measures, rattling the 
pebbles to mark time. After the’ negroes 
come groups of Indlan women, loosely 
dressed—their long, bidck hair, urbound, 
faling to thefr ankles+-carrying long, slender 
wands fluttering with ribbons. In low, soft 
tones they sing sweet melodies and move in 
circles, performing the moat graceful dancea, 


with Spanish manners have no existence 
here and nd introduction whatever is neces- 
sary. With the prettiest girl in the room 
for a partner (if she be disengaged and the 
stranger can muster sufficient courage and 
Spanish to ask her) he may join the waltzers 
who are spinning round the saloon; or he 
will find in the adjoining apartment cigars, 
ices, liquors, sherbet, amd delicate pastry, 
and fruits of all kinds to which he is ex- 
pected to help himseif without any cere 
mony. 

Beautiful women introduce themselves by 
some startMng Christian name—the sur- 
name being rarely used {tn conversation 
in “society.” The visitor its at once in- 
vested with @ title, and by the lips of some 
fair companiom, the plain John, which his 
godfather gave him, is transformed into 


favetious as to his plums. The excellence 
of the fruits sold within and the well-known 
wholesomeness of Christmas pudding are 
set forth in the conversation of a stout gen- 
tleman and his wife, to be found beneath 
their portraits In the window. The ready- 
made clothing shop. at the corner of the 
street, of which the gin-palace is at the other 
corner, avails itself of the season to present 
the public with a liberal supply of almanacs, 
containing two pages of a calendar and 
twenty-four for the praises of the great 
clothing mart. The baker makes a loaf, 
which no family, however large, could be ex- 
pected .to get through before it became 
moldy, and exhibits it in his window, dec- 
orated with blue ribbons. It has entered the 
cheesemonger’s head. to give fantastic 
shapes to his butter, besides converting it 
into models of the Crystal Palace. Holly 
sprouts out of skins of lard, and sides of 
bacon, and butter firkins, and hams; while 
its scarlet berries. are sunk into the sides 
of cheeses, in devices and letters, wishing a 
merry Christmas to all purchasers. 
Christmas and good eating are joined to- 
gether (indissolubly, save by twelfth day) in 
Leadenhall Market, where the flaring gas 
jets throw dense groves of turkeys, ducks, 
geese, and capons into Rembrandtlike 
chiaroscuro; Cochin-China fowls and bar- 
gaining housewives‘sweill a mighty chorus 
from thousands of lusty throats. The lop- 
eared rabbits, anatomizing cabbage leaves 
in. their little dens, twinkle their beady eycs 
merrydRanner, as. though they would 
say that, im consideration of. the season, 
they would*not object to be smothered in 
onions at a Momient’s motice.

How many sausages, links 
in that chain which binds the turkey to our 
heart, will be missing tomorrow owing to 
his @hristmas rapacity? As it grows later 
on Christmas eve, hot elder wine comes out 
at corners of streets. A polished, brazen 
urn sends up a fragrant steam in the midst 
of lamps, glasses, and heapsofrusks. Next 
to the chandler’s shops the rag shops afe the 
most numerous in the poor neighborhoods. 
The rag shop keeper has been betrayed into 
poetry by the advent of Christmas. He 
gives the highest price for everything, from 
kitchen stuff to a highly colored portrait of 
the Prince of Wales. His shop is covered 
with bills having-pictures of the popular 
hero of Khartum and the Marquis of Salis- 
bury. The ragged school is not wanting in 
the poor neighborhood, and guilds of giris’ 
friendly societies. Both will give Christmas 
feasts tomorrow. 

The street, from end to end, is a blaze of 
gas (electric lighting has not made much 
progress yet), and you can tell the direction 
of the busier thoroughfares by the glare in 
the sky, as if there were a great fire that 
way. Pavement and roadway are so pack 
with people it is difficult to get along. The 
streets become one huge fair with an almost 
deafening hubbub of cries. ‘The green gro- 
cer’s house is covered with vegetables from 
basement to pavement, and looks like an 
enormous Jack in the green. Legs of mut- 
ton and ribs of beef have run up to the 
butcher’s third story window. The poulter's 
abode has put on a warm furgarment. The 
grocer’s is besieged. The busy street is at 
its busiest. The row of hucksters along the 
curb, who sell onions and cabbage nets, pen- 
ny meat jacks, carpet stools, and toasting 
forks, and all kinds of tinware, shout loudly 
against each other. At last the busy stream 
of purchasers and gazers, chaffing sellers of 
all kinds begins to slacken—slackens more 
and more and leaves its channel almost dry, 
Midnight and the shelves in the shops are 
bare, inside and out. All the tumult is 
hushed, and so we come into Christmas 
day. 
lt is good to take a walk almost anywhere 
after church on Christmas day in London, 
There are worse places to walk in (hopefully) 
than the old churchyards on Christmas 
morning. Then in the streets, the humblier 
people going out, and dinner coming home 
from the bakers’ ovens, and the children and 
the old people, and the universal recognitiog 
of one great holiday, are all delightful to 
consider — none the less so for being all 
steeped in a prevailing fragrance of pud- 


ding. 

Etill trudging on, it gets later; and people 
begin to pass us with Christmas and dinner 
written on their faces as plain as can be.

And after all centuries of yuletide 
mirth, this simple monogram of Christ. rude- 
ly scratched in the mortar which closed ther 
cells is their compensation, and still attests 
their faith, their hope, their courage—the 
courage that kept alive the divine epark of 
the new religion which was to win over by 
its gentleness and love and pity the merry 
old yuletide of the sunworshipers, and after 
expurgating the merciless and cruel from its 
rites, to engraft itself upon the bieeding 
stock and produce a Christyule, which has 
made the centuries ring with mirth and 
peace on earth, good will toward men! 

And now if you're thinking more of what 
might happen under the mistletoe—ah, don’t 
disclaim it, you nineteenth century pagans— 
you might at least take a cursory glance at 
what has been wrought that makes for peace 
and quiet and security in the world under 
that magic talisman—the Chrismon! and to 
note the steps by which Christianity, ‘‘ the 
benevolent religion,’” has encompassed the 
earth and become what Gladstone calls

Which was the distinguishing cipher of the 
@esuits, yet perhaps the most benign acts of 
Christianity were accomplished under its 
influence (while the shadow of the medieval 
misinterpreted and contorted cross darkens 
the whole period of the world’s history by 
the atrocities committed under its protection 
and in the name of him whose mission was to 
diffuse light). 

_As the Chrismon was the distinctive sym- 
bol of Christ, it wae employed by the earliest 
Christians in preference to the cross, which 
suggested at that time only the ignominy 
and horrible death of the Savior, and in the 
evolution of the monogram is seen the 
growth of the new religion. The monogram 
consisted of the X (or ch) and P (or Latin 
R), which, by the usual Greek abbreviation 
formed one composite letter out of the first 
consonants of the name of Christ. The P 
crossed diagonally by the X was the most 
common form, as the one most seén on the 
and@ was rudely executed, being 


scratched in the fresh mortar, when the cells 
were closed, by some sharp instrument. 
This simple symbo!], scratched in mortar, is 
the inception of that later superb Christian 
art, of which Lindsay remarks that in the 
time of Constantine (fourth century): “It 
first emerged above ground, its earliest ef- 
forts must be sought for in the catacoimbs.”’ 
The result of such search would be the mon- 
ogram! 
As the Christians increased in numbers 
their art grew bolder. and the Chrismon was 
seen on vases, lamps, seals, and rings, and 
later over the doors of Christians’ houses. 
But up to the time of Constantine Christian- 
ity may be said to have crept. In his time, 
and by his aid, it stood erect and walked. 
From him it received that impulse which 
spread and propagated it throughout the en- 
tire Roman Empire, which then contained 
almost the whole known world. * Destitute 
of all human advantage, protected by no au- 
thority, assisted by no art, not recommended 
by the reputation of its author, not enforced 
by eloquence in its advocates, the word of 
God grew mightily and prevailed ''; and the 
fourth century witnessed its triumph over 
iis Roman persecutors. There is now in the 
Lapadarian Gallery of the Vatican a jew- 
eled monogram of the fourth century, which 
more than anything attests the’ growing 
power of the humble followers of the Naza- 
rene. But the most suggestive and signifi- 
cant fact showing the divine intention to- 
ward the church is the conversion of Con- 
stantine. In his campaign against Maxen- 
tlus in Italy he is said to have seena flamirg 
gross in the heavens, beneath the sun. with 
the inscription, *‘ In hoc signo vinces ’’—"' Py 
this sign thou shalt conquer,”’ ard on the 
following night Christ himself appeared to 
him and ordered him to take for his stan@ard 
the flery cross he had seen (some writers 
assert, and in the Reubens the sign was por- 
trayed as the full monogram). 
fie accordingly caused a standard. which 
he cailed the, Labarum, to be made in this 
form and blazoned on it the monogram of 
Christ; thus the Chrismon had emerged 
from the tomb, and—glorious resurrection !— 
was elevated to the rank of the national 
emblem, and under its magical influence 
Constantine led his pagan hosts'to victory, 
and the Christians joyfully recéived his 
famous “edict of. toleration,’’ which per- 
mitted them to openly worship their Christ. 
who was at last being vindicated. One of 
the first acts inspired by his new religion 
was the abolishment of punishment by cru- 
cifixion. This act removed the stigma from 
the cross, but not till 100 years after this 
Goes the pure form of the cross emerge to 
view—no longer the sign of horritb'e death. 
but of the divine triumph over death. At 
this time the Christian emb!ems began to as- 
sume new and more elaborate forms: the 
cross becomes profusely decorated and the 
Chrismon is sculptured with artistic effect, 
the alpha and omega are added, and jewels 
and precious gems are found in its setiings. 


Constantine was, however, so derided by 
the Romans for displacing the Roman eagles 
by the symbol! of the humb'e Nazarene that 
he removed his court to the capital of the 
Eastern Empire. Byzantium rebuilt the city. 
named it Constantinople, and founded a 
Christian empire in the East, which lasted 
1,000 years after Rome and the Western Em- 
pire had succumbed to the barbarian hordes 
from the North. He convoked the famous 
Nicene Council, which settled the state of 
the trinity ahd rebuked the contending fac- 
tions for their lack of uniiy and harmony by 
tearing up and casting into the flames their 
several criminations. Hadthe last Constan- 
tine been as firm with the dissenting ele- 
ments in the Eastern Church, Constantino- 
ple—the first Christian capital, and the 
Sancta Sophia. the Christian temple ro mag- 
nificent that Justinian, when it was com- 
pleted, was impelied to exclaim: “I have 
vanquished thee, O Solomon!’’—might still 
be within the provinces of the Christian 
church! There has been no figure in all his- 
tory more magnificent, nor has there been 
accomplished for Christianity and civiliza- 
tion more splendid deeds than were wrought 
by Conetantine the Great under his Chris- 
mon banners! Through his zea! the fourth 
century also marks the conversion of the 
Goths. His glorious achievements and the 
auspicious fourth century complete the 
first step of the Christian church toward uni- 
versal domination—a siep from utter low!i- 
ness and persecution toe the proud position 
of the state religion of the magnificent East- 


ern Empire. | 
From Constantine to Luther—the second 


step in the growth of the church! Under 
the impulse 


new faith progressed walking 
it soon took to running; it is hard to proceed 
rapidiy and not take some steps amiss! 
From Constantine to lLuther—from the 
fifth to the fifteenth century! A step of a 
thousand years. At first we see the benign 
faith reaching out and touching with subtle 
subduing power the fierce hordes of bar- 
barians who had founded new kingdoms on 
the ruins of the Western Empire. 


This second period of Christianity is at once 
Brewsome and splendid. The cross on the 
breast of the crusader was the symbol] of 
courageous fidelity to the cause of Christ, 
and the history of these centuries makes 
the romance of Chrisilanity; but the cross 
in the hands of the inquisl*or stood not for 
anything to be found in the teachings of 
the Savior of the world, but emblemized 
only bigotry and arrogance, and made the 
reformation a vital necessity for the growth 
of the free spiritual life in the church. 

With Luther came the dawn and Christi- 
anity once more stepped forth from the 
long night that had overshadowed it, and 
once more its persecutors were rebuked by 
one called by God. Though the conversion 
of Luther was not so mystical as Con- 
Stantine’s, it gave as clear evidence of the 
intent of God toward him. He was walking 
one day with a friend. named Alexius; they 
were overiaken by a thunderstorm, and his 
friend was struck dead by his side. Per- 
ceiving the vanity of all earthly good he 
determined on ending his days in a monas- 
tery, with what stupendous ‘results § to 
Christian civilization the world needs no re- 
minder. 

The last siep of Christianity may well be 
calledasiride. The last 400 years, with their 
religious, ethical, industrial, commercial, and 
educational awakening, which constitute 
the sum and substance of our present civ- 
lligation, are the outcome of the applied 
principles and teachings of Christ. Religious, 
spiritual intelligence and freedom begot that 
limitiless democrary of which America 
stands today the proud exponent and pro- 
tector. On medieval darkness light has 
dawned, and we have only the garrote re- 
maining, and that. by the grace of God, has 
been forever wiped from American domini- 
ons. crowded back to the shores of that 
nation which struggles in senseless pride to 
keep out the light. | | | 
| 

As to Christianity, which some, while en- 
joying all the blessings concurrent to it, pro- 
fess to regard as a failure, jet us hear the 
elegant Porteus: ‘ Although.’’ says he, 
“ Christianity has not always been so well 
understood, or so honestly practised, as it 
ought to have been, alihough its spirit has 
been often mistaken, and its precepts mis- 
applied, yet uncer ail these disadvantages 
it has gradually produced a visible change 
in those points which most materially con- 
cern the peace and quiet of the world. Its 
beneficent spirit has spread itself through 
all the different relations and modifications 
of life, and communicated its kindly influ- 
ence to almost every public and private con- 
cern of mankind. It has insensibly worked 
itself into the inmost frame and constitu- 
tion of civil States. It has given a tinge to 
the complexion of their governments. to the 
temper and administration of their laws.” 

Applying this test of Porteus’ to America. 
we find it taking a fdremost rank tn practical 
Christianity; in its civil, religious, domestic. 
an‘l military polity it stands the test of true 
Christianity. And who knows but that 
* Uncle’ Sa is to be the third figure in 
history to whom a vision or express intention 
of the Deity has been given: in his case the 
vision of suffering Cuba as truly called for 
the sword in his protecting hand and the 
monogram of Christ upon his banners, as did 
the flery cross, in days agone to the willing 
Constantine, and President McKinley, the 
second Napoleon, in more than pictured like- 
ness, but also in the réle of the deliverer of 
twentieth century civilization from al! 
tyranny of the dark agés. 

And perhaps it may not be a baseless 
prophecy to'venture the hope that as a new 
civilization dawns for Cuba. replacing the 
cruel oppression of the old, so may a new and 
purer symbol of present and eternal hope— 
the chrismon, the monogram of Christ—re- 
place the tottering cross of the medieval 
Spaniard! | L, F.

NEWSPAPER HISTORY IN RUSSIA 


Ups and Downs of the Press Under the 
Rule of the Czars—Rigorous Censor- 
ship Always Exercised. 


There has never existed a political press 
in the real acceptation of the term in Rus- 
sia. According to immemorial tradition the 
government of the Czar only allows the 
publication of news which is in every re- 
spect agreeable to its views and opinions. 
In certain special cases of great importance, 
when it is thought necessary either to ex- 
cite or to calm public opinion, the Russian 
government Is a trifle more lenient. Thus, for 


Napoleon I., two newspapers suddenly made 
their appearance, which at once became the 
recognized organs of the Russian chauvinist 
perty, the Russian Invalid, organ of the 
ministry of war, and the Syn Otetchesva. 

The first Russian newspaper dates from 
the reign of the Czar Alexis (1645-1676). It 
was known under the name of Current 
News, and was only destined for the im- 
mediate entourage ofthe Emperor. The real 
founder of the Russian press was Peter the 
Great, who first started the St. Petersburg 
Gazette, the official organ of the Academy 
of Sciences, a complete collection of which 
exists since 1714. After the first impetus 
a number of other periodicals were started 
successively. Among these the best known 
were the Monthly Writings, in 1755. the 
Aurora, in 1778; and the Moscow Journal, in 
1761. These publications were, however, 
almost entirely literary in their character 
and never ventured upon the dangerous 
ground of politicg, unless by order of the 
government. During the reign of Alexander 
I. the Bee was first published. This sheet 
was by far the most important and influ- 
ential organ of Russian public opinion dur- 
ing the first quarter of the present century. 
Among its most famous contributors were 
y De Gretch and Boulgerine, Pouchkine, and 
Lermontof.

of Nicholas 1. Every newspaper, every 
pamphlet, every Russian or foreign book, 
whether ancient or modern, was first sub- 
jected to the censorship. There was even an 
“upper committee of censors,’ specially 
charged with the supervision of the corps 
of censcrs. Later on, during the latter part 
af Czar Nicholas ts reign, special censor- 
ships were established. Not only were there 
ecclesiastical censors, military censors, but 
every government departmént was invested 
with the power of controlling every newspa- 
per or other printed article published which 
in any way dealt ~with the department in 
question. 

The many difficulties which Russian au- 
thors met in publishing their works result- 
ed in the novel plan of collective publica- 
tion in periodicals known as “‘ almanacks.”’ 
It was in these almanacks that first ap- 
peered the works of the great national his- 
torian, Karamjine, Pouchkine, Lermontof, 
Poiejaief, Ryleef, Pogodine, 
These publications had such a success that 
they resulted in the 
monthly magazines. It was then that ap- 
peared ‘‘ The Muscovite,” The Patriotic 
Annals,’ to which Dostolevski and Herzen 
contributed. The various impediments 
placed in the way of the Russian press were 


of a kind to make these monthly publications. 


prosper rather than the daily newspapers. 
On the accession of Alexander II. all the 
special jurisdiction mentioned above was 
abolished. An imperial ukase suppressed 
every ‘‘ exceptional’ law against the pregs, 
exception being made only for offenses 
against religion. Ordinary censorship, such 
as exists in other countries, was established 
instead. It wasat this time that Katkof and 
his friend, Professor Leontief, founded at 
Moscow the Russian Messenger, a large 
monthi©@ review. The tragic end of Alex- 
ander II.’s reign (1881) put a sudden stop to 
the relative liberalism which had existed in 
the matter of the press. The Polos, the 
Ordeg, the Moscow Telegraph, and other 
organs of the liberal party were suppressed. 
The remaining organs of the press became 
the mere echoes of the autocratic régime 
inaugurated by Alexander III. 
~ Until the time of Katkof’s death, in 188s 
the Moscow Gazette continued to be the most 
influential daily organ in the empire. The 
principal existing daily papers in the empire 
at present are the Novole Vremia (the New 
Times), a newspaper having no politica} opin- 
fon, but widely read on account of its able 
editorial articles and its well-organized sys- 
tem of reporting, unique in Russia. The

ERRORS ABOUT BLOODHOUNDS. 


They Are Lovable and Tractable and 
Not the Ferocious Brutes Pic- 
tured-—Keenness of Scent. 


The following first-hand notes on the “ ap- 
titude ’* of a young English bloodhound, ab- 
solutely untrained, show the material] wiien 
the breed presents for development. When 
a puppy it naturally followed its master by 
scent, putting its nose down at once on to 
the grass path of the garden. Laterit was 
seen to pick up the scent of its master forty- 
eight hours old, and run it for two miles 
home across gravelly footpaths near Lon- 
don. It was taught to amuse itself by hit- 
ting off his track and finding him in a large 
wood, which it did successfully, and on 
Eastbourne Downs often ran a three-mile 
course when the ground was hard frozen and 
snow was lying in the hollows. With a 
strong wind blowing across the trailit ran 
paraliel with this, but from fifty yards to 
100 yards to leeward, at such a headiong 
pace that it more than once went head over 
heels in snowdrifts.

sumably by burglars, who'had broken into 
several houses in the neigh borhood. 

The gentleness of bloodhound disposition 
is probably accounted for by: their not having 

fbeen used to hunt and kill prey. Oneof the 
"most ancient anecdotes of these dogs attrib- 
utes the capture of a fugiftive to the use of 
his own bloodhound. Thp name itself is 
probably a modern one, based on a vulgar 
error that the dogs only followed persons 
who were “ red+handed ” from homicide, or 
who had about them the smell of recently- 
killed. sheep. ancierd name was lyme 
dog or talbot, which latter appears to have 
been a White variety of Moodhound. The 
Cuban “ bloodhounds,’’ wihtich were used for 
hunting slaves by the Sjaniards, and were 
imported into Jamaica, -were not blood- 
hounds at all, but a cross between the mas- 
tiff and bulldog, or perljaps the “‘dogue”’ 
of Bordeaux. They were bréindled, prick- 
eared, and, doubtless, horifitbly Savage. They 
were, however, used as police,’’ and, like 
the bloodhounds on the foonder, were main- 
tained in «very parish in Jamaica, where it 
was the dtity of the chur¢-h wardens to keep 
them at the expense tof the community. 
Some of these dogs were kept in London dur- 
ing the early days of the zodlogical gar 
The stories of their ferocity are probably 
not exaggerated, thoujzh Lord Balcarres, 
whe imported 200 of them into Jamaica to 
aid in subduing the miaroons, néver used 
thera. He frightened “he negroes into sub- 
mission by circulatinyr the stories current 
‘about the dogs.— Lond on Spectator.

Painters have sought the inspiration 
of the cloister and the light of prayer- 
ful meditation to enable them to at- 
tain some adequate idea of the majesty 
the divine infant, while writers have ex- 
-hausted the meager power of human lan- 
guage in efforts to interpret to the minds of 
men the almost inspired work of masters of 
art: Popular articles on this topic usually 
treat the Christ child through the various 
stages of his waxing strong, even exhibiting 
him as a boy learning the carpenter's trade 
under St. Joseph's tutelage. 

Miss Eliza Allen Starr, whoisan authority 
on the subject of religion and art, gives some 
interesting facts of the ‘* Infant Christ in 
Arms.’”’ 

“The Christ child first appeared in art,” 
said Miss Starr, ‘“‘ before the year 100 in the 
catacomb of St. Priscilla, Rome, one of the 
oldest of the catacombs that have been dis- 
covered. The infant is beautifully delin- 
eated, turning from his mother’s breast 
with a grace which is almost Raphaelesque, 
and seeming to hear the prophecies which 
Isaiah, who stands before him, is uttering 
concerning him, Above is‘ that star,’ which 
Balaam, even befora Isaiah, declared should 
‘arise out of Jacob.’ The significance of 
this picture cannot be misconstrued; neither 
can its importance be exaggerated in the 
history of art, according to Di Rossi, who 
pronounced it to have been painted in the 
lifetime of SS. Peter and Paul, who thus 
gave their sanction to representations ofthe 
divine infant. Another wall is this cata- 
comb of St. Priscilla gives the virgin mother 
nourishing her child at her Lreast. 

‘‘ By the way,” said Miss Starr, * ft may be 
well to say, once for all, that in this early 
catacomb of St. Priscilla more Madonnas 
have been found than in all the other cata- 
combs of Rome together; while to make all 
things correctly comprehended [I will say 
that the title of Madonna belongs only to the 
mother with her child, never when repre- 
sented by herself alone; so that when I say 
‘Madonna’ I must be understood to include 


the Christ child. 


“Next to the catacomb of St. Priscilla 
ranks that of St. Domatilla, whose beautiful 
| cemetery in the Ardentine way contains a 
| series of pictures on the childhood of our 

Lord, beginning with the adoration of the 
Magi—the infant on the lap of his mother 
receiving the three Kings. This subject is 
repeated more than once in thd same cata- 
comb, and is one of the favorite subjects of 
the early Christian artists, who, it must bs 
supposed, expressed the wishes of their 
patrons in this second as in succeeding 
centuries. This same subject appears im 
mosaic in the Areh of Triumph in the 
basilica of St. Mary Major. Rome. The 
arch was erected by Sixtus JII., in the year 
440, to commemorate the decision of the 
Council of Ephesus concerning Mary astruly 
the mother of our Lord. But in the arch in 
St. Mary Major the infant Christ is seated 
not on the knees of his mother, but on a 
richly jeweled throne, as if to deciare his 
omnipotence even as aninfant. Above him 
shines the star, fourangels are in attendance 
at the back of the throne; at one end sits his 
mother, Mary; at the other St. Jaseph, and 
the Kings are seen bringing him rich gifts.” 

“ Strange as it may seem, the nativity, as 
an evert, is not represented on this arch, 
the subjects of which were suggested, we are 
told, by those represented in the catacomb 
of St. Priscilla. But a century before the 
erection of this Arch of Trtumph the brush 
of a Christian painter, on the wall above an 
arco-solium in the cataccmb of St. Sebas- 
tian, om the Appian way, placed @ veritable 
nativity. exceedingly simple in its arrarge- 
ment, almost rudeimits execution, but s‘lila 

genuine nativity. We have the infant in his

tended by the virgin mother and St. Joseph, 
and the two animals, the ox and the ass, 
kneeling behind the crib—a veritable nativ- 
ity. 

*“*In the catacomb of St. Agnes, which is 
one of the most frequently visited by tour- 
ists, is an altarpiece giving the divine child 
with his mother. This catacomb, like that of 
St. Sebastian, having been open for cen- 
turies, this painting has deteriorated until 
it can no longer be reproduced satisfactorily, 
but engravings were made of it from time to 
time, so that we can judge of it perfectly. 
It fills a lunette abovean altar. The virgin

‘‘In the later days of the Byzantine 
school the figures either of the Christ child 
or the Madonna bear little resemblance to 
those we see in the catacombs, which are 
inclined to the classical type. The Byzan- 
tine school, through stress of circumstances, 
did not work from life, but made repeated 
copies of works produced in the early ages, 
until all originality was lost. Still,weowea 
debt to this school Its types are correct, 
although’ their reproduction rendered them 
hard, unattractive, and they preserve the 
chain’ of traditional treatment in a way to 
secure it to more fortunate ages. The child 
is almost invariably meager, but the action 
of the mother in nearly every instance !s 
that of the most touching fealty, her hand 
under the tiny foot of the infant in token of 
her place as a creature to whom has been 
intrusted the divine child. Its examples, 
however, are seldom chosen for reproduc- 
tion on account of their beauty, but for thelr 
serene testimony to the incarnation. 

I attribute this deterioration to the dis- 
turbed state of society, which deprived them 
of the inspirations which come from famil- 
jarity with .beautiful living groups witha 
holy environment, which was really poussi- 
ble during the first age of Christianity among 
Roman patrician families; and the fatal 
habit of copying completed the deteriora- 
tion: but the types were preserved during 
the. most stormy ages of uncivilized Eurspe, 
ready to be verified under happier condli- 
tions. like the revival of art, and the poeti- 
cal spirit of art in the thirteenth century. 
Rio, Ozanaw, and Montalember in France 
and Frederick von Schlegel in Germany 
trace this art revivaldirectly to the revival 
of religious fervor in Europe under St. 
Dominic and St. Francis of Assis!. There 
was a struggle between the technical skill 
of the Greek or Byzantine, artists who were 
masters in their way, and the untutored Tus- 
can genius; but the last in its fresh, un- 
broken vigor and enthusiasm, stimulated by 
religious sentiment, prevailed, and we have 
Cimabue and Giotto of Florence, Duccio and 
Simeont Mimmi of Siena, breaking forth 
with a sunburst of beauty on the work! of 
art, and the infant Chris* is one of its love- 
liest inspirations. 

“Rio, the great French critic, the intimate 
friend of Count de Montalembert, who wrote 
a laudatory review of his first work, The 
Poetry of Christian Art,’ the intimate 
friend, too, of the Ferronnays family, to 
which belonged the brilliant Mme. Craven, 


author of ‘Le Récit d'un Sceur.’ assigns 


to the Siena school an earlier date than to 
the Florentine, and, following him, I shall 
first speak of this school, £0 rich im Ma- 
donnas. in which both Mother and Child 
indicate the sympathetic character of the 
Sienese people, being remarkable for their 
tenderness; the Child's sympathizing with 
the Mother as well as the Mother with the 
Child: the infant Christ seeming to enter 
into the approaching sorrows of hia mother 
as if, as Wordsworth says: 
The child 
‘Had from his mother caught the trick of grief 
And sighed among its playthings. | 
‘“ Duccio and Ausano of Siena give notable 
examples of this poetic treatment of this 
favorite subject, and their groups are not 
wanting in angéls of supernatural grandeur 
and beauty. 
‘Turning to the Florentine school, said 
Miss Starr. after showing the writer the 
choice exanyples she had referredto in many 
photographs fresh from Siena, *‘ we find 
Cimabue’s enthroned Madonna in Santa 
Maria Novella, Florence, like a blossom on 
an almond tree in spring. Of the grandeur 
of this famous picture we may well quoie 
Ruskin, who writes, after describing the 
magnificence of the gold-embossed panel 
on which it is painted: ‘ The Madonna her- 
self is meant to be graveand noble only, and 
to be attended by angels,’ which is true of 


noble beyond the dignity of mortal infancy, 
and raising its tiny hand to bless an entire 
world. 

‘ But there is another Madonna less wide- 
ly known, to be found in the lower church of 
St. Francis in Assisi, of which this same 
Ruskin writes in his ‘Mornings in Florence’: 
‘But to this day, among all the Mater Do- 
lorosas of Christianity, Cimabue’s at Assisi 
is the noblest; nor did any painter after him 
@dd one link to ithe chain of thought with 
which he summed up the creation of earth 
and preached its redemption.’

“The introduction of these mental pict- 
ures,’’ continued Miss Starr, ** the result of 
devout contemplations, into the art of that 
age, gave a highly ideal character to their 
scenes and afforded play to the poetic fan- 
cies of the artist. In these pictures angels 
are seen entertaining the Christ Child, pre- 
senting flowers to him, and showering them 
down upom him as he lies before the bended 
knees of his adoring mother. 

“Kut, even in advance of these artists 
so well known among us, came that child of 
the year 1400, Lucca della Robbia, whose 
terra cotta reliefs, so altogether varied and 
charming, are almost too numerous to be 
counted. The infantile grace of the Christ 
Child in these reliefs is simply charming, 
whetherseated on the lap of his mother as on 
a throne, giving a benediction with his baby 
hand to those he seems to see before him, 
or standing with a grace that is ineffable 
on her lap, his arms entwining her neck. 
while her eyes close with the blissful sense 
of her supernatural maternity. But, most 
touching of all, is that veritable ‘ adora- 
tion’ 
on the floor of the stable in which he was 
born and adoring her son as he lies close to 
her knees, every lirle of the drapery as well 
| as the folded hands and the bowed head 
giving the inmost thoughts of her soul. 


* Raphael, whose predilection for Madon- 
nas is distinctly commented on by Kugler,

IN PORTO RICO. 


Clanging of Bells Wel- 
comes the Day and Con- 
tinues for Twenty-four 
hours — Wild Flow- 
ers Lakethe Place 
of Mistletoe. 


HRISTMAS in Spain is a religious 
festival rather than a social one. It 
was so originally in Porto Rico, 
but the population has been influ- 
enced partly by the spirit of the new 

world and partly by the many foreign mer- 
chants who reside in the cities and who 
exert an influence much greater than the 
numbers would seem to warrant. 
The churches welcome ‘the day. with 
chimes, which bégin at midnight and last 
until the midnight of the next day. What 
with one church beginning ten minutes 
too soon, and another ten minutes too 
late, and a third at the right moment; what 
with bells which ring every fiiteen min- 
utes, and bell-ringers who, under some 
ancient will, sound the great bells every 
half hour, the air is filled with music 
which never seems to end. If you are near 
a campanile the effect is not altogether 
pleasant on account of the volume of 
sound striking the ear with too much 
force, but in a public square, several hun- 
dred yards from the nearest belfry, where 
trees and buildings break the sound 
waves, or inthe suburbs on the hillside, the 
effect is unspeakably delightful. 
Pleasantest of all is it when you are sit- 
ting in the inner court or quadrangle of a 
Porto Rican home. Around you on four 
sides the house rises above you, and inthe 
grounds or in great tubs and porcelain 
ots, rich flowers, graceful vines, and sest- 
ul trees afford shade, color, and perfume. 
The sound of the bells descends from the 
air above much like a benediction. You 
sit in easy chairs and servants bring you 
tea or steaming coffee, sweetmeats, and 
biscuits, confections, and cigarets, while 
a daughter or son plays ancient songs or 
dances upon a mandolin or guitar. 
The churches are crowded, so are the 
clubs and most of the places of recreation. 
Every vehicle is in use, and here and there 
can be seen young men and women trying 
to imitate English models. Some of the 
jibaros of the mountain districts carry 
out some oi their early superstitions in 
regard to Christmas. They hang boughs 
of trees which are \upposed to possess 
charms over the doors oi their houses, and 
often conduct marriage ceremonies under 
great canopies made of these charmed 
trees. 
A great many wild flowers are in bloom 
at Christmastide, and these are worn by 
children of the mountain districts in 
wreaths and garlands about their heads, 
necks, and waists. The Christmas-giving 
is sadly missing in our new possessions. 
The churches hold no Christmas tree, and 
there are few charitable societies to give 
feasts. However, one hospital for old peo- 
ple and orphans in Ponce gives a Christ- 
mas fete, and the inmates have a good 
meal and receive warm clothing, medi- 
cines, and other neediful gifts. 

The American occupation will bring ex- 
tra Christmas cheer to the people of the 
island. ‘The soldiers will celebrate the 
day in good American fashion, and, best 
of all, they will put money into circula- 
tion and give zest to industry and busi- 
ness.

“Of Correggio’s Madonnas,” continued 
Mis» Starr, ‘“‘the one most typical of his 
genius, of his lovely sensibility is the ‘ Ma- 
donva della Scala’ (Madonna of the Stair- 
way). There is an exquisite sweetness in 
this picture—the child close in the arms of 
his mother, his arms entwining her neck. so 
that we know not which is most blessed. the 
mother or the rhild;.while his nativity, or 
‘Holy Night,’ stands alone in its solemnity 
its giory, and its symbolism. 


“Yédu ask if I have any faith tn modern 
art—in a truly religious school of modern 
art. Why mot? Man is the same, God {s 
the same as in ‘those ages whose beautiful 
works we have considered. The ideal. in 
mam never dies, It may languish through 
stress of circumstances; it may deteriorate 
for the same reason; but the good conditions 
returning there is no reason for supposing 
that the capacity for executing has died. 
The modern school of art in Germany is ¢ 
sufficient proof of this. The revival under 
Overbeck and his companions of the spiritual 
principle of art is one of the wonders of our 
nineteenth century and will be prolonged 
into the twentieth. Overbeck himself did 
not paint many Madonnas, but his picture 
of the child Jesus on his mother’s lap, who ts 
bending over him as he sleeps, is as true an

JEFFERSON’S BIG CHEESE. 


McKinley’s Thanksgiving Pie Recalls 
the Gift of Jefferson’s New 
England Admirers. 


One of the features of the official Thanks- 
giving at the national capital wasthe present 
ofa mammoth mince pie, Weighing fully sev- 
eniy pounds, to the President. It was the 
work of a baker, who embellished the upper 
crust with the American coat of arms in 
raised dough. On the same day there arrived 
‘rom the far Northwest a pair of eagies for 
Secretary Alger. The unknown donor had 
forgotien to prepay the charges, amounting 
to $48. ‘The birds were consigned to the Zoo, 
where they will consort with those presented 
to General Grant. Of course these gifts 
awoke the reminiscences of the District his- 
torian. Of the m&ny Presidential g¥is which 
the mammoth Mchiniey pte Inspired him to 
mention, perhaps the most interesting was 
the huge Cheshire cheese that fell to the lot 
of Thomas Jefferson, was delivered to him 
on the day of his first inauguration, and was 
cut in the presence of great menand forelgnp 
Ministers. It weighed 1,tiul0 pounds. 

‘My grandfather, who lived to be an old 
man,’ he said, “ remembered to the last g 
conversation which he had with Jefferson. 
he topte was cheese, and was brought up 
by an incident or the heated political cam- 
paign of 1800. Mr. Jefferson seemed to Won- 

ey at his own ignorance of cheese and 

icheesemaking. 

“7+ ig the only sublect I can now recall,’ 
he said to my grandfather, ‘that 1 never 
had a desire to investigate, though I have 
gone to great trouble to learn about things 
of less human concern. I should have es- 
caped some trouble if I had given to the 
study of cheese the time I devoted to an 
estimate of the weight of the atmosphere.’ 
This referred to the charge that he had at- 
tacked the Bible. ‘I have no antipathy to 
cheese,’ continued -Mr. Jefferson, ‘ at least 
when it ts fresh and mild, and not Inhabited 
by mites—American cheese, 1 mean, said 
this patriot, who was accused of French 
tastes, ‘and | have more than once made a4 
dinner exclusively of cheese and crackers. 
But it is not a passion with me.’ 

‘*The campaign that opened fn the sum- 
mer of 1800," continued the District histo- 
rian. “ was the most exciting, partly because 
of its scandals, inthe early history of Amert- 
can politics. John Adams was Presicent and 
wanted a second term, but his ambition was 
opposed, not only by Jefferson, the leader of 
the oppositien party, but also by Alexander 
Hamilton, the recognized ieader of Adams’ 
own party; the Federal. As soon as the 
election of Jefferson seemed a probability 
everything was done to arouse reiigious 
»rejudice against him. The Rev. Dr. John 
M. Mason wrote a pamphiet with the title, 
‘The Voice of Warning to Christians on the 
Ensuing Flection’ in which Jefferson was 
condemned as an infidel on the strength of 
his ‘ Notes on Virginia.’ Iie had, according 
to ID. Baedn, attacked the Bible and dis- 
puted or dénied the possibility of the food. 
In more than half the pulpits of New Eng 
land he was sitematized as en athelst or 
French infidel and an ardont admirer and 
follower of the unspeakable Voltatre. 

“All this feeling amatnst Jefferson makes it 
the morer aarkablethat Elder John Leland 
of Cheshire, in Massachusetis, should have 
come out #@o stoutly forhim. Elder Leland 
had been a warm admirer of the Sage of 
Monticello. and his sense of Justice was out- 
raged by the unwarranted assaults made on 
him. Ile took off his coat, and did not rest 
until everybody within reach of his Intluence 
had ,been brought over to hearty support of 
Jefferson, the church people” especially. 
When it was known that Jefferson had been 
elected it was resolved to give expression to 
the satisfaction of the people of the town. 
Elder Lelend catied on every cow owner of 
the vicinity to contribute not less than one 
quart. of milk or its equivalent incurd ona 
certain day for the construction of a mam- 
moth cheese of the kind that had made 
Cheshire famous throughout the Common- 
wealth and even heyond Its borders. It was 
designed to put this on a strong wagon and 
hau! {t to Washington, 500 miles away. and 
present it to Jefferson on the day of his in- 
auguration. 

* Captain John Brown, the natriot who first 
discovered the treason of BRenedict Arnold, 
was the owner of the biggest cider press in 
the district. This he devoted to the making 
of the cheese. Foran undemonstrative peo- 
ple they made the event interesting. On.ne 
appointed day every man, woman, and walk- 
ing child in the town and for miles around 
formed in frocession and marched, singing 
and cheering, and nearly all carrying patis 
of milk, to Captain Brown's miilon the hill. 
Here a grent hoop was made, and into it 
was poured the rich flood of milk. Thenthe 
women who were most noted as cheesemak- 
ers prepared the great maas of curd, and 
the stoutest men—famed for feats of strength 
at barn-raisings and wrestling on muster 
days—took hold of the great levers and com- 
pressed the world’s greatest cheese. Then 
with a prayer and a rousing hymn it was 
put away to dry. “~ 

‘*How to get the huge,disk to tts destina- 
tion was a question that was discussed 
at the village store, and after prayer-meet- 
ing, and wherever two men met. The roads 
were uniformly bad at the best, and tn win- 
ter almost impassabie. Besides, no wagon 
in the neighborhood was large enough or 
strong enough. Everybody but Elder Le- 
land and the village wheelwright looked 
upon the businessas hopeless. With the first 
heavy snow, however, the latter brought 
out an {mmense sied, made expressly forthe 
cheese. It was agreed that nobody but El- 
der Leland should have the glory of holding 
the reins over the four stout horses. The 
whole town turned out the day of starting. 
The women decorated the sled with flags 
and streamers, and escorted the cheese far 
beyond the limits of the town, some gding 
all the way to the nation’s new capital. 
Soon after that inauguration, which is still 
remembered for its republican simplicity, 
the Cheshire cheese, on its sled, was brought 
before the residence of President Jefferson 
and presented in an earnest speech by Elder 
Leland. Jefferson responded with real feel- 
ing, and then he cut intoit. It was a good 
cheese, weighing 1,600 pounds. Surrounding 
the President were many of the leading men 
of the nation and the representatives of oth- 
er lands.’’

Those 
fortunate enough to possess them have 
swung their hammocks, and some, more 
industrious than their fellows, have bullt 
shacks much like those tn Punta Alegra 
proper. And all so deeply among the bushes 
and shrubs and tall grass on the hillsides 
that if the camp fires were not lit one might 
walk along the shore road, not more than 
thirty feet away, and not know there was 
a human being around. The idea of cele- 
brating Christmas in such a placeand under 
such conditions suggest stories of Robin 
Hood and his merry men. 

An American regular who visited the camp 
said if there were only a few cur dogs about 
to howl, {t would be for all the world like 
an American Indiancamp. FEvery here and 
there, squatting over camp flres, were men 
crouching Indian fashion, with blankéts 
hanging loosely over them. 

They were not a well-kempt lot, but they 
were cheerful enough. Some had constructed 
fome manner of apparel for themselves out 
of gunnybags, and one tali negro boy wore 
nothing but a cartridge belt about his loins; 
but he carried his gun with him always. 
Comparatively few had hats, but whatever 
arms they owned they carried with them. 
,} There were about 800 men in General Gon- 


infantry, and every man &cted as his own 
quartermaster and his own commissary. If 
a soldier felt he wanted something to eat he 
went out and rustled for it: and if an officer 
happened to feel the same way he did the 
game, or else he went hungry. Sometimes @ 
few clubbed together and took turns at 
rustling; but only when they looked out for 
themselves were they looked out for. What 
they managed to find at Punta Alegra were 
chiefly Sweet potatoes, while some who were 
more fortunate managed to rak® up some 
tasajo, or jerked beef."” When thesoldiers 
g° rustling for Christmas fare there will be 
some interesting times in the neighborhood 
of the camp. 

As compared to that of General Gonzalez, 
the camp of Majaw General Camillo was a 
shintng example ‘of neatness. General .Ca- 
millo’s camp is situated at Rojas, about four 
and a haif miles out of Caibarien, Santa 
Clara Province. The camp has within its 
limits nearly 2,000 men. 

The soldiers of General Camillo’s camp 
have buiit shacks, some high, some low, but 
all in a double row, that lined each side of a 
wagon road for fully two miles. General 
Camillo’s headquarters, a shack a Iittle 
larger than’the others, was set up about fifty 
feet, back of this long double line and was 
surrounded by the shacks of some of his
